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COUNCILOR KEANE 
EATS HIS WORDS 


City Councilor Tom Keane, who repre- 
sents the Fenway, the Back Bay, and Bea- 
con Hill, ate his words after testifying at a 
June 29 conservation-commission hearing 
in favor of herbicide spraying to remove 
the phragmite reeds along the Muddy River 
in the Fenway. 

Keane, who has angered many of his 
constituents by his support for spraying 
(“Talking Politics,” News, June 10), was 
quoted in the July 4 Boston Globe touting 
the alleged safety of the herbicide 
glyphosate, which is marketed by Monsan- 
to Company as Rodeo. “I would eat the 
| stuff,” Keane said. “I would spray it on my 
arm. I have no problem with it. It is safe.” 

But when a Phoenix reporter asked Keane 
to schedule a time when he could ingest a 
tablespoon of the herbicide with a photogra- 
pher present, the rookie councilor suddenly 
lost his appetite. “I’m not sure I want to go 
out chewing the stuff. I’m always up for 
dares,” Keane said, “but I think not.” 

The conservation commission granted 
permission to the Parks and Recreation 
Department to test-spray a half-acre plot 
this summer. Among the conditions are re- 
quirements that officials provide the public 
with seven days’ notice before spraying, 
erect a fence around the spray site, and, 
if the fence is § a 
removed or van- 
dalized, repair it 
before spraying 
resumes. 

Asked about 
the Globe’s re- 
port that the 
spraying could 
begin as early as 
July 20, Keane 
said he was un- 
aware of the start- 
ing date. 

“You know why he’s unaware?” asks 
| Lauren Dewey Platt, a neighbor of the 
spray site. “Because he wasn’t there for the 
| rest of the hearing. I’m surprised that he 
| hasn’t had somebody find that out for him. 
| I think he’s proven that he’s incompetent. I 
do find more than coincidence in the fact 
that Tom Keane took office in January and 
that’s when this whole thing started.” 

Jack Delmond, vice-president of the 
Fenway Garden Society, believes that for- 
mer city councilor David Scondras, whom

Keane unseated last year by 26 votes, 
would have been more attentive to details 
such as the spraying date. 

“Tom has made up his mind and doesn’t 
care about this part of his constituency,” 
Delmond says. “That is not the feeling we 
as a community had from our previous 
councilor, who was always interested in 
what the neighborhood people wanted.”

JENNINGS IN 
PARENTHESES 


Almost a month ago, when Boston Globe 
television writer Ed Siegel penned his hu- 
mongous and belated (five months after the 
fact) postmortem on the firing of former 
Channel 5 news director Emily Rooney as 
executive producer of ABC’s World News 
Tonight, there was one strange parentheti- 
cal paragraph buried in the piece. It stated, 
“Peter Jennings agreed to be interviewed 
for this story only on condition that it in- 
clude no unattributed quotations. That in- 
terview could not be completed before 
press time.” 

Given that the article contained 
unattributed quotations that would have 
precluded Jennings’s participation, the ref- 
erence to not completing the interview 
seemed contradictory and confusing. And 
why not wait for a chance to talk to a mar- 
quee player — and maybe the prime villain 
— in the drama, anyway? 

“We debated how to word that para- 
graph more than anything in the piece,” 
admits Siegel, who explains the weird set 
of circumstances leading to its creation. 

At the outset, Jennings declined to be in- 
terviewed for the story. But he relented af- 
ter Siegel approached him at the end of his 
reporting — as long as no blind quotes 
were allowed in the piece. Following some 
contemplation, Siegel and his editors de- 
cided they had enough good stuff on the 
record to abide by Jennings’s dictates. After 
an introductory half-hour interview that 
had to be curtailed early, Jennings and 
Siegel failed to hook up again. Three 
weeks went by. After the final deadline 
warning passed, the Globe team re-evaluat- 
ed again, deciding to go back to using the 
unattributed quotes and discard anything 
said by Jennings in the initial interview. 

All of which helps explain why the paren- 
thetical didn’t accurately characterize what 
had transpired and why journalism — for 
all the Machiavellian conspiracy theories 
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that surround it — remains largely a busi- 
ness of ad hoc accident. 

Rooney, meanwhile, appears to have 
landed on her feet. This past week she was 
named producer of Fox’s new prime-time 
news magazine, tentatively called On As- 


signment.

PAWNING A 
LIQUID ASSET 


Want to know how the economy’s far- 
ing? One informal way to determine who’s 
short of cash is to see what’s being 
pawned. In the ’80s, the South End pawn 
shop Empire Loan, for instance, accepted 
the usual items of collateral: gold jewelry, 
musical instruments, televisions, VCRs. 
Until 1990, Empire Loan drew virtually no 
customers from the suburbs. 

In the past five years, though, Empire 
Loan has made about 10 percent of its 
loans to suburban customers. It has also 
begun accepting art — original oil paint- 
ings, mostly — as collateral. And in the 
past few months Empire Loan owner 
Michael Goldstein has been receiving calls 
from city-dwellers and suburbanites who 
want to know if he can loan them money 
on fine wine. 

The simple answer: he can. Three 
months ago, Empire Loan advanced $7000 
to a Medford wine collector who pawned a 
$20,000, 13-case collection of wine. It was 
the first wine loan for Empire Loan, and 
Goldstein says he believes no other pawn 
shop in the Northeast has ever accepted 
wine as collateral. Under the terms of the 
loan, the owner pays five percent monthly 
on the loan amount, and can reclaim the 
wine at the end of about five months if he 
pays off the loan. 

Arrangements for the $7000 loan were 
complicated. Before settling on a price, 
Goldstein summoned a wine expert and 
held a four-hour tasting, with the wine 
owner, of randomly selected bottles. The 
owner had to be satisfied that storage con- 
ditions in Empire Loan’s basement were 
adequate, with no wide fluctuations in 
temperature. 

“It’s in my best interest to store the wine 
properly,” Goldstein points out. “If the 
collector ends up leaving it with me, I 
don’t want to find myself with bottles of 
vinegar.” 

Should enough wine-related business 
pour in, Goldstein says, he’ll add a proper 


wine cellar. In the meantime, he’s already 
perfected a wine-pawning slogan. 
“We like to say,” he quips, “that this 
particular loan truly is a liquid asset.”

ASSOTTO SAINT, 
1957-1994 


Poet and publisher Assotto Saint died 
on June 29 of complications related to 
AIDS. He was 37 years old. 

Noted for his flamboyant poetry and 
theatrical performances, Saint helped gal- 
vanize the recent renaissance in black gay 
writing and activism. In his memory, 
mourners in New York City blocked off 
city streets and held a public procession 
on July 5. 

“His passing — along with that of peo- 
ple like Joe Beam, Craig Harris, and 
Marlon Riggs — marks the end of an 
era, those who 
were born in the 
late ’50s,” says 
Robert Penn, as- 
sistant director of 
AIDS prevention 
at the Gay Men’s 
Health Crisis, an 
AIDS-service or- 
ganization based 
in New York City. 
“In some ways, 
they led many of 
us into opening up in ways that we 
hadn’t, and I credit Assotto with a lot of 
that. I never would have been as open 
about my own HIV status had it not been 
for him.” 

Saint, who was born and raised in Haiti, 
was a charter member of the New York 
gay black writers’ group Other Countries, 
and his writing has been included in such 
books as In the Life: A Black Gay Antholo- 
gy (Alyson Publications, 1986), Gay & 
Lesbian ‘Poetry in Our Time (St. Martin’s 
Press, 1993), and Sojourner: Black Gay 
Voices in the Age of AIDS (Other Coun- 
tries Press, 1993), as well as in many peri- 
odicals. His own Galiens Press published 
Here To Dare: 10 Gay Black Poets (1992) 
and The Road Before Us: 100 Gay Black 
Poets (1991), which received a Lambda 
Literary Book Award. 

Saint urged HIV-positive black gay men 
to be more open about their HIV status. 
“We are disproportionately affected by the 
AIDS crisis,” he told the Phoenix in a 
February 1993 interview, “but we have 
been invisible.” Of the 100 poets included 
in The Road Before Us, Saint said, at least 
53 were HIV-positive or had AIDS, but 
few were willing disclose that. 

Moreover, Saint believed in “outing” | 
celebrities with HIV. “If the press can re- 
port on love affairs and illnesses, they can 
report HIV,” he said. “We have to demys- 
tify it. Most importantly, while I do believe 
in the right of privacy, I also believe in the 
public’s right not to participate in a lie.”

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SPECULATING ON 
VINTAGE JUICE 


Out in LA you can now get his police mug shot on a 
trading card, with his record of arrests and pleas chroni- 
cled on the back. Price: about five bucks. 

But on Parmenter Street, in the North End, there’s 
still a chance to own the O.J. Simpson of athletic glory: a 


late-career trading card of the Juice, in a strangely inap- 
propriate San Francisco 49ers uniform, with stats detail- 
ing his astonishing football prowess and a Bazooka Joe- 
style cartoon printed on the reverse side. 

Robert Gorin, co-owner of North End Sports Card, 
had 11 O,J.s gathering dust on a back shelf when Simp- 

son was arrested on double-mur- 
| H i H der charges. Gorin's down to one 
now. It was still awaiting a buyer 
at press time, encased in Lucite 
and selling for book value — $10. . 

“This craze is going to end,” says Gorin, who pocket- 
ed a few hundred extra dollars last month when “the 
suit-and-tie guys” lined up for anything O.J. and nearly 
bought him out. - 

One card of Simpson — from 1973, the year he broke 
2000 yards in the snow against the New York Jets — 
was listed in “the Big Book” (that’s Beckett's Football 
Card Monthly, which publishes the prices that most non- 
suckers should be paying) for $75; Gorin was handed 
$90. “The guy just insisted,” he says. 


Simpson's ultra-valuable rookie card, from 1971, lists 
for $125, but Gorin says his associates in the trade were 


getting from $150 to $300. Hundreds of O.J. cards have — 


been sold in the past month at about a dozen shops in 
the Boston area. 

But after the initial speculators’ frenzy, Gorin says, the 
urge for O,J.-iana seemed to wear as thin as the unceas- 
ing televised dissection of the athlete/pitchman's hair, 
home, and knife-shopping habits. The last card has been 
in the shop for two weeks now, on a lower shelf, inviting 


stares ranging from the quizzical to the queasy and 


dropping in value from $20 to $10. 

On the front is a helmeted Simpson in his final season, 
1980. His face mask is from the old school, two thin 
bars across the front, and his eyes look typically bright. 
On the back, his exploits are summarized in the conge- 
nial tone of the Eisenhower-era Topps trading cards, as 
if O.J., like Wilt and the Babe, were the boy next door 
and not the boy in the Hall of Fame. 

“Juice has been in five Hollywood movies to date,” 
the mini-cartoon at the bottom reads. A drawing shows 
a bad guy pointing a pistol at some pursuers. : 

Nestled among the stat lines on the 1980 card is 
the fabled year 1973: 14 games, 2003 yards, with an 
asterisk noting that O.J. was the first to break the 
2000-yard barrier, a milestone on par with Ted 
Wikiams’s .406. (Simpson's card from the 1973 sea- 
son is to be listed for $125 in the next issue of Beck- 
ett’s Monthly.) 

“Simpson's brilliance was getting around peo- 
ple,” says Gorin. “He never took a hit he didn’t 
have to. He was so quick,he just got around people, 
sidestepping, twisting, and gaining the whole way.” 

Evasion was always O.J. Simpson's singular ge- 
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shake loose a pursuer.

NEEDS IMPROVEMENT 
Five years ago: July 7, 1989 
» In the aftermath of Webster v. Reproductive Health Ser- 
vices, Steven Stark evaluated the press’s handling of the 
Supreme Court decision.

LAB LEFTOVERS 

10 years ago: July 10, 1984 

» Lauren Merlin Walker investigated the direct-selling 
business, in which “entrepreneurs hawk everything from 
sexual aids to pet vitamins.” She zeroed in on the Tupper- 
ware trade. 

“The Harvard University biochemistry laboratory holds 
Tupperware parties once or twice a year, because the con- 
tainers, with their reliable seals, are useful for storing ‘gels 
and things,’ according to Edward Giniger, a graduate stu- 
dent. ‘The lady comes in and shows us things, and we ask 
things like whether it’s resistant to formamid. Of course, 
she doesn’t know if it’s resistant to formamid. That’s not 
her job. So we have to find out for ourselves.’ 

“One Tupperware dealer says the biochemists are 
among her favorite customers. But Jane Trimble, public- 
relations manager for Tupperware Home Parties, head- 
quartered in Orlando, is a little more cautious: ‘From a 
company standpoint, we would only suggest that it be re- 
served for its proper uses — primarily food storage, serv- 
ing, and freezing,’ she says.” 


THE HUSTLE 

15 years ago: July 10, 1979 

» Shoplifters plagued store owners in the late ’70s. And 
they still plague store owners in the mid ’90s. A feature by 
Martin S. Goldman and Michael G. Kort suggests that 
only the coveted goods-have changed. 

“One-third of all shoplifters are teenagers and nearly 85 
percent women, according to government estimates. John 
Powers, of Jordan Marsh, believes that figure is actually 
somewhat lower: ‘The biggest problem is still women in the 
18-to-25 age bracket, but men in that category are catch- 
ing up. They’re going for the new men’s clothing, especial- 
ly the stuff in the disco shops,’ he explains.” 


FODDER-GATE 
20 years ago: July 9, 1974

25 years ago: July 9, 1969

cluded that they were “one of the least entertaining bands” 
he’d ever heard. 
“The ultimate effect of 
Alice Cooper’s excessive 
loudness was counterpro- 
ductivity; instead of being 
made more exciting, much 
of the music was obliterat- 
ed. And, for the audience, 
the result was boredom. 
“What groups such as Al- 
ice Cooper are propagating

delic garbage: they present

Back talk 


Hearing ‘The People’s Voice’; 


plus, strife on the op-ed page

he zinger comes at the end of 
every question-and-answer 
installment of “The People’s 
Voice” — the Boston Globe's 
effort to inject a significant 
populist element into its coverage of the US 
Senate and gubernatorial campaigns. 

First there’s a question from a selected 
citizen. Next, responses from the candi- 
dates. Then, in bold type, under the head- 
ing ASSESSMENT, the citizen explains, in 
reasonably blunt language, which candi- 
dates’ answers sounded good and which 
were full of it. 

It’s the great equalizer — John Q. Pub- 
lic telling off Bill Weld or Teddy Kennedy. 
And the rest of us get a voyeuristic tingle. 

It is also, according to Globe political ed- 
itor Bruce Mohl, “a logistical nightmare.” 

The questioners are selected from focus 
groups or from readers who have repond- 
ed to “The People’s Voice” via calls, let- 
ters, or the Internet. The campaigns are 
then given the questions and generally get 
the responses back to Morrissey Boulevard 
the afternoon before the paper goes to 
press, leaving the Globe a small window in 
which to track down people for their “as- 


sessments.” One time, the feature

“I'd like to stress that it’s been a ©

Stick around, Kim. They’ve got some 
swampland for sale, too. 

Conversely, when Jeffrey Work asked 
the candidates how they’d spend money to 
fight crime, Mitt Romney said he’d “spend 
it fast before Ted Kennedy could tax it to 
fund some bureaucracy in Washington.” A 
soundbite like that would go unchallenged 


_ in a campaign story, because reporters are 


only too happy to pass along a little raw 
meat. But Work, a Democrat, labeled 
Romney a “jerk” for taking a “sarcastic 
jab” at Kennedy — a reaction that doubt- 
less will make Romney think twice before 
relying on Political Rhetoric 101 again. 

> It’s ideology, not competence. “We’ve 
been burned a couple of times in focus

groups,” says Mohl, “by people who don’t 
want to ask questions.” Because many citi- 
zens would rather lecture than inquire, it’s 
been tricky balancing the ideological lean- 
ings of the inquisitors. Republicans, in 
particular, are a scarce commodity. 

When Patricia Ford, an avowed Demo- 
crat, asked the candidates whether they 
believed in guaranteeing universal health 
insurance, even at taxpayer expense, she 
trashed the responses of Governor Bill 
Weld and Senate candidates Romney and 
John Lakian, the three Republicans in the 
mix. Doubtless the Democratic responses 
were closer to Ford’s heart, but that kind 
of partisanship invalidates the exercise. 

On the other hand, Rosalind Baker — a 
young Democrat who asked the candi- 
dates how they would reform welfare with- 
out hurting children — admitted she liked 
Lakian’s emphasis on job training the best, 
a refreshing and eye-catching bit of non-

partisan candor. 

» The voice of the people is unpre- 
dictable. Jeffrey Work bolstered the argu- 
ment that the questioning of candidates 
should be left to the pros. Although he 
scored points for scolding Romney, his 
question was silly in the first place: “Given 
$100 to spend on the ‘crime problem,’ what 
three to five specific ways might you spend 
that $100 and in what proportions would 
you allocate the funds?” A hundred dollars? 
Buy three to five cans of mace, I guess. 

And how about West Newbury resident 
Charles Wegrzyn? During a focus group, 
he blamed Dr. Spock (not Mr. Spock) for 
the crime problem, noting, “my parents 
raised me one way. Then my mother read 
Dr. Spock and my brother became a drug 
addict.” 

Do we really need these pearls of 
wisdom? 

But kudos to Carla Zdanowicz, an un- 
enrolled voter from Stoneham, who asked 
about keeping schools open after hours 
and during the summer. In her “assess- 
ment,” she politely lauded the candidates 
for acknowledging the need for scheduling 
flexibility. But she went on to advocate “a 
multi-faceted approach incorporating 
these ideas with possibly a business ‘men- 
tor’ program for the higher grades and a 
college student co-op or intern program 
for the others [that] might generate 
enough enthusiasm and community inter- 
est to make it work.” 

Which; raises another question: how 
come she’s not running? 

One thing Mohl says he’s learned from 
the exercise is that “it’s clear that what 
politicians talk about and what people talk 
about are often done in different languages. 
And the media are often at fault.” That’s the 
intellectual underpinning of “The People’s 
Voice.” The devil is in the execution. 

The Q&A sessions are scheduled to run 
their course in mid July. They will be fol- 
lowed by a (still unfinalized) project to get 
voters and candidates sitting in the same 
room and talking directly to each other in 
on-the-record skull sessions. 


Op-ed furor | 

If a columnist’s job is to stir up contro- 
versy, then John Ellis deserves a raise. 
Some angry critics say he should get a pink 
slip. Ellis, the George Bush nephew who is 


writing on state politics for the Globe’s op- 
ed pages, has been accused of blatant con- 
flict of interest by two prominent politi- 
cians he has written unkindly about — 
State Treasurer Joe Malone and State Sen- 
ator Bill. Keating, leader of the insurgency 
against Senate President William Bulger. 

At issue is Ellis’s status as a consultant at 
Rasky and Company, which is run by Larry 
Rasky, a Democratic consultant and occa- 
sional lobbyist. As explained by Ellis (and 
confirmed by Rasky), Ellis gets office space 
and telephone/fax support from Rasky — 
services Ellis estimates cost between $1000 
and $1500 a month — in exchange for 
business advice and occasional lunch meet- 
ings with prospective Rasky clients. 

Ellis says he has his own set of clients 
and takes no cut of Rasky’s profits. He ex- 
plains that his customers write their checks 
to Rasky, who then pays him without tak- 
ing a percentage. Sounds complicated. 

On May 13, after Ellis — a major Bulger 
fan — wrote a second nasty piece on the 
Keating challenge, the senator wrote a letter 
to the editor in which he labeled John Ellis 
“a paid associate with a consulting firm 
which needs both the overt and covert sup- 
port of Senate President William M. Bulger 
to further their business interests,” adding: 
“Op-ed pieces would have more credibility 
if the writers fully disclosed their own pri- 
vate interests and motivations.” 

On June 28, several days after Ellis 
trashed Malone’s sudden conversion to a 
pro-choice stance on abortion rights, Mal- 
one’s director of communications, Eric 
Fehrnstrom, sent editorial-page editor 
David Greenway a letter claiming the bed 
blood between Rasky and Malone stems 
from the treasurer’s “putting a stop, in 
1992, to an unnecessary 800 million dollar 
bond financing, from which Rasky’s firm 
stood to make substantial fees.” (In fact, 
not only does Rasky confirm there’s bad 
blood between him and Malone, he offers 
details going back to the 1984 John Kerry- 
Ray Shamie Senate campaign, when Mal- 
one was a top lieutenant to Shamie and 
Rasky was Kerry’s communications direc- 
tor. “Our history of mutual enmity runs 
much deeper” than any bond-financing 
deal,” Rasky says.) 

“It is unbelievable,” Fehrnstrom’s letter 
states, “that the Globe would allow an em- 
ployee of Rasky and Company to misuse 
the op-ed page to settle a personal 
score. . . . One of your columnists has a 
hidden agenda which he obviously isn’t 
sharing with you.”

Counters Ellis: “I think there’s a misunderstanding of 
my relationship with Larry Rasky. The charge that I’m in 
the tank with Rasky is horseshit. If I was doing Larry 
Rasky’s bidding in the Boston Globe, | wouldn’t be kicking 


| the shit out of Ray Flynn [a former Rasky client] or Teddy 


Kennedy,” two victims of Ellis editorial attacks that Rasky 
says brought him no small amount of grief from friends. 

The Keating complaint, in particular, rankled Ellis, who 
says, “The funny thing is that by not talking to me directly, 
they sort of piss me off and encourage me to write more 
about how pathetic they are.” 

Greenway says he recently changed the writer-identifica- 
tion tag line on Ellis’s column from “John Ellis is a political 
consultant” to “John Ellis is a consultant at Rasky and Co. 
in Boston,” a nuance that may mean something to insiders, 
but isn’t much of a signpost for the general populace. 
Greenway also notes that Ellis has no political clients this 
election, adding, “We hope that’ll handle it.” 

All of which may become moot if Ellis and Rasky con- 
clude their current discussions with an agreement on a 
more formal business partnership. In that case, adds Ellis, 
“I suspect I would have to rule myself out of coverage of 
local politics in Boston.” 


Op-ed furor Il 

It hasn’t taken long for the Globe’s conservative columnist, 
Jeff Jacoby, to find himself in the midst of an internal battle. 

On June 16 he wrote a piece unfavorably comparing Gay 
Pride marchers to the Hasidim mourning the death of their 
spiritual leader, Rabbi Menachem Mendel Schneerson. 
Both groups look funny and act strangely, Jacoby said, but 
he found a deep, abiding spirituality in the Hasidim and 
concluded that a base “carnal desire” was the unifying ele- 
ment among the gays and lesbians. 

“It is precisely the demands of their bodies that pull togeth- 
er the tens of thousands of Gay Pride marchers who would 
otherwise have little or nothing in common,” he wrote. 

Shortly after that column, a group of 13 gay and lesbian 
Globe staffers sent a letter to Greenway and deputy editori- 
al-page editor Renee Loth — with copies to Jacoby, editor 
Matt Storin, and executive editor Helen Donovan — ob- 
jecting to “the bigoted language Jeff Jacoby has used about 
us as a group in his columns.” 

The offending material included the June 16 piece and a 
March column about the efforts of gay and lesbian marchers 
to participate in the St. Patrick’s Day Parade, in which Jacoby 
used the term “peculiar behavior” to describe homosexuals. 

Though they asserted that they “respect Jeff's status as a 
columnist and agree that the Globe should welcome dis- 
senting and varying views,” the signatories said that “in 
both columns Jeff attacked gay people not for what they 
do, but for who they are. . . . We think some of his state- 
ments violate the Globe’s policies on the treatment of mi- 
norities, both in the workplace and in our pages. . . . We 
want to make sure Jeff is familiarized with the Globe’s poli- 
cy and the reasoning behind it.” 

A number of the petitioners met with Greenway and 
Loth on June 29 to clear the air. “I listened to their con- 
cerns, and I'll certainly keep them in mind,” says Green- 
way. “I think it bears watching, and we'll talk it out. I think 
it’s a delicate line.” 

When contacted by the Phoenix, Jacoby — who was not 
present at the meeting — said, “I am perfectly comfortable 
with the knowledge that many of my coworkers hold dif- 
ferent opinions from me. But I can’t imagine anything 
more shameful than a group of 13 journalists demanding 
that a fellow journalist’s opinion be stifled. . . . The pur- 
pose of their letter is simply to silence dissent by smearing 
the dissenter. . . . The Globe hired me —a libertarian con- 
servative in a profession overwhelmingly dominated by left- 
ists — to express my personal opinions on the op-ed page 
as clearly and cogently as I can. Whether the issue on my 
mind is Haiti, Ted Kennedy, or Gay Pride parades, that’s 
just what I plan to do.” 

Reportedly, the petitioners have mixed feelings about the 
success of their meeting with Greenway, and have decided 
on a wait-and-see stance toward any future Jacoby 
columns.

Getting on-line with Kennedy; 
plus, the Times’s lame @times

t’s been called the “New News,” 

but a better phrase might be the 

“New Politics”: candidates outline 

their positions unimpeded by the 

filtering of the traditional media, 
then give ordinary people a chance to ask 
questions or challenge them. 

That’s how Bill Clinton and Ross Perot 
ate George Bush’s lunch in 1992. And the 
technological extension of that may be on 
display in Massachusetts this year. 

But there’s an unexpected twist. Lead- 
ing the way is a politician more often asso- 
ciated with the ’60s than the 90s: US 
Senator Ted Kennedy, who’s facing what 
may be the most difficult re-election battle 
of his career. 

Like many elected officials, Kennedy has 
an e-mail address (senator@kennedy.sen 
ate.gov). But his efforts go far beyond that. 

For more than a year Kennedy’s Senate 
office has been posting press releases and 
other information on North Shore Mac,

dankennedy@aol.com. 


an electronic bulletin-board system (BBS) 
that, despite its name, can be accessed by 
PCs as well as Macs. The log-in number is 
(508) 921-4716; type in “visitor” when 
prompted for user name and password. 
Mac and Windows users can cruise 
around with point-and-click ease if they 
have FirstClass Client. 

Open up folders titled “Conferences” and 
“Political Arena” and you'll finally come to 
“Sen. Kennedy Releases.” Inside are docu- 
ments addressing such issues as job training 
and welfare reform. You'll also find infor- 
mation unavailable elsewhere, such as a 
lengthy (20 kilobytes, or more than 3000 
words) summary of the Health Security 
Act, as reported out on June 9 by the Sen- 
ate Committee on Labor and Human Re- 
sources, which Kennedy chairs. If it’s raw 
data you want, you'll find them here. 

Adjacent to “Sen. Kennedy Releases” is a 
folder labeled “Press Release Comments.” 
A recent perusal turned up a note from an 
animal-rights activist worried about GATT; 
a comment from a woman recently diag- 
nosed with multiple sclerosis who was con- 
cerned about health-care reform; a posting 
from a gun-control opponent arguing that 
the Second Amendment guarantees a per- 
son the right to possess assault weapons; 
and an appeal to cut off all aid to Jordan, a 
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country the 

writer criticized for support- 

ing Saddam Hussein and for harboring 
Hamas, a terrorist Palestinian group. 

Given how controversial Kennedy is, the 
postings were unusually polite. But Chris 
Casey, Kennedy’s technology-policy advis- 
er, swears the messages aren’t screened. 
“We really haven’t gotten flamed too 
much. It’s a little surprising,” he says. 

Although North Shore Mac is the home 
port, there are a variety of other ways to 
cruise Teddyspace. 

First, the North Shore material is 
echoed to a number of other BBSs: Con- 
spiracy (508-478-1714), Quantum (508- 
443-4644), BCS Mac (617-864-3375), 
BMUG Boston (617-721-5840), Fire on 
the Hill (617-629-9739), and Reflections 
(617-593-7228). 

Second, Kennedy’s material is also post- 
ed via the Internet to two Usenet news- 
groups: ne.politics and talk.politics.misc. 
(White House press releases are also post- 
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ed to the latter group.) This is the true 
electronic frontier, and it’s kind of funny to 
see Kennedy’s solemn utterances alongside 
the deranged rants of Holocaust-deniers 
and the latest issue of Conspiracy Nation. 

Finally, Kennedy has more-official links: 
via gopher at gopher.senate.gov and via 
anonymous ftp at ftp.senate.gov. 

The most fascinating is Kennedy’s spot on 
the World Wide Web, a still-evolving con- 
cept that uses hypertext to link text, graph- 
ics, and, potentially, video and sound. Point 
your browser to http://www.ai.mit.edu/pro 
jects/iiip/Kennedy/homepage. html. 

If you’re among the lucky few jacked di- 
rectly into the Net, and are using Mosaic 
or a similar program, you'll be treated to a 
veritable Virtual Ted, complete with photo 
and other graphics. Even with a third-par- 
ty Internet provider and a text-only brows- 
er, though, you’ll be amazed at how easily 
different types of information can be 
linked in new and useful ways. You can 
jump around among Kennedy’s state-

ments, a database that tracks legislation, a 
searchable version of the fiscal 1995 bud- 
get (not available when I tried), ne. politics 
and talk.politics.misc, all federal gophers, 
and a variety of Massachusetts information 
— even a Cambridge City Hall directory. 
Definitely addictive. 

Because of election-year rules, Kennedy 
will have to stop uploading to the gopher, 
ftp, and Web sites in a few weeks. But it’s 
likely Kennedy’s campaign staff will pick 
up where the Senate office left off in post- 
ing announcements to local BBSs and to 
ne.politics and talk.politics.misc. 

Meanwhile, Kennedy’s Republican op- 
ponents, Mitt Romney and John Lakian, 
appear to be lost in cyberspace. Since no 
one else seems to have told them, I will: 
it’s fascinating, it’s practically free, and 
you’re bound to meet some interesting 
people. So what are you waiting for? 


Not ready for prime Times 

The New York Times’s month-old outpost 
on America Online, @times, should have 
taken its name from a famous parody done 
in the 1970s: Not the New York Times. 

Although New York-magazine media 
critic Jon Katz was correct when he recent- 
ly wrote that @times is beset by “a kind of 
timidity and arrogance,” his criticism is al- 
most beside the point. The biggest problem 
with @times is that the owners of the most 


ald. At 10 cents a minute during non-peak 
hours (6 p.m. to 6 a.m.), it’s a lot cheaper 
than Nexis — or even CompuServe. 

In an especially visionary move, Mercury 
Center provides additional information to 
supplement stories that are in the Mercury 
News. Let’s say you read a six-inch story 
about sewer rates in your town and you 
want to know more. At the bottom of the 
story is a code number. Log on to Mercury 
Center, enter the code number, and you'll 
get a much longer version of the story. It’s 
a way of saving newsprint and tailoring 
news to those with specific interests. 

The e-paper won’t come into its own 
until you can take it with you, and that’s 
probably a good 10 to 20 years away. (The 
prototype most commonly cited is a 
portable, flexible electronic tablet that 
you’d plug into your cable TV to grab 
publications you subscribe to.) When it 
happens, though, it’s going to look a lot 
more like Mercury Center than @times. 


Aerosmith to Apple: Drop dead 

Like thousands of other Macophiles, I 
rushed to my local computer store recently 
to check out the new line of PowerBooks. I 
plunked myself down in front of a 520c and 
marveled at the sharp, bright color screen 
(the elusive 540c, not yet spotted in these 
parts, is said to be even better). I thrilled at 
the trackpad — a replacement for the old 
trackball that has no moving parts. And I 
was knocked over by the blazing speed. 

Then I decided to go out and get a new 
hard drive for my ancient, coal-burning 
PowerBook 100. 
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valuable newspaper property in the world 
seem more concerned with not giving any- 


ithing away than with trying to build some- 


thing insanely great. 

Thus, @times isn’t an electronic news- 
paper at all. It’s an arts-and-entertainment 
guide, explicitly marketed that way, supple- 
mented by a smattering of the day’s paper. 

How fearful is the Times that someone, 
somewhere may be getting something for 
nothing? @times has a whole section of 
weekday book reviews — but nothing 
from the Sunday Book Review, where the 
literary action really is. And how badly is 
the Times integrating. @times into its op- 
erations? Click on “Letters to @times” 
and you can zap a message to @times edi- 
tor Elliott Rebhun — but if you want to 
write to the Times, you’ll have to copy the 
isnail-mail address off the screen. 

America Online is also home to the best 
e-paper I’ve seen, Mercury Center, pro- 
duced by the San Jose Mercury News. It 
contains the entire day’s paper (right 
down to letters to the editor), organized by 
section and subject. Someone at the Times 
should take a look. 

Unlike @times, Mercury Center is seri- 
ously interactive. There’s a “Talk to the 
Mercury News” section that makes it possi- 
ble for readers to send messages to editors, 
columnists, and reporters — and receive 
replies. There’s a live “chat” area. There’s a 
list of more than 160 e-mail addresses of 
Mercury News staff members. (The @times 
discussion areas are filled with requests for 
e-mail addresses. Rebhun’s phlegmatic re- 
ply: “While many Times staffers have e- 
mail addresses, there is no comprehensive 
list, and it’s up to each individual to decide 
how widely to publish their addresses.”) 

A Mercury Center service particularly 
useful to students and other low-budget 
researchers is the “News Library,” a full- 
text, searchable database of 15 mid-size 
newspapers around the country, including 
the Mercury News, the Boston Globe, the 
Philadelphia Inquirer, and the Miami Her- 
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Impressive as they are, the new Power- 
Books feel very much like transitional 
technology. They’re bigger and faster, but 
they’re not different and better. And for 
the average person who uses a computer 
for word processing, telecommunicating, 
game-playing, and perhaps a little spread- 
sheeting, bigger and faster are often un- 
necessary luxuries. 

The new PowerBooks don’t even use the 
highly touted PowerPC chip, a wicked-fast 
microprocessor developed by a joint ven- 
ture of Apple Computer, IBM, and Mo- 
torola. Instead, they use the 68040, a 
whole lot faster than the 68000 in the orig- 
inal Mac, but outmoded technology never- 
theless. (Apple says the new PowerBooks 
can be upgraded with PowerPC chips at 
some point in the unspecified future.) 

What’s more, even a true Macintosh be- 
liever can no longer ignore what’s going on | 
in the other 90 percent of the computing 
world. Later this year Microsoft is sched- 
uled to release its new version of Windows, 
code-named Chicago. Early reports are 
that Chicago will practically eliminate the 
difference between a Mac and a PC. Since 
PCs will continue to be cheaper than Macs, 
and PCs will probably continue to outsell 
Macs by about nine to one, that’s enough 
to give any Mac lover pause. 

An especially disquieting warning sign 
came on June 27 — from Aerosmith, of all 
sources. The veteran Boston band posted 
their otherwise-unavailable song “Head 
First” on CompuServe, and alowed fans 
to download it for free for about a week. 
The necessary equipment: a modem, 4.3 
megabytes of hard-disk space, and, oh yes, 
a PC running Windows. 

Mac users are accustomed to the latest 
business programs’ making their debut on 
the PC. But it’s always been a given that 
anything truly hip and cool would come to 
the Macintosh first. 

Well, what Aerosmith did was pretty 
cool, and Mac users had to sit itout. QO 
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Clinton’s health-care plan 
was flawed from the start

t’s time for voters and the press to 
face up to a fundamental political 


fact of life: despite all the talk of | 


possible compromise, massive 
health-care reform is not around 
the corner and never was. 

That isn’t to say this Congress still 
might not produce some kind of insur- 
ance-reform package that guarantees 
portability and forces companies to stop 
discriminating on the basis of pre-existing 
conditions. But chances for even that rela- 
tively narrow reform — much less a mas- 
sive bill that re-orders the way health care 
is delivered in this country while guaran- 
teeing universal coverage and cutting costs 
— are fading daily. Talk of a “trigger” to 
guarantee universal coverage at some fu- 
ture date is just that: talk. A trigger 
wouldn’t be worth the paper it was written 
on because any future Congress could and 
would change it. 

Assuming Congress sticks with its Au- 
gust recess — a fairly safe assumption in 
an election year — it now has only about 
two working months, at the most, to put 
together a package on one of the more 
complex issues it has ever tackled. To be 
successful in that time, it will still have to 
forge a consensus on scores of complicat- 
ed and contentious issues — how to pay 
for the program, what its benefits package 
might include, how to contain costs, how 
to administer the program. Moreover, 
polls now show a majority of voters want 
Congress to move more slowly than it ap- 
pears to be going. 

The tortuous committee path we have

witnessed so far may well be the easiest 
part of the process. A final bill will have to 
pass both houses of Congress, go through 
a conference committee attended by 
dozens of members representing their own 
interests, and then go back for votes be- 
fore each house one more time. The closer 
the bill comes to passage, the more power 
any individual senator will have to fili- 
buster the whole process — and several 
senators have suggested they would do so. 
What’s more, many Democrats would be 
far more comfortable going to the country 
this fall blaming the Republicans for in- 
transigence than having to defend a com- 
plicated bill that an opponent could pick 
apart. 

In fact, for several reasons the failure of 
massive reform was predictable from the 
start of this process, almost a year ago. 

First, Congress never works that fast ex- 
cept in times of national crisis. In a recent 
paper, two political scientists at the Uni- 
versity of Colorado, Sven Steinmo and Jon 
Watts, predicted the failure of President 
Clinton’s health reforms. “America cannot 
pass major comprehensive reform that will 
control costs and offer complete coverage 
to all Americans,” they wrote, “because 
her political institutions are designed to 
prevent this kind of reform.” 

To be sure, as others have pointed out, 
Congress occasionally does act decisively 
— in time of war or in a crisis such as the 
Depression, when Capitol Hill essentially 
rubber-stamped much of FDR’s New 
Deal. (It also helped that Roosevelt had far 
greater majorities in Congress than does 
Clinton.) That’s why the Clintons have 
spent so much time and effort trying to 
convince Americans that a health-care cri- 
sis exists. 

But the public hasn’t bought it. To the 
extent that a crisis exists, it’s a crisis felt 
mostly by the poor. Though low-income 
people obviously deserve health-care re- 
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form, they tend not to vote and don’t have 
much of a lobby. In other words, if you 
can’t sell the middle class on reform, you 
can’t win. And Clinton hasn’t even ap- 
proached closing the sale. 

Second, there was always a basic con- 
tradiction between the goals of the public 
and those of the administration. Average 
voters want reform because they fear los- 
ing a job and thereby losing their health 
coverage; their goal is portability without a 
reduction in services. 

The administration wanted reform for 
that reason, but its real obsession was with 
cutting health costs both to finance the 
program without new taxes and to reduce 
the deficit. Eventually, those two goals had 
to conflict, since you can’t cut costs signif- 
icantly without reducing some services. 

Third, the Clinton plan was a turkey. 
True, the administration deserves credit 
for putting the issue on the agenda, but

you have to question how much credit it 
should get for a bill as bad as the one it 
proposed. With a half-dozen plans circu- 
lating through Congress, the Clinton plan 
has the rare distinction of being the one al- 
most no one on the Hill privately supports. 

It’s fairly easy to see why. The Clinton 
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proposal would have dramatically in- 
creased the government’s role in the econ- 
omy and the life of every citizen — run- 
ning counter not only to Clinton’s claim of 
being a “New Democrat” but also to a na- 
tional tidal wave in the opposite direction. 
It was conceived in secret, alienating many 
who could have been allies. It was submit- 
ted late, weeks after the president’s 
September 1993 speech, thereby dissipat- 
ing the momentum that the initial an- 
nouncement had created. 

Perhaps most important, the plan never 
would have worked, and the public — to 
its credit — realized that, too. Without 
even getting into the intricacies of the de- 
bate about health alliances and the like, 
we can say that many experts agree that 
the basic assumption in the Clinton pro- 
posal — that enough wasteful costs can 
be cut from the system to finance its mas- 
sive reforms — is ludicrous. 

Thus, the real story in 
this ongoing debate is 
not who killed health 
care. (The public did; the 
consensus-building sys- 
tem worked the way it 
was designed to work.) 
No, the more interesting 
story is why much of the 
press continues to write, 
as it has for the past 
year, that massive reform 
is imminent. Never have 
sO many written so much 
about a plan with so little 
chance of acceptance. 

Part of this media cov- 
erage stems from the 
fact that health care is 
the fight of the year in 
Washington, and re- 
porters want to keep the 
story alive as long as 
possible. Part of it is due 
to ignorance of the cur- 
rents of American histo- 
ry and how Congress 
works. And part of it can 
be attributed to sympa- 
thy for the Clintons, par- 
ticularly Hillary. Journal- 
ists are not nearly as bi- 
ased as conservatives of- 


issue “the right” has a 
point: many journalists 
have let their political al- 
legiances get in the way 
of reporting how things 
really stand. 

But the public has 
learned by now to ignore most of the hype 
emanating from Washington. To put it in 
medical jargon, narrow insurance reform 
is in critical condition but still has a 
chance of survival. But major health-care 
reform? It hasn’t simply expired. It was 
dead on arrival almost a year ago. QO

serious science-fiction fan { 


by Randee Dawn Cohen 


n the literary world, science 

fiction and fantasy get a bad 

rap. It’s assumed that these 

otherworldly fictional muta- 

tions appeal only to the intro- 
verted, insecure adolescents (even if 
overgrown) who subsist on comic- 
book fantasies. It isn’t true — at 
least, not entirely. 

“I’ve known that person for 
years!” cries Ursula K. LeGuin, cur- 
rently the most revered writer in the 
realm of the fantastic. “The one with 
five pens in his pocket who knows all 
about computers. That person does 
exist. I have met him. But there are 
others who look and act nothing like 
that.” 

Fans of all types will huddle with 
LeGuin and more than 100 other 
writers and editors of so-called imag- 
inative fiction this weekend at the 
seventh annual Readercon, a get-to- 
gether taking place at the Worcester 
Marriott. It is the Northeast’s equiva- 
lent of WorldCon — an even bigger 
convergence of SF/fantasy fans. 

Billed as “the serious science-fic- 
tion fan’s conference,” Readercon fo- 
cuses on the genre as literature rather 
than commodity — or oddity. 

“I would go to other conventions 
and sit on panels that would discuss 
things like, ‘Can dragons eat uni- 
corns?’ ” says Readercon chairperson 
Diane Martin. “That was something 
we wanted to avoid with Readercon. 
We wanted to meet the authors and 
discuss books.” 

Having LeGuin on hand — a rare 
appearance for the reclusive author 
— will certainly help. LeGuin’s pub- 
lishing credits date from the 1960s 
and include poetry, novels, short sto- 
ries, young-adult fiction, screenplays, 
and essays. The awards she’s won 
make her a legend in her chosen liter- 
ary sphere: a National Book Award, 
five Hugo Awards, four Nebulas, the 
Kafka Award, among others. LeGuin 
both defies genre-fication and lends 
respectability to the fiction of the fan- 
tastic. But she puts it more simply. 

“Well, I just love to tell a story,” 
she says on the phone from her home 
in Oregon. “And I love words. I love 
playing with them, like a painter must 
love paint. It’s what I always have 
done, make things out of words.” 





Readercon 7 will take place July 8 
through 10, at the Worcester Marriott. 
Admission to the conference is $40. 
Registration opens at 4 p.m. on Fri- 
day, with conference activities begin- 
ning at 6 p.m. 
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LeGuin doesn’t put what she 
writes into categories. But she says 
writing science fiction and fantasy 
gives her a freer rein than writing 
mainstream fiction. “You can do 
thought experiments that you can’t 
do in other books. You’re creating 
what Tolkien called ‘secondary cre- 
ation’ — which is kind of a grand 
word, but you are playing God a little 
bit. You’re saying, “What if the world 
was this way, instead of the way we 
think it is?’ And of course what 
you’re doing is creating a way of 
looking at things the way they are. 
It’s like holding up a mirror that 
shows you the back of your head. We 
all read to find out who we are, and 
where we’re going.” 

That doesn’t mean that LeGuin is 
safe from being pigeonholed, despite 
her achievements. “My books have 
some literary merit, but some of 
them are obviously science fiction or 
fantasy, and critics don’t want to re- 
view them with the respectable, real- 
istic books,” she admits. “So they 
make little corners for them and re- 
view them all together, the way they 
do mysteries. So this is something I 
fight fairly continually — the as- 
sumption that because it isn’t realism 
it is inferior.” 

She’s encouraged by the literary 
cross-fertilization that is taking place 
between the real and the imaginary, 
called “slipstream” literature, or 
“magic realism.” Best typified by the 
often profoundly dense writings of 
Gabriel Garcia Marquez, magic real- 
ism takes folklore, myth, and fantasy 
and injects them into a modern-day, 
realistic setting. LeGuin finds this de- 
velopment liberating. 

“These days there is writing out 
there that mixes genres. Nobody 
knows exactly what to call it,” says 
LeGuin. “Everything is so mixed up, 
and I love it.” 

Fantasy and reality haven’t gotten 
that mixed up in the marketplace, 
however, where science fiction re- 
mains in a cultish ghetto. 

“In England, science fiction/fanta- 
sy is like any other literature,” says 
Readercon’s “Editor Guest of Hon- 
or,” Terri Windling, on the phone 
from her home in Great Britain. 
(Windling is co-editor of the annual 
compendium The Year’s Best Fantasy 
and Horror.) “But Americans love to 
classify everything, and that comes 
from the publishing end of things. 
The way we sell books in America is 
to try to categorize everything and 


put a label on it. To judge all SF/F 


by Star Wars is like 
judging all fiction by 
Harold Robbins.” 
And it isn’t just in 
publishing that com- 
mercial considera- 
tions prevail. “What a 
lot of the outside pub- 
lic doesn’t realize is 
just how many of the 
best-known conven- 
tions are commercially 
run,” says Boston 
writer Ellen Kushner. 
“Most of the ones con- 
nected to the media, 
with a real Star Trek/- 
Star Wars-comics 
bent, are money-mak- 
ing propositions for 
someone. The World- 
Con and Readercon 
are not for profit — 
just for the love of it. 
And that is remark- 
able.” 

Which is not to say 
that Readercon orga- 
nizers have nothing to 
worry about, image- 
wise. There is, to begin 
with, the matter of 
Spock ears. That’s the 
image that springs to 
the mind of any 
SF/fantasy loyalist 
when asked about the 
stigma that attaches to 
her or his chosen 
genre. But it’s an im- 
age that is alien to the 
Readercon mission. 

The event’s spon- 
sors gently — and 
non-judgmentally — 
discourage fans from running 
around in Trek garb. “While we have 
no costuming policy, no one at a 
Readercon has ever worn one,” the 
brochure advises. 

So this weekend, if all goes well, 
there will be no Star Trek masks, no 
tables of jewelry, and no discussions 
of dragons’ menu preferences. In- 
stead, the high ratio of authors and 
editors to fans offers the prospect of 
intimate discussion of more than 30 
topics, ranging from “Novels You 
Write vs. Novels You Talk About in 
Bars” to an exploration of hypertext 
fiction, computerized work that allows 
the reader to determine plot, point of 
view, and other textual aspects. Says 
Martin, “We try to have the panels 
and discussions set up with sofas and 
chairs, like a TV talk show.” 

“There are real arguments and dis- 
cussions coming from the audience, 
and it’s really stimulating,” says New- 
ton-based author and Readercon en- 
thusiast Delia Sherman. “It’s like be- 
ing in a big class of really feisty stu- 
dents.” 

Besides discussing her own work, 
LeGuin will present the coveted 
James Tiptree Jr. Memorial Award 
for the year’s best gender-bending 
fiction. There was, after all, no James 
Tiptree; the name is the cross-gender 
pseudonym used by author Alice 
Sheldon, whose fictional explorations 
of sex roles in society helped break 
down the barrier between “women’s 
writing” and “men’s writing.” 

Gender issues are familiar territory 
to LeGuin. In 1969, she published 
The Left Hand of Darkness, a novel 
about a race of androgynous people 
who go into heat once a month — 
some as men, some as women. “Only 
you don’t know what you’re going to 
be,” she says slyly. “My book came 
out around the time that the second 
wave of feminism was really getting 
going. My novel was part of that 
movement, asking that question — 
what does it mean to be a man, what 
does it mean to be a woman?” 

When reality is no constraint, of 
course, questions like that are just the 
beginning. And Readercon draws to- 
gether a sociable crowd whose com- 
mon bond is imagination. 

Says Kushner: “Writers go not to 
just interact with readers, but to in- 
teract with each other. Fans go to in- 
teract with other people who like 
what they like. It’s nice to find some- 
one who shares your interest in this 
kind of stuff. It’s like coming out.” 
Kushner adds with a laugh, “It’s like 
a floating village, and everyone keeps 
coming back. Like Brigadoon — only 
visible three days a year.”

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The Weld administration calls it 
vetting tough with prisoners. But 


repressive new policies and the elimination 


of training and counseling have created an explosive 


situation behind the walls. What’s worse, inmates return 


to society angry, disoriented, and wholly unprepared for life outside. 


ne afternoon last month at the state’s 
medium-security prison in Shirley, 50 
Latino and black prisoners entered the 
exercise yard and formed a large circle. 
Under the steady watch of nervous 
guards, the prisoners sat for two hours 
to protest the lack of AIDS-awareness 
training and drug and alcohol counsel- 
ing for Spanish-speaking inmates. The 
sit-in, which ended peacefully, was the 
sixth organized protest at MCI-Shirley 
since April. Prisoners say they are try- 
ing to draw attention to the need for 
education programs and the growing 
frustration and rage among inmates. 
“There is so much tension, any prob- 
lem in here escalates,” says a prisoner 
who took part in the protest. “The circle 
was an attempt to speak out to someone 
who will listen.” 

Prison administrators are not listening. In 
the last two years, the Massachusetts Department of 
Correction (DOC) has launched a series of policy 
changes that are steadily increasing the pressure on 
prisoners. Half of all maximum-security prisoners 
are now locked in six-by-nine-foot cells for about 23 
hours a day. Counseling and job-training programs 
have been cut. Outside visits are limited. Phone calls 
are monitored. Personal property, including TV sets 
and typewriters, is seized. Prisoners say shake- 
downs, strip-searches, and arbitrary harassment by 
guards are on the rise. 

Fear of crime is the number-one issue this elec- 
tion season, and Governor Bill Weld is wasting no 
opportunity to demonstrate that Republicans are 
better authoritarians than Democrats are. The just- 
departed secretary of Public Safety, Thomas 
Rapone, claims prison programs have been eliminat- 
ed due to budget constraints. But the state correc- 
tions budget continues to grow. Rehabilitation of 
prisoners is simply not a priority. 

Prison administrators are focusing instead on

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tightening security. Even though 
the fastest-growing group of crimi- 
nals entering the system is made up 
of non-violent drug offenders, Rapone says the level 
of violence inside prisons is escalating. He says the 
clampdown is the result of a growing number of al- 
tercations among prisoners and between prisoners 
and guards: “We needed to take responsible steps 
that would protect the. staff, protect the general 
community, and certainly protect the inmates from 
undue harm.” 

Rapone, who handed in his resignation on June 
14, is now out of office, but the policies he champi- 
ons will no doubt continue. The principal architect 
of the prison clampdown isn’t going anywhere just 
yet. That’s Commissioner of Correction Larry 
DuBois, a former federal-prison official whose op- 
pressive policies have been the subject of congres- 


sional hearings. DuBois declined several requests to 
be interviewed for this article, including a written 
request faxed to his office. 

Rapone insists there is no direct connection be- 
tween the disappearance of prison programs and the 
increasing unrest. But anyone who spends time in- 
side prisons would question this logic. Walk into 
any cell block in the state system and talk to prison- 
ers, and you understand that long-term public safety 
is an illusion. Inmates are idle, harboring a silent 
fury that will inevitably spill out into the streets. 
More than 90 percent of state prisoners are eventu- 
ally released. At least a third of them will be sent 
back to prison for new offenses. 

“Most of the violent crimes being committed are 
done at the hands of individuals who have experi- 
enced some form of incarceration. It puts people in 
a position where they become even more socially de-

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viant,” says Abu Hanif Abdal-Khallag, the former 
superintendent of the Boston Pre-Release Center, 
who quit in disgust over DOC policies. “While they 
are putting these people away, what is being fos- 
tered is a monster.” 

Three-strikes-and-you’re-out sentencing policies 
and macho talk about the death penalty may satisfy 
the public’s taste for retribution. But they will not 
make 10,000 state prisoners disappear. And with 
the exception of a small minority convicted of espe- 
cially heinous crimes, these people cannot be locked 
up forever. The current push to limit parole and re- 
duce the number of prisoners in pre-release pro- 
grams means that more inmates are leaving prison 
without supervision. And they are wrapping up their 
sentences in higher-security prisons, which offer 
them few chances to turn their lives around and find 
alternatives to crime. 

The DOC spends an average of $29,604 a year 
on each prisoner, according to departmental statis- 
tics. All this buys is angry individuals, many of 
whom have no access to vocational training, educa- 
tion, mental-health counseling, or support systems 
to assist them when they get out. Prison may offer 
the best chance to intervene before someone be- 
comes a repeat offender. But the opportunity is be- 
ing wasted. 

In 1977, the DOC reported a recidivism rate of 
15 percent. By 1987 this figure had jumped to 28 
percent. The most recent statistics show that at least 
33 percent of state prisoners are returning to prison 
for new offenses. And those who work with prison- 
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ers say the real number may exceed 50 percent. 

Thus, the Weld administration’s policies may be 
hard on prisoners, but they are soft on crime. “Pris- 
ons are factories for rage and vengeance,” says Jill 
Brotman, co-coordinator of the American Friends 
Service Committee’s criminal-justice program. “We 
are creating armies of angry people.” 

Billy Smallwood, who’s serving a life term for 
murder at Old Colony Correctional Center, in 
Bridgewater, agrees. “Would you rather us getting 
out with no education, hostile, frustrated and with 
so much bitterness and hatred, and then deal with 
us?” he asks. “We’re not asking the public to coddle 
us. We’re asking them to think of the long-term ef- 
fect here.” 

Adds Lyn Levy, executive director of Span, Inc., a 
nonprofit company that provided pre-release and 
substance-abuse counseling in state prisons until its 
funding was cut last year: “It’s a whole lot cheaper 
to provide counseling and transitional services to 
people on their way out of prison than to house 
them another 10 years after they go back after hurt- 
ing somebody.” 

Consider the case of Gary Clegg, a prisoner at 
MCI-Shirley who will complete his sentence in 
1998. Clegg, 43, is a former roofer from Lowell 
who’s spent 22 years inside the state prison system. 
After he was sent to reform school at the age of 11, 
his offenses progressed from truancy to stealing cars 
and breaking into buildings. Clegg was 26 when he 
was sentenced to 24 years for a 1977 armed robbery 
in the Lowell area. After serving time for that crime, 
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Clegg committed a second armed robbery, and then 
an unarmed robbery while on parole. He now lives 
in one of those six-by-nine-foot single cells with a 
bed, a foot locker, a table, a toilet, and about three 
square feet of walking space. 

Clegg is sorting out his life and preparing to re- 
enter the free world. He says he spends his days 
killing time, trying to use his mind and avoid trou- 
ble. He’s fortunate to have a job as a law clerk in the 
prison law library, but doubts any law firm will hire 
him when he gets out. Though Clegg has spent time 
inside most of the prisons in the state system, he 
says none has prepared him to find employment. 

According to Clegg, the only vocational training 
still available at MCI-Shirley is barbering and furni- 
ture-making, which, he says, involve just a handful 
of prisoners. During the past five years prison offi- 
cials have dissolved inmate-run woodworking and 
crafts businesses, citing concerns that tools might be 
used to make weapons. These enterprises gave in- 
mates training in business, and in some cases al- 
lowed them to send money home to their families. 
Clegg says about 300 of the prison’s 1100 medium- 
security inmates have menial jobs that ease their 
boredom but teach them nothing about becoming 
responsible taxpayers. 

“We never believed that prisons were supposed to 
rehab you, but we believe that vehicles should be 
available for you if you are ready,” says Clegg. “I’m 
ready, but there is nothing here.” 

Clegg says he’s also ready to tackle his drinking

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problem, which he admits played a major role in his 
criminal offenses. He’s failed two drug tests while in 
prison, but says he’s been denied access to counsel- 
ing for his substance-abuse problem. Though Clegg 
has been able to attend Alcoholics Anonymous and 
Narcotics Anonymous meetings while in prison, 
Shirley’s substance-abuse unit is limited to 70 in- 
mates. Mental-health professionals note that about 
80 percent of state prisoners land in jail for crimes 
related to mental illness, or drug or alcohol addic- 
tion. But inmates say counseling is available only in 
the event of a crisis. 

According to Jill Brotman, health-care services of 
any form are substandard. If a seriously ill inmate 
does not have someone on the outside lobbying cor- 
rections officials and legislators for adequate care, 
Brotman says, that prisoner is in real peril. 

Even spiritual counseling is hard to come by. The 
DOC cut its religious-services budget by 25 percent 
last year.

Prisoners are trying to form their own support 
services, Clegg says, but these measures appear to 
threaten prison authorities. Clegg was vice-chair- 
man of the lifers’ group and an associate member of 
the veterans organization at Gardner state prison. 
Neither organization is permitted at Shirley. Ac- 
cording to Clegg, Shirley has a flimsy AIDS-aware- 
ness program that is not accredited and provides no 
incentive for inmates to attend. Latino inmates, who 
represent the fastest-growing ethnic group in the 
state system, have no access to Spanish-language 
AIDS education. 

Inmates at other state prisons also report the 
elimination of self-help programs. Prisoner orga- 
nizations recently removed from Old Colony in- 
clude the stress-management, violence-prevention, 
HIV-support, and anger-management groups. 
“This is hell as far as we’re concerned,” says 
Clegg. “There is no place to kill some time or 
learn something. And they just don’t give a fuck. 
They just don’t care.” 

With limited opportunities to vent their frustra- 
tions, prisoners say the number of violent incidents 
behind the walls continues to escalate. Clegg says he 
sees an increasing number of rapes and assaults. A 
recent series in the Boston Globe drew attention to 
prison rapes at Shirley and other state correctional 
facilities. 

Thomas Rapone tries to dispel the notion that 
sexual abuse is widespread. He says guards are be- 
ing trained in investigative techniques, and the DOC 
is continuing to “solicit information” about the 
problem from other criminal-justice agencies. But 
the DOC still has no counseling specifically geared 
for rape victims. Clegg says prison officials continue 
to house vulnerable inmates with predatory prison- 
ers. “Kids are put in with big guys,” says Clegg. “I 
sense the strong taking over the weak.” 

The absence of psychological counseling has 
grave consequences. This is particularly true at the 
state’s maximum-security prison at MCI-Cedar 
Junction, commonly known as Walpole state prison. 
Walpole has been locked down since last August, 
and the movement of prisoners is severely restricted. 
The lock-down policy, known as the phase system, 
confines every new inmate to his cell for nearly 23 
hours a day (“Prisons,” News, October 1, 1993). 
There are virtually no programs, and prisoners there 
say the unrelenting idleness and oppressive over- 
crowding are provoking an increasingly dangerous 
situation. “You create boredom, you create tension, 
therefore you are going to have violence,” says 
Walpole prisoner Bill Royce. 

During a media tour of Walpole last year, it was 
clear that prison officials were not eager to make in- 
mates available to the press. When visitors persisted 
in their requests to talk to inmates, they met very 
tense and restless prisoners. Walpole superintendent 
Ronald Duval says providing educational and coun- 
seling services — which were offered to inmates un- 
til last summer — is not his concern. “That’s not 
the portion of the corrections business that Walpole 
is in,” he says. 

The state now wants to build another maximum- 
security prison, and Walpole is the model for the 
cutting edge of corrections management. Half of 
Walpole’s 800 prisoners are locked in for all but 
about an hour a day. About 120 prisoners are 
housed behind steel doors in the soundproof isola- 
tion cells of the Departmental Disciplinary Unit, 
known as the DDU. Others are in isolation awaiting 
review for disciplinary offenses. Rapone insists that 


the phase system “modifies” prisoners’ behavior and 
makes them more responsible for their actions. He 
adds that the prison system needs more maximum- 
security space to accommodate tougher sentencing 
laws. 

“We’re advocating locking up those individual 
predators who continue to prey on our society,” 
says Rapone. “Those people should be locked up for 
life. Some of them should be killed.” _ 

But not all the prisoners at Walpole are lifers, and 
those who return to society are often damaged by 
the ordeal. Stuart Grassian, a psychiatrist at Har- 
vard Medical School who has studied prisoners at 
Walpole, warns that security procedures that isolate 
prisoners drive them further out of control. 

“People come out of these solitary-confinement 
cells as crazy and as violent as they can possibly be 
made by the prison system, and they come back to 
our communities,” says Grassian. “In some of those 
cases, a little modicum of psychiatric treatment 
could have turned that around and saved the taxpay- 
ers hundreds of thousands of dollars.” 

Rapone says the DOC’s program of gradually 
moving prisoners to lower levels of security before 
release will be the “most significant public-safety 
initiative in the correctional system.” He claims the 
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numbers of inmates enter the prison system barely 
literate. Prison educators say the recidivism rate for 
those enrolled in college programs is about one per- 
cent. Prisoners who study tend not to rob liquor 
stores and hold up their neighbors when released. 

Yet Governor Weld has mocked the value of col- 
lege programs inside prisons. The DOC spends 
$3.4 million for education out of a total budget of 
$289 million. Spending for education has been con- 
sistently reduced, and policymakers are floating a 
proposal to make further cuts in this fiscal year. 
Congress has voted to eliminate Pell grants for pris- 
oners, which most inmates depend on to fund their 
college education. The Curry College liberal-arts 
program at Walpole was eliminated last year be- 
cause college administrators could not find the 
funds to keep it running. College programs have 
also disappeared from Shirley and other prisons. 

Prisoners who are serving life terms were among 
the first to lose access to college courses. And yet 
lifers have always had a stabilizing effect on the 
prison community. They have the lowest rate of rule 
infractions, and they share information and provide 
support for newer prisoners. In prisons stripped of 
programs, these inmates now have little incentive to 
cooperate with the correctional system. “You tell 
people that they have no hope,” says Billy Small- 
wood. “What do I have to lose?” 

With few prisoners in school, working, or en- 
rolled in vocational programs, how can they occupy 
their time? 

They read. They write letters. In prisons where 
it’s permitted, some play Dungeons and Dragons 
for hours a day. Others blow off steam by working 
out, but Thomas Rapone says that in the future they 
should be made to pay for their use of exercise facil- 
ities. Many anesthetize themselves with television. 
During a visit to a cell block at Shirley, one reporter 
asked guards why the block was unnaturally quiet. 
“They’re watching the Patriots game,” a guard said. 
“It makes our job a lot easier.” 

Television may be an effective babysitting strate- 
gy, but prisoners are not babies, and eliminating 
programs has left a lot of inmates with a lot of time

number of prisoners released directly from Walpole 
since last year was “close to zero.” But prison 
records obtained by the Phoenix show that since last 
August, more than 100 prisoners finished their 
terms at Walpole and walked out of the institution. 
Seventy-three of them were released directly to the 
street from 22'2-hour confinement in single cells or 
cell blocks. DOC spokesman Tony Carnevale now 
confirms that preliminary figures show 110 prison- 
ers were released directly from Walpole in 1993, 
and a total of 713 since 1988. According to the 
DOC, 53 percent of the prisoners released from 
maximum security go on to commit new crimes. 
This figure dates from 1990, well before the current 
lock-down. It’s anyone’s guess what the recidivism 
rate is now. 

James Pingeon, a staff attorney at Massachusetts 
Correctional Legal Services, which provides attor- 
neys for and files lawsuits on behalf of prisoners, is 
in contact with an inmate who was released to the 
streets last month from solitary confinement at 
Walpole. “He’s crazy, psychotic. He has no money. 
He was in prison for 14 years, and he’s totally inca- 
pable of taking care of himself,” says Pingeon. 
“They didn’t even give him his medication when he 
walked out the door, or a prescription for it.” 

Pingeon says he knows 10 people who have fin- 
ished their terms in solitary confinement. Some tell 
him they spend their first night of freedom sleeping 
on Boston Common. None of them, he says, has a 
clue about how to look for a legal job. 

Some prisoners who finished their sentences and 
made a successful transition back into society say 
college study has lifted them out of the cycle of 
crime and punishment. If you think education pro- 
grams are a needless luxury, consider this: large 


on their hands. According to Mark Conner, a pris- 
oner at MCI-Norfolk, inmates there “play basket- 
ball, lay on the bed, watch TV all day long.” What 
do prisoners do inside Shirley? “People play cards,” 
says Clegg. “People play dominoes, people watch 
television, people talk and talk and talk.” And inside 
Walpole? According to Kevin Seaver, who is serving 
a six-to-10-year sentence there for motor-vehicle 
homicide, many prisoners have no activities to shape 
their lives — a situation that is dangerous for both 
inmates and staff. 

“There is nothing to do but sit in your cell,” says 
Seaver. “Guys are just about ready to explode.” 

Already there are ominous signs of increasing ten- 
sion. In May, guards at Gardner discovered that 
prisoners had ripped out the shower pipes. Guards 
retaliated by smashing TV sets and scattering per- 
sonal property. Prisoners responded by barricading 
themselves inside a building. These prisoners were 
locked down. The next day, shower pipes were 
missing again. 


Jarring transition 


Historically, the premise of corrections has been 
to release punished offenders who are capable of ad- 
justing to the outside world and becoming produc- 
tive citizens. Pre-release programs ease the transi- 
tion, allowing offenders to find work and re-estab- 
lish community ties before gaining their freedom. 
Inmates who are within 18 months of completing 
their sentences in Massachusetts prisons are eligible 
to enter pre-release facilities, where they receive 
counseling, job training, and other services that give 
them a chance to create new lives.

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Pre-release programs are also a lot cheaper than prisons. 
The DOC says it costs taxpayers $17,897 to keep a prison- 
er in a pre-release program at the South Middlesex Cor- 
rectional Center, in Framingham, compared to $37,268 to 
lock him up in maximum security at Walpole and $25,594 
to put him away in medium security at Shirley. 

As a former federal prosecutor, Bill Weld knows what 
works. In fact he told the Globe in April that only 18 per- 
cent of prisoners in pre-release end up back in jail. Last 
spring the DOC’s own consultants said 35 percent to 55 
percent of all state prisoners were housed at a facility with 
a higher and more expensive level of security than neces- 
sary. Their study concluded that the state needed more 
pre-release and minimum-security beds. 

But the DOC is moving in the opposite direction. Ac- 
cording to John Larivee, executive director of the Crime 
and Justice Foundation, a Boston-based research and 
advocacy organization, only 19 
percent of the approximately 
3300 prisoners released each 
year have been in pre-release 
programs. In the mid 1980s, 46 
percent of departing prisoners 
entered these programs. The 
DOC recently canceled con- 
tracts with the Massachusetts 
Half-Way Houses, a private 
vendor, and wants to eliminate 
the Comprehensive Offender 
Employment Resources Sys- 
tem, another vepdor, which 
provides job training to former 
prisoners. The department has 
also shut down a pre-release 
center and reduced the number of prisoners eligible for 
these services. In April, there were 100 empty beds in 
state pre-release facilities. Many prisoners, especially 
those from Worcester and Springfield, have no access to 
pre-release programs in the communities that will ulti- 
mately receive them. 

Corrections officials say screening for pre-release pro- 
grams has become more stringent because the programs 
present a security risk. “We are making sure the right in- 
mate fills that bed,” says Tony Carnevale. “We are making 
sure that just for the sake of freeing up space at higher 
levels of security that we don’t compromise public safety.” 

There will always be a chance that some prisoners in 
pre-release will commit new crimes. But the greatest risk 
presented by pre-release programs is clearly political. 
When Robert Stewart walked away from the Lancaster 
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Pre-Release Center and shot a Shirley police officer on 
Easter Day, the ghost of Willie Horton was resurrected. 
Weld was slammed by his Democratic opponents for be- 
ing out of touch. Under an assault of public criticism, 
Weld sent 86 second-degree lifers back from pre-release 
to medium and maximum security. 

The Stewart incident is an example of the correctional 
system devouring itself. Stewart, like Horton before him, 
was an informant and was sent to pre-release as a reward, 
according to Abdal-Khallaq, the former pre-release-center 
superintendent. Stewart had made numerous escape at- 
tempts. He had once been caught with a gun inside a 
prison. Though Stewart had managed to get these inci- 
dents expunged from his record, he was an appalling se- 
curity risk — and prison officials knew it. 

Rapone claims he cannot say “for 100 percent fact” 
whether Stewart was released for cooperating with au- 
thorities. Abdal-Khallaq contends that it’s the kind of bar- 
gain the DOC frequently makes. 

“He was giving them a lot of heavy stuff, so they gave 
him a deal,” says Abdal-Khallaq. “There are a lot of deals 
like that being made.”

With Weld-administration officials now trying to limit 
such embarrassment during an election year, there is little 
chance that a prisoner such as Gary Clegg will get any 
preparation for re-entry into the outside world. Clegg 
walked away from a minimum-security facility in 1981; he 
says that will freeze him out of parole or pre-release pro- 
grams. He adds that he talks to returning prisoners who 
say they were released at the bus station with $50. He’s 
certain that will be his fate. 

With few opportunities to straighten themselves out, the 
best chance former prisoners have to avoid committing 
new crimes is the support of their families and friends. 
Rapone insists he understands the value of family contact. 
But visiting privileges at Walpole and other prisons are of- 
ten revoked for disciplinary infractions that have nothing 
to do with visiting. Prison authorities insist they are trying 
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harder to reduce the flow of contraband into the prisons. 
Visitors say they are increasingly harassed. Inmates who 
complain that their families are treated poorly face further 
limitations on visits. 

Clegg says he’s managed to stay in touch with a sister 
and a brother who occasionally came to see him. But his 
brother was once turned away by prison guards for wear- 
ing a pair of pants that authorities said too closely resem- 
bled blue jeans, which are prohibited. Clegg’s brother had 
worn the same trousers on past visits and was disgusted 
by the seemingly arbitrary rules. He stopped visiting. 

This is not an unusual story. A visit to a prison com- 
monly involves clothing checks, searches, pat-downs, met- 
al detectors, and a degree of humiliation that drives fami- 
lies away. The DOC has three pages of regulations detail- 
ing what women can and cannot wear inside prisons. Fe- 
male visitors at Old Colony say they are routinely frisked. 
Recently, several women visitors to that prison were or- 
dered to remove their underwear so that a guard could in- 
spect their genitalia. Billy Smallwood, the Old Colony 
prisoner, recalls that his ex-wife was once required to 
change her menstrual pad in front of a prison guard and 
hand over the used pad for in- 
spection. 

“Harassment, no,” says the 
DOC’s Tony Carnevale, who 
disputes these allegations. But 
he adds that a strip-search “is 
among the steps that we can 
take before someone enters a 
facility.” 

A restrictive new phone policy 
is compounding prisoners’ diffi- 
culties in staying in touch with 
their family and friends. A sys- 
tem developed by Nynex records 
outgoing calls from prisons and 
limits inmates to 15 phone num- 
bers, five reserved for lawyers 
(“Prisons,” News, March 25). Phone numbers must be 
pre-approved by superintendents. Corrections officials say 
conversations with attorneys and journalists will not be 
monitored. But prisoners who spoke on the phone with 
this reporter say prison officials were present during their 
phone conversation. 

This policy was put in place allegedly out of concern 
that prisoners were using the phones to set up drug deals, 
engage in telephone fraud, and make harassing calls. At- 
torneys point out that if a caller is suspected of using a 
phone to commit a crime, authorities can obtain a war- 
rant, which allows them to listen in. Now prison officials 
are saying they need no level of suspicion before tapping a 
line. Rapone says the phone policy is constitutional and 
will hold up under scrutiny. 

But a group of prisoners has already sued the DOC and 
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Nynex, saying this policy violates state and 
federal wiretapping laws. James Pingeon 
says Massachusetts Correctional Legal 
Services is preparing another lawsuit on 


behalf of family members and counselors | 
who provide HIV education and help pris- 


oners prepare for release. He says coun- 
selors are concerned about the chilling ef- 
fect monitoring will have on prisoners’ 
ability to speak candidly and get the ser- 
vices they need. 

According to Pingeon, his agency has 
also been deluged with calls from lawyers 
who say the new phone system discon- 
nects the prisoner if the outside party has 
call-waiting, or tries to put the prisoner on 
hold or transfer his call. Prisoners say that 
some communities have incompatible 
phone systems, which means that prison- 
ers cannot place calls to these areas. 

The phone policy has already provoked 
resistance from prisoners. Inmates in 
many state prisons are choosing to give 
up their calling privileges rather than al- 
low their calls to be monitored. In a 
phone conversation a day before the poli- 
cy took effect at Shirley, Clegg said he 
had chosen to give up his phone calls — a 
decision that will further distance him 
front his family. According to Billy Small- 
wood, two-thirds of the prisoners at Old 
Colony have refused to use the new phone 
system. 

And soon, the last shred of privacy may 
be taken away. Prison officials have long 
screened incoming mail; now there’s legis- 
lation pending in the Massachusetts House 
that would allow officials to screen outgo- 
ing mail as well. “The only way to vent our 
frustration is with our families,” says 
Smallwood. “Now that intimacy is going 
to be taken away, the mood in here is 
tense, very tense.” 

But prison activists say the phone policy 
could be the spark that ignites a summer 
of unrest. 
sense that the DOC is crushing them,” 
says Jill Brotman. “It is the single most 
dangerous policy that could lead to rioting 
in prisons.” 

Ironically, at the same time that prison 
officials are instituting an oppressive 
phone policy, they are lining the state’s 
pockets. The old system was already prof- 
itable, because most calls are made collect,

at peak-rate hours. The DOC, which had 
been getting a 20 percent take from each 
call, reports that the state earned $1.5 mil- 
lion last year from this deal. The state’s 
percentage on each call is set to double to 
40 percent during this fiscal year — a pro- 
vision that was written into Nynex’s bid. 
That money will go into the state’s general 
fund. Though officials may not have had a 
financial motive in mind when they put in 
place a system that is disconnected by call- 
waiting and other outside functions, the 
fact is that the state’s take will increase 
when prisoners are forced to re-dial after 
they’re cut off. 


Growth industry 


State spending for corrections is up 75 
percent since 1988. According to the Mas- 
sachusetts Taxpayers Foundation, the cor- 
rectional system is one of the fastest grow- 
ing items on the state budget. Imprison- 
ment is clearly a growth industry. 

Under Weld’s $591 million prison-ex- 
pansion plan, 4500 beds would be added 


released directly to the streets. 


to the entire system — 2600 to state facili- 
ties alone. Similar capital projects doubled 
the state’s prison space in the 1980s, but 
had no long-term impact on overcrowd- 
ing. The combination of tougher sentenc- 
ing, the elimination of statutory “good 
time” (sentence reductions for good be- 
havior) and mandatory drug-sentencing 
laws will likely fill prisons as fast as the 
state can build them. 

Once new prison facilities are put in 
place, they become a permanent financial 
drain. Weld’s expansion plan would cre- 
ate at least $125 million a year in operat- 
ing expenses. In current dollars, this 
would add another 25 percent to existing 
corrections budgets and push the total 
figure to well over $1 billion during the 
five-year implementation-and-construc- 
tion project. 

Weld’s prison-expansion plan may soak 
taxpayers, but it would create a lot of jobs. 
Each 1000-bed facility means roughly 500 
correctional employees. Although cities 
and towns generally fight doggedly to pre- 
vent a prison from being located in their 


ay 


communities, once a new facility is in 
place, few would favor closing it down 
and throwing their family and friends out 
of work. Thus, Weld is building a con- 
stituency for prisons. 

But prison towns suffer long-term con- 
sequences. Stuart Grassian, the Harvard 
psychiatrist, has studied small communi- 
ties where a prison is the primary em- 
ployer. He says residents are attracted to 
well-paying jobs as correctional officials, 
but they experience a disproportionate 
degree of psychological stress: “The cor- 
rectional officers get sick and they get vi- 
olent. They go home, they beat their 
wives, they develop problems with alco- 
holism. The system destroys everyone 
who is part of it.” 

The United States now has the highest 
per-capita prison population in the world; 
according to 1990-’91 figures compiled 
by the FBI Bureau of Justice Statistics, the 
US incarcerates 455 citizens per 100,000. 
But there is no evidence that building 
more prisons will reduce crime. 

A breakdown in moral values is often 
cited as a chief cause of increased crimi- 
nal behavior. But by allowing the public’s 
desire for retribution to shape prison poli- 
cies, we see a concurrent breakdown of 
community values taking place. In the 
rush to punish, we diminish ourselves and 
ignore the long-term solutions to crime. 

“Suddenly there is virtue in hatred, 
there is virtue in vengeance,” says the 
American Friends Service Committee’s Jill 
Brotman. “There is a difference between 
managing a prison and pandering to the 
passions of an injured public.” 

Inside MCI-Shirley, Gary Clegg is try- 
ing to save money from his job in the law 
library and get ready for his release. He 
says that once he’s out, he’ll need to 
avoid the barroom, reflect on his past 
mistakes, find a job and a clean room to 
rent. In the meantime, Clegg says, he 
wants to avoid the escalating tension 
around him. After spending most of his 
adult life in prison, he’s trying to keep his 
mind focused on an outside world he says 
he scarcely knows. 

“My head’s really been in the prisons,” 
says Clegg. “Even though I’ve been in 
places where I could see through the 
fence, I can only see so far.” Q

lice K. (not her real initial) sits on her sofa, 
writhing with confusion and disbelief. 

She is having trouble breathing. Her 
heart is racing.

Most of these men became addicted to cigarettes, 
smoked throughout their lives, and now many have died 
of smoking-related illnesses. I wonder if more men have 
died from smoking connected with their World War II 
service than died as battle casualties in that war?

Cecil originally had the idea he could turn up the 
answer to this excellent question with five minutes of 
rummaging in the Straight Dope archives, enabling him 
to achieve one of his life’s dreams: a timely question 
that actually got a more or less timely response. When I 
got to the vault, however, I discovered that the carpen- 
ter ants had made mincemeat of the papyrus. Not a 
problem, I blithely thought. I’ll merely tap into the 
nation’s vast biomedical data apparatus (which meant 
calling everybody I could think of who could possibly 
know about this). 

Just to impress you with the thoroughness with 
which we at the Straight Dope pursue these things, I 
will tell you that I called the National Cancer Institute; 
the American Lung Association; the National Heart, 
Lung, and Blood Institute; the Department of Veterans 
Affairs; the American Cancer Society; the Center for 
Addiction and Substance Abuse at Columbia 
University; the National Center for Health Statistics; 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance Company; and the 
federal Office of Smoking and Health. Result. Nothing. 
(Although if I were younger and lived in the 404 area 
code, I might have asked the woman at the OSH for a 
date.) One researcher I spoke to did venture that 
smoking-related deaths among World War II vets could 
probably be computed, but it would take six months. 
Pretty fast if you’re funded by the government, I 
thought. But I’m on deadline. 

I retired to the library to see what I could scare up 
with a little common sense and the World Almanac, 
supplemented as necessary by the medical journals. | 
learned that 14.9 million people served in the US armed 
services during World War II. I then made some simpli- 
fying assumptions: a) all 14.9 million were male (actu- 
ally, around 2 percent were female) and b) they were 
statistically reflective of US men as a whole, meaning 
that 51 percent smoked (as of 1965, anyway), 19 per- 
cent were former smokers, and the typical smoker had 
20 or fewer cigarettes a day. I then applied an estimate 
from an article entitled “What Are the Odds That 
Smoking Will Kill You?” (Mattson et al., American 
Journal of Public Health, April 1987): at age 35, the 
chances of a moderate smoker (defined here as some- 
one who smokes fewer than 25 cigarettes a day) dying 
of a smoking-related disease by age 65 are 8.7 percent; 
for a former smoker, the chances are 4.2 percent. The 
youngest World War II vets today are past retirement 
age, so if Mattson and friends are right, smoking to 
date has killed at least 780,000. Total US battle deaths 
during World War II: 292,131. 

You realize that from the standpoint of statistical reli- 
ability, the preceding is about one jump ahead of a 
Ouija board and in all likelihood greatly underestimates 
the actual smoking-related death toll. (Cecil offers this 
caveat after having consulted further with the National 
Cancer Institute.) Individual daily smoking consump- 
tion is probably higher than reported in surveys; what’s 
more, smoking-related deaths climb sharply after age 
65. One study (Peto et al., Lancet, May 1992) suggests 
that a staggering 20 percent of all deaths in developed 
countries are attributable to tobacco. Applying this to 
World War II vets, we come up with nearly three million 
smoking deaths, 10 times the number of combat deaths. 
But that number is still low, since men smoke more than 
the population as a whole. So take a stab — four mil- 
lion smoking deaths? Five million? Any way you look at 
it, we definitely should have heavied up on the Double- 
mint and nixed the Lucky Strikes.

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ou ready?” asked the pilot. 
“Whenever you are.” 
The nose of the plane pitched down. 
One moment, I was looking at the hori- 
zon to the south, where I could just 
make out Boston; the next, I was staring 
at a patch of New Hampshire only sev- 
eral thousand feet below. 
The sound of wind rushing over the 
canopy began to grow louder. The needle 
on the air-speed indicator began to climb. A few seconds 
later, the plane’s nose tipped up and I found myself facing a 
cloudless, pale-blue sky. Then, briefly, I felt that internal- 
organs-afloat sensation that is weightlessness. I couldn’t 
hear the wind anymore. I glanced to my right. I was looking 
straight down the right wing. And I was looking straight 
down at the New Hampshire countryside again, as in 90- 
degree, hope-to-hell-the-seatbelt-works straight down. 

This is soaring at its best: wheeling in the sky in a 
sailplane (what we groundlings call a glider), flying like a 
bird, relying solely on wind, long wings, and wit to stay aloft. 

In an age of increasingly hyperkinetic participatory 
sports, it’s difficult, at least during the summer months, to 
resist the temptation to broaden your experiential horizons 
in some way. Amid all the bungee-jumping, skydiving, and 
rock-climbing in the world, there comes a day when you 
simply get tired of saying to yourself, “I’ve always wanted 
to do that.” 

Of course, wanted is the key word here, because doing is 
another matter — sometimes for good reason. You may be 
curious about what it feels like to do such things, but in 
your heart you know that any activity that requires signing 
a release form that uses the words “accidental” and “loss 
of limbs” in the same sentence is probably not a good idea. 

That’s why soaring is the perfect choice for the adven- 
turesome soul who wants a good thrill for the day but 
doesn’t want any part of a near-death experience. Com- 
pared to other participatory sky sports, such as ballooning 
and skydiving, soaring is remarkably safe. Soaring Adven- 
tures of America, which has been selling gift certificates 
for one-day soaring rides for 15 years (see “Getting Up 
There”), insists it has a 100 percent safety record. Not 
one of its passengers has ever been folded, spindled, or 
mutilated while soaring. 

In fact, one of the curious aspects of soaring for most 
first-timers is an odd lack of anxiety about taking to the 
sky in a plane that has no engine. Perhaps the sailplanes 
themselves offer a kind of comfort. It is hard to be intimi- 
dated by an aircraft that looks so peaceful, so harmless. 
Whereas powered aircraft settle their wheels solidly on 
concrete tarmacs, sailplanes, which usually have only one 
wheel, typically rest their bellies on the grass, looking 
much like slender birds lazily sunning themselves and 
dreaming of flight. They are usually incredibly light, a sin- 
gle-seater weighing as little as 250 pounds and a triple- 
seater weighing no more than 1500 pounds. Wing spans 
range from 40 feet to more than 70 feet. 


. 

At the bucolic Pepperell Sports Center Airport, in 
northern Massachusetts, on one of the first truly hot days 
of summer, a row of sailplanes painted in shiny primary 
colors sat beside the runway, their tapered fuselages and 
long, elegant wings baking in the sun. They looked safe. 

Nonetheless, nothing is absolutely risk-free, as pilot 
Craig Hermle made clear. 

“Don’t touch this under any circumstances,” he said, 
pointing to a small handle on the right side of the cockpit. 
“This ejects the canopy. We won’t be wearing parachutes 
today, so if you have to use that, you won’t be writing 
about it.” 

With those words, and a quick smile, Hermle finished 
the pre-flight instruction. Soon we would be stepping into 
the skinny two-seat cockpit of a silver-and-red sailplane 
called a Super Blanik. We were waiting for another pilot, 
E. Ritts Howard (“call me Ritts”), of Captain Eli’s Glider 
Rides, to position the single-engine plane that would be 
towing us aloft. 

It was time to climb aboard. 

Because sailplanes sit so low to the ground, when you 
get in the cockpit you find yourself only inches from the 
runway — it feels a little like getting into a kiddie ride at a 
carnival. With the pilot seated behind me, my view out the 
canopy was unobstructed. In front of me was the 
sailplane’s minimalist instrument panel, which included 
something called a variometer, an instrument that mea- 
sures how fast the plane ascends or descends. 

The tow plane was rewed and ready. The tow rope was 
suddenly taut, and we began our takeoff down the runway. 
It seemed only seconds between the time Hermle said 
“Here we go” and the time our nosewheel left the ground. 
It was an impressive display of the lift generated by the 
Blanik’s long, slim wings: like a kite on a string, we were in 
the air and actually floating above the tow plane, which was 
still on the runway picking up speed for takeoff. 

Then the tow plane was off and climbing, pulling us 
along with it. Once we reached 5000 feet, the tow rope 
was released and we were finally free. Soon we were glid- 
ing at a leisurely 45 miles per hour. The only sound was 
the wind rushing over the canopy.

The sensation of soaring is very different from that of 
powered flight, during which you feel the engine pulling 
you through the air, a constant reminder of its artificiality 
(and the fallibility of things manmade). When soaring, you 
feel the amazing, unadulterated power of aerodynamic lift 
and speed: the pure elements of flying. It is transcendent. 
You are free. As free as you are in dreams, when will pow- 
er lets you float above the tree tops. 

From 5000 feet, on a clear day with little haze, I could 
see the ragged edge of the White Mountains to the north; 
to the east, Nashua and beyond to the Massachusetts-New 
Hampshire ocean border; to the south, Boston, with 
amazing clarity; to the west, Mount Monadnock; and to 
the southwest, Fitchburg (a smoky smudge) and beyond. 
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Almost the better part of two states. 

Somewhere over the Nashua town dump, we caught a 
thermal, a column of warm air rising amid cooler air. (It 
wasn’t until later that I wondered why, exactly, the town 
dump generated such a good thermal. A thousand cans of 
hair spray bursting in the midday heat?) 

Thermals are usually subtle. The only way to tell if 
you’ve passed into one, or onto the edge of one, is to 
watch the variometer. When the needle reaches zero, you 
are in some form of lift and no longer descending; you are 
battling gravity to a standstill. When the needle begins to 
rise above zero, you are climbing, cheating gravity alto- 
gether, robbing it blind. 

After first “feeling” the thermal as we passed its edge, 
Hermle pulled the sailplane around. The variometer rose to 
zero as we began to bank into the thermal. Then the needle 
started to climb, and climb still more. We were in a steep 
bank, riding the thermal up and circling, climbing at 1000 
feet per minute. Up and up we went, circling and acceler- 
ating. Then we leveled out, passing out of the thermal. 

“Do you want to take it now?” asked Hermle. 

On most soaring rides, the pilot will almost always let 
the passenger take the controls for a little while. This is, 
without a doubt, the coolest thing about going soaring for 
a day. You can always tell your friends, “Oh, yeah, and I 
got to fly it, too.” 

I didn’t need a briefing on the controls. The pedals on 
which my feet rested moved the rudder; the control stick 
moved the flaps on the wings, known as ailerons, and con- 
trolled the air speed. Check. Got it. After all, I’d built and 
flown hundreds of 49-cent balsa-wood toy gliders in my 
lifetime (well, thrown, at least). 

While we were still on the ground, Hermle told me the 
protocol for passing off control of a sailplane in flight. 
“When I give you control of the plane, I'll say ‘It’s your 
plane.’ When I take back control, I’ll say, ‘I have it.’ 
When I say ‘I have it,’ immediately take your hands off 
the controls.” 

I asked him if he had ever had a problem with someone 
forgetting to let go of the controls. He looked off in the dis- 
tance and said no — but he’d heard of it. An image came to 
mind of Laurel and Hardy in a sailplane spinning wildly out 
of control. “I have it!” screams Hardy, his fat form impossi- 
bly squeezed into the cockpit. Laurel shrieks and cries in a 
wavering falsetto as he pumps the rudder pedals and spasti- 
cally jerks the stick front to back and side to side, to no 
avail. “I have it!” Hardy screams again, unable to even grab 
the control stick as it jabs and gyrates. Laurel shrieks and 
cries, and the ground gets closer and closer. . . . 

It was an amusing thought. 

“It’s your plane,” said Hermle. 

Laurel and Hardy were no longer so amusing. Still, I 
wasn’t too nervous. Hermle talked me through each step as 
I familiarized myself with 
the controls. Keeping it 
straight and level was easy. 

What looked like a little piece 

of string embedded on the out- 

side of the canopy, above the in- 
strument panel, told me if I was 
flying straight and true. When the 
little string began to point to one 
side of the canopy, I compensated 
by applying a little pressure to the 
opposite rudder-pedal. Controlling 
speed was easier. Shove the stick for- 
ward and air speed increased; pull it 
back, it decreased. 

Soon, with Hermle talking me 
through it, it was time for a turn: a little 
shove on the left pedal, then bring the 
stick to the left. I pushed the left pedal and 
the left wing began to dip. I pushed the stick 
to the left and slightly forward to pick up 
speed. The tail felt like it was sliding. I tried to 
concentrate and compensate by pushing the 
opposite pedal. The horizon began to rotate. 
We were picking up speed. Pull back on the 
stick. Compensate with the rudder. Hold it there 
... hold it... hold it... . The horizon was tilted 
at what looked like an alarming angle. 

“Okay, level it out now,” said Hermle. 

Pedals back to even. Stick back to straight up. 

“You just did a 360-degree turn.” 

I was ecstatic. | wanted to jump up and down 
(bad impulse in a sailplane). I was compensating 
with the rudder, watching my air-speed indica- 
tor, and trying to enjoy the view all at once. It 
was hot, I suddenly realized. 

“I have it,” said Hermle. I took my 
hands off the controls; my palms were 
sweating. 

Having demonstrated that I wasn’t a 
total spaz, I was allowed to fly the 
plane some more. I even attempted 
to maneuver us up a thermal, 
which I did, though briefly. After 
satisfying himself that I was 
“okay in the turns” (meaning I 
didn’t have to use the barf 
bag), Hermle decided it was 
time to do a “lazy eight,” 
the maneuver described at 
the beginning of this ar- 
ticle. 

In a “lazy eight,” 
the plane dives to 
pick up speed, then 
pulls up and rolls 
at the same time 
so that it ends 
up “standing” 
on one wing 
at the top of

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the arc. This is where you get the brief sensation of 
weightlessness — and the bizarre view straight down the 
wing to the ground below. Gravity and momentum take 
over and you do the same move but roll in the opposite 
direction to complete the maneuver — thus describing a 
figure-eight. 

Not all soaring rides include such moves, but at Captain 
Eli’s Glider Rides you’re given the choice of a “wild or 
mild flight — or any combination.” If you do happen to 
find yourself with the choice, and you think you’re “okay 
in the turns,” by all means don’t pass it up. 

Because of our luck finding some good thermals, we took 
a ride that usually would not have lasted much more than 
30 minutes and extended it to more than an-hour. As we 
neared the airport, hunting for one more thermal, we flew 
over a hawk sailing below us. It was an impressive sight: to 
pass over a bird of prey in flight, at roughly the same speed, 
is something you can experience only when soaring. And 
what’s more, we (that is, the hawk and I) were sharing an 
experience: we were both searching for thermals. 

It was time to come down. As Hermle had observed, a 
lot of thinking goes into the design of a sailplane, but 
there seems to be one feature that is routinely overlooked: 
the seats. Our butts were getting sore (insert your own 
pun here). 

Hermle decided to take us in for a high-speed pass 
over the airport before we landed. We streaked over 
the runway at 100-plus miles per hour and still had 
enough momentum to circle around again for the 
landing. Rather than jouncing on hard runways, 
sailplanes head for the grass. The feeling of being 
so close to the ground on landing magnifies the 
experience: you go from tree-top level to sum- 
mer-grass level in seconds. If your pilot is 
good, the landing is as soft as a powered air- 
craft landing can get. 

Ritts, who is the owner of Captain Eli’s 
Glider Rides, was waiting in the sailplane’s 
parking spot. We rolled closer and 
Hermle nosed the plane toward Ritts. 

We stopped shy of the space, maybe 15 
yards. Ritts had a wry smile on his 
face. Hermle chuckled. 

“Ritts is pissed at me ’cause I 
didn’t make the parking spot,” he 
said. 

I unlatched the canopy and 
opened it. I rested my arms 
on the side of the plane. I 
looked up at a sky the color 
of faded blue jeans. 

I was up there, | 
thought.

kay, maybe families aren’t that 
omplicated, but it probably 
ouldn’t surprise you to read 
some version of the above letter 
in today’s advice columns. 

Dad’s new wife. Mom’s ex-second hus- 
band. Stepsisters, half brothers, and the 
bonds — sometimes rewarding, some- 
times agonizingly complex — between any 
or all of the above. 

The new family stew may include 
dozens of family and pseudofamily mem- 
bers: biological parents; stepparents; sib- 
lings from one, two, even three or more 
unions. And negotiating these ties can be 
like walking through an emotional mine- 
field — particularly for people just begin- 
ning to shape their own identities as 
adults. 

Twenty years ago, a dramatic increase 
in the divorce rate left an estimated 47 
percent of American children struggling to 
determine how to shape a life with a mom 
and dad who no longer shared each oth- 
er’s lives. Decades have passed. And those 
children have grown up, started adult lives, 
and embarked on relationships of their 
own. 

Though the media and experts on family 
dynamics have paid plenty of attention to 
the effects of divorce and re-marriage on 
children and adolescents, few have consid- 
ered the experiences of adult children of 
ruptured and remade families. What are

their lives like? How do 
they manage their family 
networks? How many are 
hanging on to the tangled 
limbs of complicated fami- 
ly trees? 


“In some ways, being a 
stepchild as an adult is a 
lot harder than it is when 
you’re a kid,” says Courte- 
nay Kettleson, 21, whose 
parents divorced when she 
was five and a half and 
both re-married within a 
few years. “Things get re- 
ally awkward. 

“When you’re a kid, you 
just kind of go along with 
whatever arrangements 
your parents make for 
things like holidays. But 
when you’re an adult, you 
have to make the decision 
about things like who 
you’re going to spend Fa- 
ther’s Day with — your 
stepfather, who you grew 
up with and who’s always 
been there for you, or your 
father. In general, some- 
one’s going to be be hurt if 
you don’t spend the time 
with them.” 

Kettleson’s stepbrother, 
Doug Bellow, 26, agrees. 
“Stepfamilies are really 
hard. They’re complicated. 
They’re competitive.” 

He continues, “I got to 
be really good friends with 
my stepmother, Jean [Ket- 
tleson’s mother], early on, 
and I’ve gotten to know 
her family really well. I feel 
a lot like they’re my family. 
But there’s a lot of guilt 
about that — and a lot of 
pressure. My mother is 
jealous of my relationship 
with that family. When I 
started getting close to a 
man my mother was in- 
volved with and his kids, 
my father wasn’t comfort- 
able with that. It wasn’t 
like there were fights be- 
tween them. But there’s all 
this pressure from your 
parents not to accept what 
you have. And on top of 
that you have to put up 
with the feeling that 
‘They’re my parents: they 
ought to be together.’ ” 

Not a simple situation — 
and by no means a unique 
one. 

According to a 1992 
study in American Demo- 
graphics, one out of three 
Americans is now a step- 
parent, a stepchild, a 
stepsibling, or some other 
member of a reconstituted 
family, and more than half 
of Americans today have 
been, are now, or will 
eventually be in one or 
more “step-situations” 
during their lifetimes. Current estimates 
also suggest that 60 percent of all first 
marriages eventually end in divorce, that 
about 75 percent of divorced persons 
eventually re-marry, and that 40 percent 
of all marriages now represent a re-mar- 
riage of one or both of the parties. Today, 
those unions — and fractures — account 
for the presence of an estimated 20 million 
children of divorce, about 10 percent of 
whom are over age 19. 

In other words, if you’re part of a step- 
family, you have plenty of company. But 
that doesn’t make the process of breaking 
up or rebuilding a family any easier — 
particularly for those coping with it in 
their 20s and 30s, which can be a particu- 
larly complex time in life. 

“For older children, whose parents are 
divorcing and re-marrying when they’re in 
their 20s, things can be stunningly diffi- 
cult,” says Patricia Papernow, a Boston- 
area psychologist and author of the book 
Becoming a Stepfamily (Jossey-Bass Pub- 
lishers, 1993). 

“A lot of parents wait to divorce until 
their children have graduated from col- 
lege, and it may seem like a good idea,” 
she continues. “But if you’re a young adult 
in your 20s, you’re ready to push off of 
something. You no longer need adults to 
tell you what to do, but you do need peo- 
ple behind you to listen to you and be 
proud of you. You need a foundation. 
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When the adults around you are going 
through pain and trying to get their lives 
together, or re-marrying as their children 
are launching into their own lives, that 
foundation isn’t there.” 

Nor do a large number of second mar- 
riages provide such a base. According to 
national data, more than 60 percent of re- 
marriages today end in divorce — many of 
those that involve children break up within 
a few years. 

These twisting, shifting family structures 
can cause any number of problems. 

Divorced parents may compete for the 
loyalty and affection of their biological 
children, causing divisions among their 
kids that last long after the breakup. “If 
the parents are still in conflict, the chil- 
dren’s feelings of guilt and concern and 
powerlessness — all of which are universal 
at the time of divorce — can linger,” says 
Linda Braun, director of the Families First 
Parenting Program, a nonprofit affiliate of 
Wheelock College. “In these situations, the 
children have to spend all this time worry- 
ing about how each parent is feeling. The 
children are forced to behave like adults.” 

Biological parents may also put adult chil- 
dren into terrible binds by giving in to the 
temptation to use their grown kids as 
sounding boards while they’re going 
through divorces or re-marriages. “It may 
seem age-appropriate to confide in adult 
children all kinds of awful stories about 
what you went through with your spouse,” 
says Papernow, “but parents shouldn’t do it. 
Parents should know it’s unfair for a daugh- 
ter to get stuck managing a conflict between 
a father’s new wife and her mother.” 

Even ostensibly happy events within a 
blended family can cause conflict for the 
grown son or daughter. Should the recon- 
stituted set of parents bear offspring of 
their own, for example, the adult child 
from the previous marriage may be left 
with wrenching feelings of sadness or re- 
gret. As Papernow notes, “It can be 
painful to watch your dad parent young 
children better than he parented you.” 

Few of these relationships resolve them- 
selves easily — or quickly. The particularly 
bleak period that follows divorce can cast 
shadows on families’ lives that last for 
years. 

“There’ve been tensions over the years 
at weddings and christenings, including 
some very rough moments,”’ says Erin 
Cummings, 37, whose parents divorced 
when she was 16. “My mother came to my 
wedding, but not my wedding reception 
— my mother and father’s feelings about 
each other at that time were still very raw. 
Later, they were able to be together for 
weddings and receptions. I sometimes feel 
very wistful about my wedding, and wish it 
could have included everyone.” 

Courtenay Kettleson, whose father is 
currently in his third marriage, experi- 
enced some of the same tensions within 
her father’s second marriage. “My father’s 
second wife was apparently threatened by 
me,” she says. “I was cordially not invited 
to their wedding. When I used to go and 
visit them, she was very demanding of his 
time. And I used to come home from their 
house all the time crying.” 

The result, not surprisingly, was es- 
trangement. “As I got older,” Kettleson re- 
calls, “I started seeing them less and less 
because I just couldn’t deal with her. So 
there was a pretty large period of time 
during their marriage when I wasn’t seeing 
my dad that much at all.” 

Of course, you don’t need the presence 
of overt conflict to experience difficulty 
within a reconstituted family. Katy Gin- 
gles, 26, was eight years old when her par- 
ents divorced. Her father moved to anoth- 
er country, telling the family he no longer 
wanted to be a husband and father. She 
hasn’t seen her father for 10 years, and 
has spoken to him only once or twice in 
that period. 

“My stepfather has been my father for 
15 years, and I’ve been his daughter,” 
Gingles says. “I love my stepfather. He’s a 
fair, decent, wonderful human being who’s 
responsible for a lot of what I am today. 
He’s been a good father and a father fig- 
ure, and I’m incredibly lucky to have him.” 

At the same time, she acknowledges, 
“My heart kind of aches sometimes when I 
see a father and a little girl together. I 
grieve for a relationship with a man whose 
DNA I share.”

Todd Graham, 25, gets together regular- 
ly with his stepfather, Tyler Fox, to work 
out at a local athletic club. They go out to 
dinner together, and consider each other 
friends and confidants. “I see him more of- 
ten than I see my mother,” says Graham. 

By contrast, Graham has seen his bio- 
logical father only three times in the past 
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two years. One occasion was his college 
graduation, an event dominated, he says, 
by his and his sister’s elaborate efforts to 
keep their mother and father out of each 
other’s way. 

That’s the bad news — picking up 
pieces of one’s parents’ shattered marriage 
is one of the painful facts of life for a child 
of divorce. But there’s good news, too. 
Putting together new relationships can be 
extremely rewarding if the parties involved 
approach it with maturity, patience, and 
an appreciation for trial and error. 

“I certainly am not their father, and I 
can never replace their father,” says Tyler 
Fox of his two stepchildren. “There are 
ways in which that makes things easy, be- 
cause it reduces conflict and intensity in 
the relationship. 

“At the same time,” he acknowledges, 
“the fact there isn’t that intensity can 
sometimes be a disappointment. Because 
there are a lot of times I wish I was their 
father. I don’t want to put expectations on 
them or be treated in a certain way or 
make them think I’m entitled to their feel- 
ings about their dad. But sometimes I real- 
ly don’t know what to call them, because 
the feeling I have for them is in some ways 
like one would have for a son or daughter. 
But the reality and legality is different.” 

Scores of stepparents express similar 
feelings. 

“No matter how much you want that 
kind of relationship, you can never have 
it,” says Ed Baker, who moved in with his 
partner, John Steczynski, when Steczyns- 
ki’s two daughters were teenagers. “Before 
I moved in with John, I had seen friends go 
through trying to be parent replacements, 
breaking up over it, and losing what they 
wanted. So I was determined not to do 
that. I think the most you can do is be car- 
ing and loving — a family member. 

“Initially, when I moved in, there was a 
threat that I was going to come in and try 
to fill the role of stepparent. Rachel [the 
younger daughter] and I one night got 
into a huge row, and I said, ‘Listen. Get 
something straight. John is your dad. I am 
your dad’s lover. He will love you till the 
day he dies no matter what. I might be 
temporary. There might come a time 
where we fall out of love or when we’re 
not together.’ And things were much bet- 
ter from that point on.” 

Of course, it takes a mature, emotionally 
secure individual to handle an explosive sit- 
uation with such self-assurance, savvy, and 
grace. It’s not surprising that the success of 
a reconstituted family depends in large part 
on the presence of those attributes. 
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In contrast to her stormy relationship | 


with her first stepmother, for example, 
Courtenay Kettleson enjoys a far better 


dynamic with her father’s current wife. | 
“She’s completely different,” Kettleson | 


says. “She’s terrific. We have a great rela- 


tionship. And I’m rebuilding the relation- | 


ship with him now.” 
Indeed, the relationship between a 


stepparent and a young adult can some- | 


times be easier and more rewarding than 
the relationship between a stepparent and 
younger children. For one thing, when all 
the parties are adults, fewer discipline 
and control issues are at stake. For an- 
other, the more vulnerable party is more 
mature — and often more willing and 
able to develop adult relationships. Time, 
too, is on the side of these new cut-and- 
paste families. 

“When my father first got involved with 
Ed, I didn’t want to hear about it,” says 
Madeline Steczynski, now 31. “But, within 
a year, I remember realizing my father was 
much happier than he’d been before. Ed 
moved in, and he didn’t push to be any- 
thing. He was just around. He’s a warm, 
friendly person. I don’t remember how it 
happened, but he became part of my fami- 
ly. And I love him very much.” 


» 
Ah yes, love. It may not be the kind they 
grew up reading about, but the kind of fa- 
milial affection and companionship that 


emerges in blended families can be partic- | 


ularly meaningful for young adults. 
“Stepfamilies, when they work well, are 
a real resource for young adults,” says psy- 
chologist Papernow. “Stepparents can be 
an intimate outsider. They’re adults in your 
life whom you’ve known really well for 
eight years or 10 years or 15 years, who've 
shared a lot with you but who aren’t quite 








as chemically reactive as your own biologi- | 
cal parents. You can sit down and talk to | 
them about things like career choices, col- | 


lege choices, sex, drugs, and AIDS.” 

You can also develop with them a richer 
sense of what it means to be a family. 

“I feel very fortunate to have a step- 
mother I’m close to and fond of and a

stepfather I adore,” says Erin Cummings. 
“I’ve got this extended family of siblings, 
half siblings, and stepsiblings. It gets ex- 
pensive at Christmas, but it’s wonderful. 
My kids know both sides of families. And 
we all know, because our family is a mish- 
mash of what didn’t used to be typical but 
now is, that there are different ways of 
having families than through birth.” 
Michelle Morse (a pseudonym), 38, 
echoes some of those sentiments. Her par- 
ents’ divorce and re-marriages brought her 
and her sister three stepsisters and two half 
sisters within five years. As she puts it, “I 
can’t imagine my life without all the people 
in it. Both of my parents were much happi- 
er with their second partners. And both 





families get along. When we’ve had events, 
like graduations, one set of parents would 
stay with the other. My sister and I, other- 
wise, would have had a very small family. 
And I liked growing up in a large family.” 

That’s not to say that Morse feels the 
same way about her new family as she does 
about her biological ties. “It was always 
very clear in my family that my sister and I 
had a real father and a real mother,” she 
explains. “And on those few occasions in 
which it’s my two parents, my sister, and 
me, it’s always felt extremely comfortable. I 
think there really is something to this issue 
of a blood relationship.”

Whether or not blood is indeed thicker 
than this blending of familial bonds, one 
thing is certain: a strong sense of together- 
ness rarely “just happens” among members 
of reconstituted families. The relationships 
take work. 

Consider stepsiblings Courtenay Kettle- 
son and Doug Bellow, who were thrown 
into a relationship as kids. Today, they 
both say independently that they “really 
like each other,” but both express a sense 
that their relationship, though it’s evolved 
into a casual and comfortable one over the 
years, ought to be closer. 

The closeness that they do enjoy may 
well come from the draw they both feel to- 
ward their half brother, David, who’s now 
six. “It’s funny,” Doug says. “I feel like I 
have to work out a different relationship 
with Courtenay. And I feel like I have to 
work out a different relationship with Jean 
[his stepmother]. But David and my rela- 
tionship is just going to happen.” 
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Kettleson predicts that “it may well be 
David that ends up bringing the three of us 
closer together as we get older.” 

As she suggests, over time divorce and 
re-marriage will change the saga of the 
classic American family. But they may 
make people more appreciative of one an- 
other, and of the value of close relation- 
ships, than members of many intact nucle- 
ar families are. 

Todd Graham, for example, considers 
the tensions he had to negotiate at his 
graduation “part of the family package.” 

On the other hand, he reflects, “Maybe 
people who come from families without di- 
vorce don’t have to deal with those kinds of 
problems and a lack of stability. But people 
who come from families where there are 
separations, stepparents, and change might 
be less apt to take other people for granted. 
The experience helps them realize the 
fragility of people and relationships.” 


Indeed, with work, the experience of 
family blending can be rewarding, particu- 
larly if grown children, as well as their par- 
ents, assume an active role in the relation- 
ships and take some responsibility for 
making it work. 

“Grown children should have a right to 
demand that their parents show up at 
events, put their differences aside, and re- 
main collaborative around their children 
even if they hate each other’s guts,” Paper- 
now points out. 

At the same time, she maintains, they 
should recognize that they are, in fact, 
adults. “They have a right to say to their 
parents, ‘I know you’re upset and this is 
painful for you, but it is just too hard to 
hear about how he didn’t make love with 
you.’ And they should be comfortable 
enough to say, ‘I’m glad you’re married, 
Dad, and I’m glad you’re happy. But I wish 
we'd had a family like this, and sometimes 
this is hard to watch,’” Papernow adds. 

Stepfamily situations, says Braun, of 
Families First Parenting, “can be and often 
are difficult and extreme. But when they go 
well, they relieve children of tremendous 
burdens, and add a support level. Often- 
times, you get a tight sibling group. You 
re-assert boundaries between the parent 
and child generation that get blurred when 
families go through divorce. You develop 
good adult tiene com . 

Good relationships? That’s what’s miss- 
ing from many tra itional families — and, 
for that matter, from much of life in gener- 
al. But as stepfamilies become more com- 
mon, better understood, and more mature, 
it may be that good relationships will 
emerge as an unexpected benefit. Q 
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A winner in the South End

Ithea is an exciting new 
restaurant that brings the 
strong flavors and piled- 
up, informal platters of 
Olives, the Blue Room, 
Biba, and Providence to the South End. 
And it adds a Greek accent of its own to 
many dishes. It has moved into the space 
formerly used by the Bluestone Bistro, 
and it’s doubled the prices while tripling 
the fun. Who can object to that? 

The management has come up with a 
gimmick that will have everyone remem- 
bering Althea as “the place with the glug- 
glug pitchers.” Those are the white-china 
water pitchers from Italy (via Shreve’s) in 
the shape of fish: they bubble as they pour. 

One starts with fine textured bread and 
this year’s favorite spread, a white-bean 
purée laced with garlic. Clearly, the 
Mediterranean trend is trending east, to- 
ward hummus. For the truly greedy (yes, 
us), there is a basket of exquisite hot, 
eggy popovers ($4.50). 

Appetizers, or maybe “middle courses” 
— the menu blurs that distinction, as well 
— are among the most exciting platters 
served at Althea. And we 
also made appetizers of a 
couple of “side dishes,” in- 
cluding a minor act of ge- 







nius: steamed clams in a Althea 
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broth of creamed corn and 
chipolte oil ($6.50). I’ve al- 
ways thought that steamers 


there is a sweet, corn-like 
element in bacon cooked 
with corn or clams. Here, 
the chipolte (smoked chili) 
oil carries the smoke of the 
bacon. And the creamed 
(really puréed) corn adds a 
milky richness and a sweet 
essence to the broth. Our 
other side dish was stewed 
bitter greens with white 
beans ($3.75), including a 


morsels of pickled lemon. 

It then becomes hard to tell an appetiz- 
er such as “sweet peekytoe crab” ($7.50) 
from middle courses such as “locanico- 
stuffed kalamaria” ($7.25) or “lobster 
pansoti” ($12.75). The last is a kind of 
quesadilla of lobster meat and feta in a 
peppery broth. The kalamaria, three 
grilled squid bodies stuffed with the 
sweet-spiced Greek sausage, were ac- 
companied by a dumpling in a delectable 
broth featuring the same flavors. And 
crab meat is worked into a spread with a 
hummus-like purée and decorated with 
kernels of corn and black-eyed peas in a 
kind of Greco-Cajun synthesis, the whole 
surmounted with corn husks, like the 
Statue of Liberty’s crown. 

A roast-cucumber gazpacho ($8.25) 
— how many levels of oxymoron can we 
work into one menu description? — was 
more salsa than soup, and was laid 
around an island of undercooked rices, 
with a cheesy bread stick. 

Another high point was a conceptually 
simple dish, a brodetto of assorted 
seafood ($17.50) built upon a glorious 
broth gilded with garlic and saffron and 
served in a Chinese-type clay pot. 
There’s nothing to making a nice, bouill- 
abaisse-type fish stew except getting all 
the seafood cooked properly, here man- 
aged with scallops, clams in the shell, a 
small lobster, shrimp, potatoes (the mas- 
ter stroke, in this broth), and two kinds 
of fish. 

Another sort of seafood anthology was 
the special called psari savoro ($19.75), a 
kind of mixed fry of clams, squid, oys- 
ters, and scallops, topped off with a 
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whole snapper, tail curled as it might be 
at a Chinese banquet. Fried onions with- 
out batter — a far tastier, crispier ap- 
proach — were one garnish, and this was 
served on a salad of pea tendrils and 
arugula, with a kind of tartar sauce laced 
with chili pepper. 

Wood-grilled swordfish loin ($19.25) 
could become a signature dish, if the 
restaurant can assure a supply of sword- 
fish of this quality. Once in a while you 
get some swordfish so exquisitely light, 
yet so meaty in flavor, that you remember 
what a great dish it is. This was that 
steak, handsomely charred, well flavored 
with wood smoke. It was served over a 
bed of sautéed bitter endive for one point 
of comparison, with sweet puréed beets 
for another, grilled eggplant for a third, 
and a few fried clams for a fourth. 

Our only weak entree was weak only 
by contrast, and that was a sliced leg of 
lamb ($16.50): three small slices of lamb, 
one salad of underdone lentils,,and an- 
other salad of overdone roasted pimentos 
and plum tomatoes. 

Althea has a nifty wine list, with seven 
whites and five reds under $20. But it may 
be worth pushing that envelope. Even 
though our 1992 Sancerre from Sauvion 
($18) was acidic and re- 
freshing enough to stand 
up to the food, the Grgich 
Hills dry Sauvignon Blanc 
of that year ($22) takes the 
same grape to ah acme of 
lemony intensity, a long fla- 
vor that just keeps coming 
back. The first is good wine 


great wine with food — 
and remarkable on its own. 

Desserts are still under 
development, but a couple 
of winners are already 
emerging. Continuing the 
style of presentation, Al- 
thea makes desserts that 
spread out over 14-inch 
plates — dusted with pow- 
dered sugar and chocolate, 
designed with squiggles of 
raspberry purée. The sum- 
mer weather makes welcome a trio of 
sorbets ($5.75), nested in some fried 
dough, with a garnish of marvelous 
sautéed sour plums. The sorbet of choice 
is a near-citric sour plum, followed by 
honey-lemon. Poppyseed-sour-cream 
shortcake ($6) comes as biscuits, with a 
bit of whipped cream, like an English 
cream tea, and a slab of butter-crunch, 
like a Biba dessert, and a sauce of rasp- 
berry purée and dried blueberries, to re- 
mind us of the place where these two 
summer-fruit flavors overlap. 

Our server thought highly of a white- 
and-dark-chocolate dacquoise ($6.50), 
but my admiration was mostly technical 
and intellectual. This is a flourless cake 
constructed with crunchy meringue lay- 
ers and filled with mousse. (Althea’s pas- 
try chef tricked our expectations by mak- 
ing the egg-white meringue into the dark 
layer and doing the mousse in white 
chocolate.) For me, a dacquoise works 
best when the delicate cake has a strong 
flavor. Memo to pastry chefs: don’t get 
too subtle with chocolate. 

Coffee and decaf were good but thin. 
Order a cup of tea and you get Earl 
Grey, which may annoy some tea purists. 

Althea is a pretty space, with bare 
brick, textured paint, wood floors, and 
low ceilings. Color all that loud — often 
too loud to hear the glug-glug of the wa- 
ter pitchers. The inner dining room is in- 
sulated from the open kitchen and air- 
conditioned. Sidewalk tables are the oth- 
er option in decent weather. My predic- 
tion is that with food this good, people 
will be pitching tents out there. Q

The “California way” seems to have moved its epicenter to Eliot Street, in 
Harvard Square. A few steps away from the California Pizza Kitchen lies 
another Golden State namesake, offering hearty, healthful meals from 
south of the border — or at least south of San Francisco. 

The California Burrito Company features, of course, the burrito — 


the big burrito. Heaping portions of rice, beans, cheese, sour cream, beef, 


and veggies are bundled up in large tortillas. A huge Escondido bean bur-

rito, with pico de gallo and 
guacamole, is only $4.95. 
Other prices hover around 
$5.50 — for the original California burrito, with chicken or beef, or the 
Chula Vista chili burrito, with chili con carne, for example. A Bakersfield 
steak burrito, at $7.25, is the most expensive item on the menu. 

The Company also offers chili (Anaheim and Ventura-vegetable, 
$3.50), quesadillas ($4.50 to $6.95), and hard-shell tacos with a variety 
of meat or vegetable fillings. Vegetarians and the health-conscious will 
appreciate the Berkeley organic salad, whole-wheat tortillas, tofu sour- 
cream, and soy cheese. 

All menu items can be ordered to take out, but dining in allows cus- 
tomers to experience the fountain at the front of the restaurant — as well 
as the colorful mosaic covering the counter, the orange ceiling, and the vin- 
tage 1950s posters of a family of eager American tourists in sunny Mexico. 

The California Burrito Company, located at 18 Eliot Street, in 
Harvard Square, Cambridge, is open Sunday through Thursday from 
11:30 a.m. to 11 p.m., and on Friday and Saturday from 11:30 a.m. to

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VideoSpace at DeCordova 


he DeCordova Museum and Sculpture Park is 
' in only the first stages of its massive two-year, 
$5 million renovation project, but there’s al- 
ready at least one healthy sign of the museum’s ex- 
panding coverage — “Video Poetry,” the first 
VideoSpace at DeCordova exhibition. Curated by 
George Fifield of the Space, the 40-minute program 
features seven short works that combine poetry and 
video, five of which are the product of collaborations 
between local video artists and poets. 
“In putting together the show,” Fifield explains, “I 
wasn’t looking for videos that were just documents of 
poets reading their poems. I was looking for real col- 





laborations between two points 
of view — a synthesis of one of 
the oldest forms of expression, 
poetry, and one of the newest, 
video. Both mediums have the 
same kind of immediacy, so they 
work well together.” 

Combining video and poetry is an idea that’s already 
gotten national exposure through MTV’s efforts to inte- 
grate spoken-word into their format; Fifield says he had 
no problem finding locally produced works that fit his re- 
quirements. “All the pieces in the show had been made 
before I started putting it together. I did a show like this 
back in October of ’91 at the Space, when we had our 
own gallery. At that time there were something like two 
open poetry readings a week in Boston. Now there are six 
that I know of. So it’s clear that people are much more 
into poetry now than they were even a few years ago.” 

Rather than bring together works that reflect similar 
themes and approaches, “Video Poetry” offers a look at 
the wide range of ways that video can be used to inter- 
pret and present poetry. “Boston Driving,” a video by 





Nina Hasin, features poet Ray McNiece reading a hu- 
morous piece about the language of driving in traffic at 
a Storrow Drive overpass that local motorists will rec- 
ognize. Kurt Heinz’s “Chinese Cucumbers” uses a 
dreamlike montage of black and white images to con- 
vey the desperate sadness of a poem by Patricia Smith 
about one lover’s search for a cure for his AIDS-strick- 
en partner. In “Middle Street,” local-rocker/poet Willie 
Alexander’s nostalgic reminiscences of his youth on the 
North Shore are colored by Henry Ferrini’s cut-and- 
paste snapshots of the area today. 

“Video Poetry,” which runs through September 11, 
is the first of four shows curated by the Space that the 
DeCordova has planned. And as Fifield explains, that’s 
a reflection of the museum’s commitment to the 
emerging video genre. “The DeCordova have a room 
set aside for video, and they’re interested in becoming a 
major player in the media arts. The Space has been 
deeply involved in redefining ourselves as an organiza- 
tion devoted to projects like this, so it’s turned out to 
be a promising and productive collaboration.”

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Field of dreams 


What the baseball movie 
ean teach us about America 


by Harlan Jacobson 


et’s get this over with quick- 

ly: literary scholar and for- 

mer Columbia University 

provost Jacques Barzun once 

wrote, “Whoever wants to 
know the heart and mind of America bet- 
ter learn baseball.” 

Every spring since 1954, when Barzun 
pronounced this curse, there’s been no 
end in the supply of twinkly-eyed Barzun 
| clones who arrive with spring to fill the 
| airwaves with woody essays about base- 
ball’s being what Homer had in mind 
when he wrote the Odyssey. (Homer is the 
poet who had to go to court when George 
Steinbrenner tried to trademark his 
name.) 

“There are many who see in baseball the 
entire fabric of American life,” Vice-Presi- 
dent Gore said last May in the kind of 
speech politicians love to give to the Base- 
ball Hall of Fame. “During the jobs-bill 
debate, we kept reminding ourselves Babe 
Ruth struck out 1330 times.” 

Some think baseball is still the National 
Pastime. Others, disgusted by the degree 
to which the sport has corrupted itself, 
think it ought to be renamed “The Nation- 
al Bankruptcy, Chapter 13.” There’s no 
doubt that baseball does not mean the 
same thing to kids today that it did 60 
years ago, or even 30. 

After the civil-rights consciousness of 
the ’60s brought us free agency in the 
’70s, with players able to sell their services 
to the highest bidder, baseball stopped be- 
ing a Field of Dreams and became a busi- 
ness. The price to both sides was the ro- 
mance that had surrounded the game. The 
public, meanwhile, was being primed for 
the marketing messages of other sports, 
notably basketball, which positioned itself 
as a better reflection of contemporary ur- 
ban culture. In short, we changed as a 
people. 

Yet here we are in 1994, and baseball 
movies are something of a rage, with seven 
films taking their cuts at trying to under- 
stand what has happened to 1) the sport 
itself; 2) men, primarily; and 3) the nation 
that — cu-cu-ca-jube, Mrs. Robinson — 
worshipped Joe DiMaggio: 

¢ First up to the plate was Major League 
II, which struck out big time around 
Opening Day. A sequel to David S. 
Ward’s raucous 1989 clubhouse hit about 
the once funky collection of losers turned 


champion Cleveland Indians, Major 
League II, like modern-day baseball, cost 
more than the original and had no spirit. 

¢ Now in the batter’s box, Little Big 
League, by producer-turned-director An- 
drew Scheinman, is about a 12-year-old 
who inherits the derelict Minnesota Twins 
and manages to inspire the overpaid 
bankers on field to play baseball again for 
fun (!). Think of this as “The Inner Child 
Goes Baseball, Part I.” 

¢ In the on-deck circle, William Dear’s 
remake of the 1952 film Angels in the Out- 
field (due to open next week) features an 
eight-year-old who rouses the deadbeat 
Angels to believe in themselves after he 
sees “real” angels winging around you 
know where. Think of this as “The Inner 
Child Goes Baseball, Part II.” 

* The Tiger after Cobb was Hank 
Greenberg, now the subject of The Life 
and Times of Hank Greenberg, a docu- 
mentary by Washington-based filmmaker 
Aviva Kempner (The Partisans of Vilna). 
Talk about pennant pressure, Kempner 
still needs another $250,000 to release his 
film by September 19, the 60th anniver- 
sary of Greenberg’s taking Yom Kippur off 
during the 1934 race with the Yankees. 

* Civil War director Ken Burns is ready- 
ing a nearly 20-hour history of the sport 
entitled Baseball, to air in nine “innings” 
of two or more hours each on PBS in the 
fall. 

* Ron Shelton’s Cobb stars Tommy Lee 
Jones (Blown Away) as Ty Cobb, the great 
Detroit Tiger of the 1920s, remembering 
at the end of his life how he tormented the 
opposition on field with his slashing 
spikes, and rationalizing his personal loss- 
es off the field. Sensing that the film has 
ambitions beyond amusement, Warner 
Bros. has taken Cobb out of the summer 
rotation and promoted it to the Christmas 
line-up. 

* And Michael Ritchie’s The Scout, still 
in production, stars Albert Brooks in a 
middle-age, middle-management career- 
crisis comedy. 

What makes this flurry of activity the 
more remarkable is that, a decade ago, 
baseball was a subject almost nobody in 
Hollywood could get funded. That was be- 
fore Ron Shelton’s 1988 film Bull Durham 
parlayed an $8 million investment into a 
$50 million domestic box-office gross. Al- 
though Bull Durham may have opened the

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floodgates for more of the same, the base- 
ball movie has always had more to say 
about the changing value structure of our 
country than about the game itself. You 
can virtually trace the tarnishing of base- 
ball as the mythic mirror of American aspi- 
rations through the films made about it. 

The baseball genre began with simple 
biographies like The Pride of the Yankees 
(1942), with Gary Cooper as Lou Gehrig; 
The Babe Ruth Story (1948), starring 
William Bendix; and even The Jackie 
Robinson Story (1950), starring Jackie 
Robinson himself. These were World War 
II-era baseball versions of The Jazz Singer, 
patriotic meditations meant to celebrate 
the American melting-pot meritocracy. 

For the better part of the first half of the 
century, baseball was the prism of what 
was and was not possible in American life. 
“Hank Greenberg was more visible as a 
Jew in the ’30s than legendary Supreme 
Court justices Felix Frankfurter, Louis 
Brandeis, and Benjamin Cardozo,” says 
New York Times sports columnist Ira 
Berkow. Berkow edited Greenberg’s mem- 
oirs, Hank Greenberg: The Story of My Life 
(1989); currently he serves as a consultant 
to Kempner’s documentary. 

But when something gets elevated to a 
film genre, the way baseball has, both film 
and social critics inevitably find fault with 
what they see on screen. The complaints 
about baseball movies occur in two forms: 
“Movies Can’t Get Baseball Right” and 
“Neither Can Baseball, Anymore.” 

“When they showed Shoeless Joe Jack- 
son coming out of the cornfield [in Field 
of Dreams] and going up to the plate as a 
right-handed hitter,” says Billy Rogell, 
who played shortstop on the 1934 Tigers 
with Hank Greenberg, “I almost fell over. 
They should have sent that kid [Ray Liot- 
ta] back into the cornfield and told him to 
come back as a lefty.” Rogell, now 89, re- 
members going out as a kid to see Shoe- 
less Joe at Chicago’s original Comiskey 
Park. 

“Yeah, and they used an oversize ball to 
show up better too,” adds Roger Angell, 
the New Yorker writer, who a few seasons 
back took baseball movies to task in a 
piece called “No, But I Saw the Game.” 
“Very few guys get it right. But I remem- 
ber seeing this kid throw a hand grenade 
into a belfry to wipe out a machine-gun 
nest in [Roger Spottiswoode’s] Under 


Fire, which Ron Shelton wrote about the 
revolution in Nicaragua. I thought ‘Holy 
— ! What an arm.’ It turns out the kid was 
a three-sport, all-state athlete whom Shel- 
ton wanted to make it look right.” 

Shelton, in Angell’s estimation and just 
about everybody else’s, “really knows 
ball.” In fact, he’s made a Hollywood ca- 
reer out of it, having traded in his cleats as 
a minor-league player to write and direct 
Bull Durham and to write two basketball 
films, Blue Chips and White Men Can’t 
Jump (he also directed the latter). 

So it’s all the more shocking when Shel- 
ton, on the set of Cobb, spells out base- 
ball’s fall from grace. “I hardly watch 
baseball anymore, I’m so upset with a 
game that’s played indoors and on plastic. 
It’s all big business. You have athletes 
right out of college representing shoe and 
soft-drink companies — but God forbid 
they do anything a 21-year-old normally 
does and lose their $20 million contracts. 
We’re asking athletes to be a whole lot of 
things that they aren’t, including corporate 
spokesmen, which you cannot be and 
maintain a point of view.” 

To hear Shelton talk about Cobb is to 
understand something about the world 
that has slipped away, where men were 
men on a continuum that ranged from 
Teddy Roosevelt to George S. Patton. “Ty 
Cobb was Southern born, sent his kids to 
Ivy League schools, listened to classical 
music, hung out with presidents, and did 
not accommodate anybody. Nor explain 
himself, nor ever complain. He took every- 
thing head on. He had very clear opinions 
and expressed them freely. He was a lot of 
things that were unpopular, but nobody 
ever called him a liar. He was a man who 
played as big a game as he talked, who ex- 
celled, and who was not ambivalent about 
all the things modern society is ambivalent 
about.” 

If Shelton is wound up about a charac- 
ter who sounds as if he’d stepped out of a 
Howard Roark building in The Fountain- 
head, that’s because people sense that 
baseball has lost its set of blueprints. 
Something has gone out of the structure 
of baseball as well as American life. 

“What baseball represents to people — 
or what writers want it to — is inno- 
cence,” says John Sayles, who wrote and 
directed Eight Men Out, in which he re- 
configured the Chicago Black Sox scandal 














of 1919 as a parable of labor-management 
conflict. Baseball itself, however, no longer 
fills the bill. “Fans think of baseball as a 
game played by pampered millionaires and 
run by exploitive owners,” says David S. 
Ward. “They’re not sure who the villain is 
here.” 

Watching baseball attempt to remain 
relevant over the last 20 years has been as 
sorry a mess as seeing that aging strumpet, 
Hollywood, stagger since the 1950s. The 
movie industry responded to the arrival of 
television and the post-World War II 
broadening of middle-class options by 
tampering with lenses and spending fool- 
ishly to pump up the product. Studios 
mounted Charlton Heston toga movies 
and Odorama spectacles in Panavision, 
VistaVision, and every-other-vision. In the 
"90s, we have agents repackaging bad ’60s 
TV sit-coms into corporate co-ventures 
like The Flintstones and playing them in 
what’s left of film palaces that have been 
chopped into kayaks with video screens at 
one end. 

Things happen fast in the Information 
Age. Make a mistake and you’re toast. 
Calibrate the liftoff a zillionth of a millime- 
ter to the left and the astronaut goes 
somewhere nobody else has been. In our 
warfare as well as our sports, there’s no 
time to think. React or die. Flick the puck 
a quarter inch to the right and the Van- 
couver Canucks go home with the Stanley 
Cup. Baseball is the only sport that has a 
formal transition from offense to defense. 
Gentlemen saunter past one another en 
route to the biggest shift anyone can possi- 
bly make: understanding the other guy’s 
point of view. 

Twenty years of trying to juice up the 
game has resulted in baseball’s finally re- 
linquishing any vestiges of the meritocracy 
of the pennant race (how many games be- 
low .500 are AL Western Division leaders 
Texas?). Now there’s the danger that 
baseball will tamper with the one crucial 
element, time, that makes it unique: it mir- 
rors the lifespan. “In baseball, more than 
any other sport, you can see a guy getting 
old, see him dying right before your eyes,” 
notes Roger Angell. The wonderful thing 
about baseball is that it takes time. The 
clock doesn’t run out on players (yet) — 
first the innings, then the seasons, and 
eventually the years do, right before your 
eyes. Think of baseball as an inning per 
decade (vice-versa in the Information Age) 
and you approximate the ideal that base- 
ball represented to an age gone by. 

Since the trailblazing Fear Strikes Out 
(1957, in VistaVision), the Jimmy Piersall 
biography in which Anthony Perkins did a 
reverse Norman Bates and proved you 


| could overcome mental illness, the Holly- 
| wood baseball movie has been used mostly 








to enter the tender preserve of the male 
psyche and, once inside, organize the 
chaos. Bang the Drum Slowly (1973) dealt 
with frustration, failure, and time running 
out. Bull Durham contributed the idea that 
women are equal or better players in the 
more important game that takes place off 
the field. Both Field of Dreams and The 
Natural (1984), a total Reagan-era fantasy 
rewrite of Bernard Malamud’s dark ’50s 
novel, reflected the media conglomerate’s 
astonishment at and embrace of the ideol- 
ogy of wishful thinking. 

Far from being the melting-pot celebra- 
tions of the ’30s, these movies dealt with 
the acceptance of limits, when American 
men began to realize that they would not 
achieve what they had assumed was a 
birthright. Never mind the exhilaration of 
glory, of a life transformed from rags to 
riches. The middle class didn’t remember 
rags; instead it was confronted by the 
specter of spiraling downward. Even the 
mere comforts of modest success — a re- 
spectable job and a home on a tidy street 
— closed in on Baby Boomers, who had 
been promised the world. Or, worse, out- 
right eluded them. 

Unable to face the hard facts, recent 
baseball movies have slipped into fantasy 
nostalgia. The Sandlot, by David Mickey 
Evans, is a 1993 film told in flashback to 
1962 by a baseball announcer. The movie 
wallows in the character-forming qualities 
of a long-ago patch of suburban dirt. It in- 
vokes all the postwar clichés; you can al- 
most hear Winston Churchill growling in 
the background that World War II was 
won 30 years earlier on the playing fields 
of Eton. With nothing serious to say, it 
pines for the days when a kid could dream 
and stardom was the goal. “There might 
be an entire generation out there whose 
theme song could be ‘I’ll Never Grow 
Up,’ ” suggests Sayles. 

To understand baseball. is, in some 
sense, to understand the Old West and the 
sense of unbounded frontier that was its 
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legacy. Organized professional baseball 
was a 19th-century innovation. Its me- 
chanics are about open fields; its ethos is 
agrarian, about reaping what you sow. It 
lent itself to the postwar suburban frontier, 
where city met country and baseball was 
the only game in town. 

Today the dynamic has shifted to bas- 
ketball and hockey, intensely paced urban 
sports played out on spaces sandwiched 
between buildings. Offense switches to de- 
fense in the flick of a wrist; a player about 
to go in for the kill is unmanned in a flash, 
and the action moves deep into his home 
turf. It makes sense on the court or the 
rink because it makes sense in the city — 
and in the overall pace of the nation, as 
regulated by the thermostat of TV. 

Films like Field of Dreams and The 
Sandlot were made less for contemporary 
kids than for the last generation to whom 
baseball made sense, those who came of 
age in the ’60s or earlier. But the urgency 
in these films is gone, because the culture 
has moved onto something newer and hot- 
ter, something that better reduces and clar- 
ifies experience. Perhaps that’s why no one 
expected Michael Jordan, who grew up in 
Wilmington, North Carolina, where he 
played baseball before basketball, to em- 
bark on this odd personal journey that re- 
sists the very cultural clock he helped reset. 

With Cobb, the baseball movie may be 
moving beyond nostalgia and edging to- 
ward the major-league equivalent of the 
aging-gunfighter saga. Think of how High 
Noon (1952), with Gary Cooper, or Shane 
(1953), with Alan Ladd, marked the be- 
ginning of the end of the vigor of the 
Western. The Old West had vanished as a 
touchstone in the mental life of the nation. 
No one remembered anyone who knew the 
frontier, and so the values that had 
coursed through the Western — which 
began with the embrace of Manifest Des- 
tiny and ended with the denunciation of 
American expansionism — either ceased 
being important or found expression in 
film genres that played themselves out on 
more-contemporary landscapes. The genre 
got tired, finally, because the underlying 
link to a period in the national life had 
been severed. 

“Maybe like the West, baseball is just 
not part of people’s dreams anymore,” 
concludes Sayles, “the way it used to 
be.” OQ

Not being there 


Forrest Gump is a tale told by an idiot

ife is like a box of choco- 
lates,” says Tom Hanks in 
the title role of Forrest 
Gump. “You don’t know 
what you’re gonna get.” In 
fact, though, you generally do. Most likely 
what you’re gonna get is soft and sweet 
and sticky. And, in the case of this movie, 
overlong and ultimately indigestible. 


Robert Zemeckis’s Gump is Rain Man 
meets Of Mice and Men by way of Being 
There, but without the wit, the irony, or 
the pathos of those three. Intended as a 
paean to simplicity and a meditation on 
the quirks of destiny, Gump is instead 
simple-minded and calculated, a cloying, 
reactionary fable in praise of stupidity, and 
sparked by a feeble gimmick — much like 
Zemeckis’s previous fantasy, the misogy- 
nistic Death Becomes Her. 

It’s the same gimmick that worked so 
well in Woody Allen’s Zelig: an unremark- 
able character who through the magic of 
trick photography shows up at historical 
scenes with famous people. Thus we see 
the title character passing through some of 
our country’s defining moments, whether 
it’s teaching Elvis to dance, or gawking in 
the background as Governor George Wal- 
lace defies federal troops at the University 


of Alabama, or shaking hands with presi- 
dents Kennedy, Johnson and Nixon. The 
transition from movie to real life is a rough 
one, however. Neither the special effects 
nor the narrative make the device relevant 
or convincing. 

Unlike Allen’s human chameleon, Gump 
is the village idiot, a saintly Southern 
mama’s boy with an IQ of 75. Through his 
uncomprehending innocence we view 
three decades of recent American history 
with enough timely, sensationalistic topics 
— from child abuse to AIDS — to fill a 
whole season of Oprah. Oprah, however, 
would probably bring more insight and 
grit to her subjects. Rather than penetrate 
to the truth of these issues with his child- 
like purity, Gump sugarcoats them with 
clichés and know-nothing platitudes. 

Played by Tom Hanks (who’s as unctu- 
ous here as he was restrained in Philadel-

phia), Gump introduces himself at the be- 
ginning of the film at a bus stop where 
he’s cheerfully sharing the story of his life 
with anyone who sits next to him. He 
coats every monosyllable of his account 
with his treacly Alabama accent, savoring 
every trite bon mot (“Stupid is as stupid 
does” is a favorite) like the chocolates 
mentioned above. The tale slows to Gump 
speed, making the film seem a lot longer 
and wispier than its 142-minute length. 
And it doesn’t contain much sound and 
fury; it’s mostly a litany of unlikely coinci- 
dences and moral lessons. 

Every benighted man has a strong 
woman behind him, and Forrest has two. 
Mama Gump (Sally Field) is willing to 
do anything for her son, even sleeping 
with the school principal to prevent his 
being transferred to a special school. She 
provides Forrest with his ever-optimistic 
philosophy, insisting that he not let oth- 
ers think they’re better than him and 
urging him to make the most of what 
he’s got. Which isn’t much — in addi- 
tion to his mental incapacity, Forrest also 
wears leg braces. Chased by bullies, he 
shakes these off and discovers he can 
run, a gift that wins him a college-foot- 
ball scholarship, a Congressional Medal 
of Honor in Vietnam, a world ping-pong 
championship, and a million-dollar 
shrimp business. 

What keeps Forrest running is Jenny 
Curran (Robin Wright), the love of his life, 
whom he meets on the bus (Forrest spends 
an inordinate amount of time waiting for 
or riding buses) on his first day of school. 
Jenny believes in running away, as well she 
might — her father, Forrest ingenuously 
observes, is a real loving man, touching 
and kissing his daughters all the time. 
Driven from home by this abuse, Jenny is 
drawn to Forrest’s mindless devotion, but 
unlike him she aspires to bigger things — 
show business, politics, hedonism. In 
short, Jenny gets sucked up by the evil 
West Coast counterculture of drugs, sex, 
and radicalism in her desire to escape and 
achieve, whereas Forrest’s passivity earns 
him everything he could desire except for 
Jenny. 

Sweet-natured as it seems to be, Forrest 
Gump’s message is reactionary — this is 
especially clear in the segments set during 
the ’60s, in which returned vet Gump 
finds Jenny a brutalized groupie for mo- 
ronic SDS members and Black Panthers. 
It isn’t just liberal politics that are demo- 
nized; it’s initiative of any kind. The ideal 
is a permanent infantilism, a pointless 
running in place that sees no evil and is 
therefore blessed by fortune. Jenny isn’t 
the only one who pays a price for over- 
reaching — most of those celebrities For- 
rest hobnobs with — Elvis, George Wal- 
lace, John Kennedy, John Lennon — are 
gunned down or come to an untimely 
end. Gump’s motto shouldn’t be “Stupid 
is as stupid does” but that it’s stupid to do 
anything. QO

things, but overall it’s about one thing that is its 

eventual downfall: ambition and/or getting 
through life without it. Director Robert Zemeckis has 
framed his star against the backdrop of almost every 
major social quake in the history of the US. Hanks as 
the sweet, slow-witted Forrest Gump shakes hands with 
three presidents; finds himself in the midst of Vietnam, 
and on the mall carousing with ’60s flower children; 
witnesses the desegregation of the South with George 
Wallace; and gets featured on magazine covers ranging 
from Fortune to Runners World. A film about just about 
everything that has happened in the past 30 years, it’s in 
danger of being about nothing at all. Yet this lack of 
seeming structure is what appealed to both Hanks and 
Zemeckis from the beginning. 

As Hanks explains, “Bob [Zemeckis] would say, 
‘This is such an unconventional movie! it’s got no clock! 
No bad guys! It’s got no pacing to it! And yet it 
works!’ It was a very very dense first draft of the script 
that got everybody involved. One reason is because the 
book is as dense as it is. We had stuff in there — For- 
rest seeing the world as it was, Forrest seeing the world 
like a cartoon, and when somebody dies, he'd see some- 
one flying up to Heaven . . . and we'd be trying to get 
how Forrest saw things . . . but that stuff had to go.” 

Even with all that stuff gone, the film cost more than 
$40 million to make, with a long, 16-week shooting pe- 
riod. Questions over the heavy use of narration arose; 
Hanks dismissed those early on in the shooting cycle. 

“When I first read the script, I said no way is anyone 
going to sit still for all that narration. But while we were

working on it, we found out that even though it seemed 
episodic and and disjointed, there were ways we could 
logically and seamlessly go from scene to scene.” 

Adding to the problem of continuity was a lot of ma- 
terial that was excised. Robin Wright, who plays Jenny, 
Forrest’s lady love and lifetime obsession, comments 
that much from her more intimate scenes with Hanks 
was left on the cutting-room floor. 

“A lot of stuff was cut out for time — there were a lot 
more Forrest/Jenny kinds of scenes. I was a hooker, a 
drug addict on the streets of Hollywood, which kind of 
lengthened our relationship together.”

was distilled into some of the film’s more striking im- 
ages. “I think the silent scenes work well. The day after 
I make love to him, there’s a scene where I’m crying, 
putting his medal down on a chest of drawers, in pain, 
baffled, wondering why I have to leave again. That was 
my problem — I felt he was so great, but she [Jenny] 
just wasn’t as powerful as he was.” 

Hanks has been having a good spring since Oscar 
night —- and now he’s had a chance to meet his own 
president in person. “We were visiting in Washington, 
and Clinton was just coming back from a golf game, 
and we got to meet him — we must have known the 
right Secret Service agents or something.” 

“My in-laws were with me — they had actually es- 
caped the Communists right after World War I] — and 
it was this most amazing moment that happened next. I 
started screaming, “You gotta meet my in-laws, Mr. 
President, because they escaped the Communists in 
1952!’ ” He laughs. “Bill seemed to like that.” 

But that’s not all. Hanks got to stay in the White 
House too. 

“We had a special screening of Philadelphia and 
stayed in the Queen’s bedroom. It was the best bed- 
and-breakfast in the whole USA.” 

Having tasted something of what it’s like being a hero 
at the White House, in Philadelphia and Forrest Gump, 
and especially on Oscar night, Hanks ponders over who 
his own personal heroes might be. President Clinton? 

“Superman,” he says. “Superman was my hero. 
Green Lantern, Big ring. 

“I have people I admire, but hero worship, | think, is 
a tool for sports marketing. I think what people think of 
their heroes is a very personal thing. 

“If I could emulate anybody, it would be . . . Jacques 
Cousteau. Not just because I love the poetry of what he 
was saying about the bottom of the sea, but because I 
just love that little red cap he wears.”

Imost everybody I know 
used to watch the Bing 
Crosby-Bob Hope Road 
pictures on TV as a kid and 
dmits to cracking up at 
the fruitcake routines. Most can recall at 
least a handful of the ridiculous escapes 
(by dogsled, slipping into closets, slither- 
ing under tables, stowing away aboard 
cruise ships) and uproarious disguises (my 
favorite is Hope as Carmen Miranda in 
Road to Rio). Sequences from these pic- 
tures are part of our collective treasure 
trove of cherished comic moments, like 
W.C. Fields’s ironic-wheezing line read- 
ings, the Rube Goldberg chains of non se- 
quiturs in the Marx Brothers movies, Lau- 
rel and Hardy attempting to move a piano. 

The best of the Road sagas felt like 
miraculous accidents; hundreds of come- 
dies have struggled to imitate them and 
fallen fl: +. If you want to refresh your 
memory .wout what the Roads had that 
none of their unlucky successors does, 
check out a few at the Boston Public Li- 
brary, where all seven will be screened this 
summer. The obvious answer is the salt- 
and-pepper rapport of the two stars: lan- 
guid, unbothered Crosby and frenetic 
Hope, master of the bedazzled double 
take, who somehow manages to be both a 
shrewdie and a sucker, the helpless and re- 
peated victim of his cooled-out crooner 
pal’s selfish schemes. (The series will also 
squeeze in, on August 1, Star Spangled 
Rhythm, the only non-Road picture to fea- 
ture Hope, Crosby, and Dorothy Lamour. 
An all-star wartime musical, it offers better 
tunes than the Roads — Harold Arlen and 
Johnny Mercer wrote the score, which in- 
cludes “That Old Black Magic” and “Hit 
the Road to Dreamland.”) 

A less obvious reason for the special 
quality of the Road films was that — ex- 
cept for the series’s coda, 1962’s The 
Road to Hong Kong — they were all made 
at Paramount. In the ’30s and ’40s, the 
mark of a studio on one of its products 
was as distinctive as the signature of a 
high-style moviemaker. In the early days 
of the sound era, Paramount corralled 
more comedians from radio and the 
Broadway stage and whatever remained of 
vaudeville than any other studio. And in- 
stead of trying to modify these talents, the 
way talkies strove to tame some of the 
great silent comics, the studio allowed 
them to run wild. 

The curious result was that not only did 
stars like the Marx Brothers, W.C. Fields, 
Mae West, Burns and Allen, Jack Oakie, 
and Bob Hope determine the shape of 
their own vehicles, but they actually de- 
fined the style of the studio: modest, casu- 
al, burlesque, rollicking, loopy. Many of 
the nuttiest and most irresistible comedies 
of the period came out of Paramount: 
Monkey Business, Horse Feathers, Million 
Dollar Legs, International House, The Big 
Broadcast of 1938, The Bank Dick, Never 
Give a Sucker an Even Break, Murder, He 
Says. Preston Sturges wrote Easy Living 
for Paramount and stayed to direct almost 
all of his loose-screw masterpieces there. 
The Road gagfests, with their laissez-faire 
approach to plot and their boldfaced allu- 
sions to the mechanics of filmmaking, 
emerged natvrally from the approach the 
studio’s writers and directors and comic 
stars had already been taking for a decade. 

Both Hope and Crosby had been 
groomed by Paramount long before they 
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Hitting the Road

met on screen in 1940’s Road to Singa- 
pore. Hope came to the studio from Broad- 
way and radio; his biggest stage success 
had been in Jerome Kern’s Roberta in 1933 
(in a role altered to fit Fred Astaire for the 
movie version two years later). His first 
feature was The Big Broadcast of 1938, the 
film in which he sang (with Shirley Ross) 
the wonderful song that became his theme, 
“Thanks for the Memory.” 

Road to Singapore was his eighth movie 
for Paramount; it was Crosby’s 20th. 
Crosby had made a series of no-big-deal 
musicals in the ’30s, like We’re Not Dress- 
ing with Ethel Merman and Burns and 
Allen and Mississippi with W.C. Fields. 
They’re never revived and seldom even 
show up on TV, but most of the ones I’ve 
caught are extremely pleasant diversions in 
which he shows off his surprising finesse 
as a light-touch comic presence. By the 
time he was matched up with the brash 
and speedy Bob Hope, Crosby had ac- 
quired such an old-pro polish that his 
steady conning of his partner seemed dra- 
matically plausible. Yet he’s so effortlessly 
appealing in these movies that his charac- 
ters’ coldhearted double-crosses don’t 
alienate an audience. We’re happy when 
he gets the girl, time and again: with his

into the bland, 
Cinemascope-and- 
Technicolor ’50s. 
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sun-baked Jiminy Cricket face and cozy 
hearthside baritone, he seems born to win 
at the game of romance. 

Road to Singapore (July 11) was stuck 
with the structure of a 1920s musical 
comedy, and the script — by Frank Butler 
and Don Hartman, who also wrote the 
next two, Zanzibar (July 18) and Morocco 
(July 25) — borrowed heavily from Philip 
Barry’s Holiday. Crosby plays an heir 
whose father (Charles Coburn) and fi- 
ancée (Judith Barrett) urge him to take on 
the lifestyle of an aristocrat and put away 
childish things, i.e., his boisterous cama- 
raderie with his best friend (Hope). Of 
course, this rich man’s son opts for adven- 
ture; the pals escape to Singapore, where 
they rescue a native woman (Dorothy 
Lamour) from the clutches of an amorous 
heavy (Anthony Quinn, in his handsome- 
fatuous phase). It’s the only Road film 
where the premise is supposed to count 
for something; even Hope and Crosby’s 
one period piece, 1945’s Road to Utopia 
(August 8), set during the Klondike Gold 
Rush, keeps forgetting to advance the plot 
at key moments and finally sends it 
hurtling over a cliff. You can tell from sub- 
sequent Roads that what worked with au- 
diences in Singapore wasn’t the serious 
set-up. Morocco (1942) is almost all 
laughs — it’s one of the funniest pictures 
of the 40s — and Zanzibar (1941), the 
only entry I wasn’t able to track down, is 
reputed to be equally uproarious. (Only 
the last four are available on video.) 

The idea of Dorothy Lamour as a South 
Sea Islander was always preposterous, 
even in her tropical-romance films in the 
"30s, like The Hurricane. But you can see 
why she was cast that way. Her face, 
punctuated by crescent-moon eyebrows, 
had an exotic allure, and she looked sensa- 
tional in a sarong — at least, until she 
grew chunkier in the "50s. (The fact that 
she’s so obviously filled out is only one 
reason Road to Bali, the 1952 edition that 
shut the series down, is tough going.) 
Lamour has a weird quality — she can 
seem childlike one moment and sophisti- 
cated, in a smoky-nightclub, breakfast-at- 
four way, the next. She’s undeniably glam- 
orous, but she doesn’t seem aware of it, 
though inadvertent glamor sounds like an 
oxymoron. In Rio (August 15), from 





1947, she gets to wear a white fur and 
jewels, and she looks smashing; moreover, 
her performing rhythm with her co-stars is 
the most amiable and easy it’s been. You 
can’t get enough of her, but she isn’t on 
screen as much as in the other pictures; 
she gets to wrap that luxuriant contralto 
around only one of the Johnny Burke-Jim- 
my Van Heusen songs. 

The Road movies really belong to the 
’40s; they couldn’t survive the swing into 
the bland, Cinemascope-and-Technicolor 
50s. You can see why Crosby, Hope, and 
Lamour hung it up after Bali (August 22). 
The Road to Hong Kong (August 29) is 
more of a reunion than a completion — the 
way The Barkleys of Broadway was for As- 





taire and Rogers, who had also been out of | 
each other’s company for a decade by the | 
time it was made. Hong Kong isn’t depress- | 
ing like Bali; it’s bizarre — a ’60s spy spoof | 
that happens to star Bob Hope and Bing | 


Crosby. Lamour shows up only briefly, near 


the end, to perform one number and help | 
the heroes escape from their evil pursuers. | 
The female co-star is Joan Collins, of all | 


people, and she’s so pop-eyed and ineptly 
assertive she seems to be rehearsing to play 
Little Annie Fanny. There are special guest 
appearances by Frank Sinatra, Dean Mar- 
tin, David Niven, and Peter Sellers, whose 
Indian-doctor bit is hilarious no matter how 
many times you’ve heard it. 

Hong Kong returns the series to black 
and white, but it’s full of technology, 
which may be why the usual self-reflex- 
iveness in the script now feels strained. 
So does the work of the two stars, whose 
personalities haven’t aged well; they come 
across as both a little insipid and a little 
desperate. Watching them pull faces and 
outwit the villains reminded me of the 
way Brick explains to one of his little 
nieces in Cat on a Hot Tin Roof how he 
happened to break his leg trying to recap- 
ture his youthful glory on the football 
field —- something about men liking to 
do what they did when they were boys. 
When Crosby and Hope don age make- 
up for the scenes that frame the flashback 
narrative of Road to Utopia, the joke is 
that you can’t imagine these road-hop- 
ping jokers ever growing old. When they 
do it for real on camera, you feel you’ve 
been cheated. 
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DREAM OF LIGHT 


A couple of years ago Jacques Rivette re- 
leased La belle noiseuse, a four-hour 
movie about the relationship between an 
artist and his model. Since the model was 
the nude and lovely Emmanuelle Béart, the 
subjective nature of the theme remained 
visually arresting throughout the film. In 
Dream of Light, Spanish director Victor 
Erice spends half the time on the same 
| subject, but instead of Béart his model is a 
| shapely quince tree. Regardless, Dream is 
a more moving and visually rapturous 
| achievement, a hypnotic examination of 
art and nature, memory and time, beauty 
| and transience. Like Alain Resnais’s classic 
| short documentary The Mystery of Picasso, 
Dream touches the spirit of creativity. 

Not that the film’s Antonio Lépez, a 
Spanish realist painter, is much like Picas- 
so. Whereas that genius displayed a fervid 
spontaneity, Lépez’s method is torturous- 
ly painstaking, restrictive, and slow. His 
relation to his model seems hardly a nur- 
turing one; it’s more like bondage and 
discipline. He frames the tree with rods 
and strings and plumblines and inserts 
spikes into the ground to place his feet so 
he can align his point of view over the 
months he labors on his canvas. He erects 
a canopy is over his head to protect him- 
self and the tree from the elements; he 
marks the leaves with white paint to mea- 
sure the distance they droop with the 
weight of the ripening fruit. 

His dream is an impossible one — to 
capture the tree at its height of beauty and 
in ideal light before the fruit drop off. It’s 
a metaphor of mortality and the life of art, 
and the quest is both absurd and magnifi- 
cent in its quixotic zeal. Interrupting him 
are visits from his wife and daughters and 
a fellow painter, Enrique Gran, a brawny 
fellow much like Anthony Quinn’s Gau- 
guin, who reminisces with him about their 
days as passionate students in love with 
their craft, reliving lost moments even as 
| the one Antonio tries to capture eludes 
| him. 

While Lépez is losing his battle for the 
| light, Erice, of course is winning his. With 
| minimal elements — the painter, the tree, 
| the canvas, a handful of visitors, and a ra- 
dio providing classical music and reports 
| on the Gulf War, he weaves together a 
sumptuous tapestry. As in his masterpiece, 
| The Spirit of the Beehive, Erice taps into 
the nature of obsession and purity and 
transforms it into a dream of light. At the 
Museum of Fine Arts.

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PARIS, FRANCE 


Combine sex and death and rock and roll 
in the same Canadian independent movie 
and you’re in for some heavy going. 
Make the characters artsy poseurs with 
stilted dialogue and the results are al- 
most unwatchable. Gérard Ciccoritti’s 
Paris, France is ati allegory about carnal- 
ity and creativity that hasn’t a clue about 
either. Puerile, pretentious, and smug, 
the film occasionally cracks a good line, 
makes a clever allusion, or introduces an 
engaging sexual scenario, but for the 
most part it’s cinematic onanism at its 
most wearying. 

Lucy Quick (Leslie Hope) is a “talented 
young writer” who’s not been able to put a 
sentence together since the last time she 
was in the title city. There she had im- 
mersed herself in a polymorphously per- 
verse and sado-masochistic love affair with 
a scar-faced creep called Minter (Raoul 
Trujillo). Sexual excess inspired her to be- 
gin a novel about her experience called 
Paris, France, a kind of Canadian tourist 
version of The Story of O, but when 
Minter died of liver cancer, so, mercifully, 
did her novel and literary career. She re- 
treats to a tepid marriage with Michael 
(Victor Ertmanis), a gerbil-like publisher 
who has not quite come to terms with his 
own lack of creativity. 

Their domestic tranquility collapses on 
an Easter weekend when their gay friend 
William (Dan Lett), another failed writer, 
introduces them to Sloan (Peter Outer- 
bridge), a ferretty boxer turned poet 
whose first novel, Under My Skin, is a fic- 
tionalized account of the life of serial killer 
Ed Gein. Sloan endears himself to Lucy by 
swiping a pair of her panties, and the two 
set off on a torrid 9/2 Weeks-—style affair 
that resurrects Lucy’s memories of Paris 
and Minter and, regrettably, her wretched 
prose. Michael, meanwhile, has been re- 
ceiving phone messages from John Lennon 
telling him he will be dead in three days. 
By the end of the film Lucy, Sloan, 
Michael, and William have all had sex with 
one another in various embarrassing posi- 
tions. 

With all this screwing around, you’d 
think something worthwhile might be en- 
gendered, but Paris, France’s artistic pre- 
tensions are as labored as its lovemaking. 
“Minter was the flesh made word,” Lucy 
concludes; in Paris, France both word 
and flesh come off as chopped liver. At 
the Harvard Film Archive through July 
14.

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Ritual mess 


James Boswell looks for same-sex 
marriages in pre-modern Europe

SAME-SEX UNIONS IN PREMOD- 
ERN EUROPE, by John Boswell. Val- 
lard, 412 pages, $25. 


he time for gay marriages 
may well have arrived, but 
Yale historian John Boswell’s 
attempt to find medieval 
precedents is misleading. 
True, he has assembled neglected docu- 
ments from various archives that bless 
male couples. Of the 80 Greek and Slavic 
liturgies for Orthodox Christians that he 
cites, however (he also proposes that simi- 
lar now-lost Latin liturgies existed), not 
one sanctions carnal unions. In fact, the 
rites always specify “spiritual brother- 
hood,” implying that the unions are not 
meant to be carnal. A Church that de- 
manded celibacy from monks and bishops 
and permitted matrimony for those too 
weak to abstain from sex altogether would 
hardly have approved of “unnatural” sex 
or the “abominable sin against nature.” In 
Jewish and Christian Scripture there are 
numerous condemnations of same-sex sex; 
there’s not a single endorsement of it. 

In one of these rituals, Boswell admits, 
there is a reference to the “love that saved 
Lot from the Sodomites”; he argues that 
sodomy was “not understood by Jews or 
Christians of the Middle Ages as a refer- 
ence to homosexual love.” Perhaps origi- 
nally, the story that now appears in Gene- 
sis had God rain “fire and brimstone” on 
“the cities of the plain” because of their 
inhabitants’ inhospitality. But long before 
Christ’s time, Jews had come to believe 
that the Sodomites’ sin was homosexual 
lust. Early Christians accepted this inter- 
pretation and it prevailed during the Mid- 
die Ages. St. Augustine, St. Jerome, and 
St John Chrysostom, like most of the Fa- 
thers of the Church, deplored all sex, rec- 
ommending virginity and chastity. 
Thomas Aquinas included in the detested 
category of Sodomites those who had sex 
with animals or with females in an inap- 
propriate orifice. No Christian authority 
ever had even a neutral word, much less a 


kind one, to say about sodomy before the 
20th century. 

All Boswell’s erudition and hair-splitting 
can’t make gay marriages out of spiritual 
bonding. And in the battle of gays and les- 
bians for equality, distorting the past by 
“uncovering” liturgies for same-sex carnal 
unions is as fruitless as blaming homopho- 
bia or even homosexuality itself on capital- 
ist oppression, as many Marxists have 
done. Our modern view of marriage as a 
source of companionship and mutual plea- 
sure would be incomprehensible to a me- 
dieval world where, if you lusted after your 
own wife, you committed adultery. Given 
its anti-sexual attitudes, the Early Church 
could not have authorized homosexual sex 
of any sort, much less constructed liturgies 
to sanctify the joining together of two 
sodomites for any sort of sexual activity. 

Boswell also discusses other sorts of 
male-male bondings, as if they might pro- 
vide a model. Greek pederasty (an adult 
male with a teenage male), which was usu- 
ally physical, is not a precedent because it 
was temporary and the partners went on 
to marry women. Few Christians would 
approve of that sort of conduct even today. 
Whereas gay, like heterosexual, marriages 
are supposed to last forever, Roman same- 
sex marriages were not only extra-legal but 
usually camp. For example, Nero, who had 
a wife, simultaneously became the bride of 
a freedman and the husband of a eunuch. 
Boswell’s implication that a Roman lady 
and her maid, the saints Perpetua and Fe- 
licitas, “transcended gender, portending 
other paired saints in centuries to come” is 
even more speculative and less convincing 
than his queering of the great Byzantine 
warrior saints Sergius and Bacchus as 
models for gay marriage. 

Whether there were gays in the Middle 
Ages — as Boswell states in his 1980 
Christianity, Social Tolerance, and Homo- 
sexuality — or even homosexuals (under- 
stood as a type of person), as opposed to 
merely persons indulging in sodomy, is an 
ongoing debate. But that the established 
churches condoned same-sex activity and 
created liturgies to bless couples so en- 
gaged is an anachronism. The truth — not 
wishful thinking — must set us free. Q

Caribbean seer 





Derek Walcoti’s Trinidad 
Theatre Workshop comes north

ne of the few contempo- 
rary poets who has also 
written an impressive 
number of plays, includ- 
ing the Obie Award-win- 
ning Dream on Monkey Mountain, Nobel 
Laureate Derek Walcott doesn’t turn off 
his Muse when he turns to the stage. Un- 
like most of today’s dramatists, Walcott 
believes that poetry and greasepaint belong 
together. Their meter steeped in calypso 
and reggae, his.dramas catch the percus- 
sive ebbs and flows of his Caribbean 
homeland, the revelry of carnival and the 
movements of the West Indian body. The 
intimate connection between writer and 
country makes the Boston visit of the 
Trinidad Theatre Workshop, which the 
poet founded 35 years ago, a chance to 
experience an unusual artistic symbiosis of 
playwright, theater company, and culture. 
Walcott’s plays Dream on Monkey Moun- 
tain and The Joker of Seville, the latter an 
adaptation of the story of Don Juan, will 
be presented at the Boston University The- 
atre July 7 through 31. 

Few dramatists have sustained such a 
long working relationship with a particu- 
lar troupe — only Britisher Alan Ayck- 
bourn’s long-running collaboration with 
Scarborough’s Stephen Joseph Theatre 
comes close. Walcott established the 
Trinidad Theatre Workshop after return- 
ing from a stretch in America on an aca- 
demic grant. “When I went back,” he re- 
calls, “I wanted to start a company that 
was going to explore what it meant to be a 
West Indian actor. Our intention was not 
to produce plays but simply to explore, to 
do studio work. I did that for a couple of 
years and then we did our first produc- 
tions of plays by Genet, Albee, and 
Ionesco.” Eventually, he began contribut- 
ing his own plays — he wrote sketches as 
a child and in college dashed off pieces 
for actors. 

From the beginning, Walcott saw abso- 
lutely no difference between writing poetry 
and penning scripts. “I write my plays in 
verse, and to some people that may seem 
old-fashioned. But I come from a culture 
that uses verse, whether it’s calypso, or 
just a natural rhythm, or rhetorical, or 
whatever — it’s a very metrical culture. So 
I don’t consider my verse plays separate 
from my poetry. They both reflect the 
rhythms of the culture I come from, and 
since they are varied in terms of music, 
that means they are varied metrically.” 

Propose that there must be some differ- 
ences between poetry on the page and on 
the stage and Walcott protests with vigor. 
“Who says that? The 20th century says 
that, and the people who say that come out 
of cities. We don’t talk like that, we don’t 
talk in short elliptical sentences in the 
Caribbean. What has diminished in the 
theater is the force of language. Take any 
of the great plays and reduce the language 
to ‘Oh shit’ and ‘Oh fuck’ and you lose the 
horror of what happened. I’m not trying to 
re-create the Elizabethan or Greek the- 
aters; I am part of a culture that is natural- 
ly expressive, thoroughly expressive. Ca- 
lypso songs are narrative and stanzaic and 
have wit and have rhythm and have ela- 
tion.” 

The notion of elation brings up the rela- 
tionship between Walcott’s fascination 
with the turbulent racial history of 
Trinidad, which is at the center of his 
plays Pantomime and The Last Carnival, 
and his insistence on the celebratory na- 
ture of West Indian culture. “We make too 
much of that long groan which underlines 
the past,” he wrote in his Nobel Lecture, a 








statement that those familiar with his work 
found somewhat ironic. 

“What I am talking about,” he explains, 
“is being stuck in a kind of permanent 
lament that can happen if you concentrate 
on the African experience and blame ev- 
erything on history. If you adapt that idea 
of history in the Caribbean, then it leads to 
a lot of self-abasement or a lot of fury and 
anger and bitterness. If one is aiming at a 
kind of drama that goes beyond the factual 
experience of past degradations, then you 
have to take up the Caribbean rhythm. I’m 
not talking about writing optimistically, I 
am talking about something beyond opti- 
mism, about the sublime. Calypso, reggae 
are kinds of percussion that elate, that cel- 
ebrate everything, horror and tragedy as 
well as comedy.” 

And West Indian actors naturally ex- 
press primal rhythms, believes Walcott, 
which separates them from performers 
who have to work hard to “get in touch” 
with the elemental. “This is not a culture 
that has to get into it. The actors don’t say, 
‘Here’s a Greek tragedy, I’m going to get 
tragically happy on stage.’ It’s part of the 
rhythms of the body of the actor. It’s with- 
in them to sing and dance. People may 
say, “They always do that, they sing and 
they dance. That’s what they do.’ But it 
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isn’t only black people. This is the 
Caribbean, so it’s not just blacks but Chi- 
nese and Indians and many others. I’m 
only directing though the plays what al- 
ready very powerfully exists.” 

With such a vibrant cultural beat to 
draw on, Walcott’s scripts focus on lan- 
guage and performer rather than on daz- 
zling audiences with theatrical razzle-daz- 
zle. “The great thing about the kind of the- 
ater I work with is that it doesn’t have a lot 
of machinery. It’s not a spectacle. In fact, 
it is a blessing not to be dependent on ma- 
chinery for a production. A lot of the plays 
now being praised are praised for their 
special effects. From what I gather, in An 
Inspector Calls [the successful British re- 
vival currently on Broadway], a wall falls 
down, and that wasn’t J.B. Priestley’s idea. 
Diana Rigg’s Medea had the whole set col- 
lapsing. I’m not attacking that — if you 
have the machinery use it. But what’s real- 
ly important is to concentrate on the devel- 
opment of the immediacy of the text and 
the actor.” 

Given Walcott’s love of Caribbean 
rhythms, it comes as no surprise that 
some of his more recent works have been 
musicals. Steel, which featured a calypso 
score by Galt MacDermot (who also 
wrote the music for The Joker of Seville), 
premiered a few seasons ago at the Ameri- 
can Repertory Theatre in Cambridge. 
Walcott is currently revising the book. 
He’s also working on a new musical with 
Paul Simon and on a play for English di- 
rector Max Stafford-Clark. Several of his 
works, such as The Joker of Seville and his 
most recent stage piece, an adaptation of 
Homer’s Odyssey (which will soon receive 
its American premiere in Washington, 
DC), were commissioned by the Royal 
Shakespeare Company. 

No matter where his plays are done, 
though, jthey always reach back to the 
Trinidad: Theatre Workshop, where many 
had their first productions or staged 
readings. “I am a West Indian play- 
wright,” Walcott concludes, “and whether 
my plays are done in America or else- 
where, they are, in effect, translations of 
the original source, translations in the 
strict Latin sense of being done in anoth- 
er place. The origin of the pieces, their 
spirit and language, are in the ensemble 
and Trinidad.” oO

t takes a brave soul to adapt Wuther- 
ing Heights to the stage. The main 
characters — forget Heathcliff and 
Catherine — are the two estate 
houses, Wuthering Heights and 
Thushcross Grange, and the moor that sep- 
arates them. Even a theater company with 
big resources, like the Huntington, would 
be hard-pressed to re-create the barren 
beauty of the West Riding of Yorkshire. It’s 
also hard to live up to your original when 
you adapt from the best — and Emily 
Bronté’s novel, a dark look at self and sex 
and society, has a fair claim to be the great- 
est of the 19th century. Even in 1994 we 
scarcely seem to have caught up with it. 

But give William White and his year-old 
Pendulum Theatre credit for taking on the 
entire novel. Both the 1939 Hollywood 
film (with Laurence Olivier and Merle 
Oberon) and the 1970 remake (with Tim- 
othy Dalton and Anna Calder-Marshall) 
settle for just the first half, the Heathcliff- 
Catherine-Edgar Linton love triangle. 
Bronté continues her story with a second- 
generation triangle: Linton Heathcliff (son 
of Heathcliff and Edgar’s sister, Isabella), 
Cathy (daughter of Edgar and Catherine), 
and Hareton (son of Catherine’s brother, 
Hindley). White even offers some thought- 
provoking double-casting, with one actress 
playing both Catherine and Linton and an- 
other doing Isabella and Cathy. 

Still, Wuthering Heights is long enough 
— and complex enough — to call for six 
parts on Masterpiece Theatre; Pendulum’s 
90-minute treatment is as skeletal as Penis- 
tone Crags in winter. Gone is Mr. Earn- 
shaw, the father of Catherine and Hindley; 
gone is Bronté’s hint that Heathcliff might 
be his illegitimate son. (This, making them 
half-siblings, would explain why Catherine 
says, “I am Heathcliff,” and why their ago- 
raphobic passion seems more like spiritual 
incest.) Gone is the layer of unreliable nar- 
ration (this is not a simple novel in any 
way) provided by the visiting Mr. Lock- 
wood and by housekeeper Ellen Dean. 
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Even the crucial dichotomy of Wuthering | 


Heights and Thrushcross Grange disap- 
pears (they have the same set). If you don’t 


know the novel well, you may not be able | 


to follow the story. 
What’s left are characters who verge on 
caricature — the kind that can be redeemed 


| by really good acting. This, unfortunately, 


Pendulum doesn’t provide. Its players, 
we’re told, come from Canada, England, 


Ireland, and the Czech Republic, as well as | 


North Carolina and Boston, and they offer a 
hodge-podge of inappropriate accents. John 
O’Callaghan’s honest Belfast lilt is not right 
for Edgar; the Czech representative, Katrin 
Gazi, makes Ellen Dean sound almost 
French. Mel Yiasemide is a dark, exotic- 
looking Catherine who misses the charac- 
ter’s teasing, endearing quality. Her Linton 
Heathcliff is better — it’s remarkable that 
she can do both parts at all — but her hand 
mannerisms quickly become irritating. Jeff 
Miller’s Heathcliff is sadistic rather than a 
monomaniac; he too needs to evoke more 
sympathy. Jack Sheridan’s Lockwood is ob- 
tuse to a fault; Bruce Robert Sheridan’s 
Hareton has too much Li’l Abner in him. 
Like the rest of the cast, Mary Lynn 
Somers, as Isabella and Cathy, is light- 
weight and artificial in her line readings, 


but she projects genuine innocence in her | 


movements and facial expressions. If you 
love Wuthering Heights, this staging is 
worth a visit. If you have only a nodding 
acquaintance with Emily Bronté, re-read 
the book.

Hip or hype? 


Is acid jazz a rebirth or a stillborn dud?

ith acid jazz, Ameri- 

ca’s oft-cited “only in- 

digenous art form” is 

once again going pop. 

A mix of rap, hip-hop 
rhythms, and jazz solos (both sampled and 
“live”), acid jazz has been touted by some 
as the music’s next breakthrough. The 
success of Us3’s Hand on the Torch (Blue 
Note) has already led some hip-hoppers 
back to the Blue Note catalogue of jazz 
classics from which its samples were 
drawn. But surprisingly little music has 
been made that you could call “new.” 

In fact, the results of the acid jazz revo- 
lution thus far have been almost universal- 
ly disappointing from every perspective — 
lame raps, ice-cream soup harmonies with 
instrumentals and samples to match. The 
jazz flute is back with a vengeance, as are 
the Fender Rhodes electric piano, dreadful 
combos of vibes and synthesizers, and so 
many sweet, octave-plucking, string- 
backed George Benson guitars that the 
man should sue. 

When Guru chose to pay tribute to his 
jazz elders on Jazzmatazz (Chrysalis/ 
ERG), whom did he hire? Roy Ayers and 
Donald Byrd — two otherwise talented 
men who vanished into the mediocrity of 
’70s jazz pop. Hell, Sonny Rollins jammed 
with the Stones, Guru! Or was he too ob- 
vious a choice? The light instrumentation 
is apparently what many acid-jazzers think 
is “cool” about jazz. You know: flute, bon- 
gos, and some Beat poetry on top — the 
laid-back alternative to grunge and gangs- 
ta. Well, call it jazz if you must, but I say 
it’s spinach, and I say to hell with it. 

Acid jazz seems to take a square’s idea 
of the music — something right out of a 
Cappio iced-cappuccino commercial. 


“Dizzy Gillespie — he was the guy with 
the beret, the horn-rims, and the funny 
trumpet. Jazz is cool because it’s mellow, 
right?” 

Wrong, Beavis. Jazz has never been mel- 
low. Miles Davis’s Kind of Blue, the ulti- 
mate “cool” jazz album, was grace under 
pressure, the rocketing free flight of 
melody over an insinuating, loose, relent- 
less rhythm. It wasn’t fast or loud, but it 
burned. It also happened to be suffused 
with the blues. 

My disappointment in the new genre is 
so sharp because to me acid jazz repre- 
sents real potential for an art form that of- 
ten seems on the verge of marginalizing it- 
self out of existence. One dreams of a mu- 
sic that the culture at large can identify 
with as America identified itself with 
swing. A jazz that took the twentysome- 
thing dance clubs by storm would be cut- 
ting edge, or could be, if for no other rea- 
son than that no other jazz is doing it. 
Wynton Marsalis draws the crowds to 
Symphony Hall, but the left-wing, down- 
town New Yorker types — those on the 
explorative, cutting edge of the music — 
play for dwindling audiences. Before long, 
avant-garde jazz will go the way of aca- 
demic serialism; the only people in the au- 
dience will be players, composers, and 
critics. When Miles Davis opened for the 
Grateful Dead at the Fillmore, it was not 
such a bad thing. 

That was during jazz’s last big pop ex- 
plosion — the jazz-rock fusion charge of 
the late 60s and early ’70s that Miles led 
with band after band of acolytes like John 
McLaughlin, Chick Corea, Dave Holland, 
Keith Jarrett, Herbie Hancock, Joe Zawin- 
ul, and Wayne Shorter, the latter two be- 
ing the nucleus of the most popular and 
exciting fusion group ever, Weather Re- 
port. Before it coagulated into the fat of 
bad instrumental rock (take a bow, 





Chick), fusion was a legitimate branch of 
the avant-garde even as its use of rock 
rhythms and electronics connected it to 
pop. Otherwise, everything was open and 
unpredictable: harmonies, counter- 
rhythms, the Hendrix-like interstellar gui- 
tar quests of a Pete Cosey (Miles’s last vi- 
sionary guitarist — and where is Pete any- 
way?). If the music settled into too com- 
fortable a groove, Miles himself would cut 
in with one of his forlorn yet defiant trum- 
pet cries and take it in some wholly new 
direction. 

Acid rock created a context for jazz 
rock, but acid jazz comes from what? 
Most hip-hoppers don’t seem to under- 
stand jazz (they may be intimidated by jazz 
musicians’ instrumental chops and techni- 
cal knowledge), and jazz musicians don’t 
seem able to meet rap more than halfway 
(the New York-based Groove Collective, 
with its core of sharpshooting jazz players, 
for the most part avoids lyrics). 

But the desire for jazz’s mainstream 
success dies hard. Jazz rock was a blip on 
the screen, for sure, but jazz hasn’t really 
taken over the culture at large since the 
heyday of the big bands in the ’30s and 
’40s. In those days, jazz was pop — Ben- 
ny Goodman, the King of Swing, ruled, 
quasi-jazz outfits led by Glenn Miller and 
Tommy Dorsey had pop hits like “In the 
Mood” and “I’m Getting Sentimental over 
You.” Ella Fitzgerald recorded a novelty 
hit, “A-Tisket A-Tasket,” with a group 
that also happened to be one of the most 
ferocious jazz ensembles alive, the Chick 
Webb band. The Duke Ellington Orches- 
tra played dances. 

All that ended with bebop, the revolu- 
tionary music of the late '40s and early 
"50s. The “17 men swinging” of the big- 
band era was cut by economics and 
changing aesthetics to tidy quartets and 
quintets playing new, complicated rhythms 
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that were impossible to dance to, and 
speedy, zigzagging melodies that didn’t 
hold a tune. Never mind that, as the com- 
poser George Russell has recalled, you 
could hear kids on the streets of Brooklyn 
whistling Charlie Parker lines — this was 
underground, subversive music. “Chinese 
music,” Cab Calloway called it. But kids 
might have known the tunes the way early 
rap fans knew Run-D.M.C. and Grand 
Master Flash. Like rap, bebop, though 
available to all, was a secret language. 
(Dizzy Gillespie, so it’s said, would teach 
it to anyone willing to learn.) 

Bebop represented the big turn for jazz 
— from dance music to concert music. 
Since then, there have been pop resur- 
gences — notably jazz-rock fusion and, 
before that, the ’60s samba jazz of Stan 
Getz and the gospel-influenced riffs and 
melodies of hard bop. 

But today, even with the labels making 
unprecedented bids for the stars of jazz’s 
young neoclassic wave, no one’s pretend- 
ing that this is multi-platinum stuff. As 
trends come and go, as the stars of indi- 
vidual artists rise and fall, chart watchers 
may argue that rock and roll is dead and 
ask whether rap is over. But no one ever 
asks when the next jazz disc is going to ex- 
plode. You’ll always be able to get tickets 
to see Joshua Redman. 

As the new pop alternative, acid jazz is 
neither as retro-nostalgic as Wynton 
Marsalis’s new-bop swing nor as resolutely 
nerdy as jazz’s left-wing avant-garde (cf. 
Don Byron, Bill Frisell, Eight Bold Souls, 
Joey Baron, not to mention elders like 
Roscoe Mitchell, Henry Threadgill, and 
Muhal Richard Abrams). 

Still, these days, everyone seems to be 
jumping on acid jazz’s bandwagon. There 
are the easily identifiable jazz/hip-hop hy- 
brids like Jazzmatazz and Hand on the 
Torch. There’s also a second wave that in- 
cludes the Solsonics, the Pacific Jazz Al- 
liance, Jazzhole, the Groove Collective, 
and Branford Marsalis on the new Buck- 
shot LeFonque (Columbia), a collaboration 
with Guru’s partner from Gang Starr, DJ 
Premier. But acid-jazz compilations (from 
Planet Earth, Talkin’ Loud/Mercury, and 
the endless stream of discs from New 
York’s Instinct Records) often include 
such unlikely suspects as French rapper 
MC Solaar, Britain’s neo-funk Brand New 
Heavies, Young Disciples, the Stereo 
MC’s, and former James Brown hornman 
Maceo Parker. 

On the weakest tracks, bands like the 
Solsonics, the Pacific Jazz Alliance, and 
Jazzhole come off as watery ’70s funk. 
Their pop moves ape Kool & the Gang, 
K.C. & the Sunshine Band or the Average 
White Band, and the Ohio Players, but 
without the hooks. You might hear a Bill 
Withers—style smoky vocal, but nothing 
like Withers’s tunesmanship (there ain’t 
no “Ain’t No Sunshine” in acid jazz). And 
there’s no woman to match the expressive 
power of, say, Chaka Khan or Betty 
Wright (with the possible exception of the 
under-recorded Dana Bryant, who does a 
killer remake of the Last Poets’ “The Rev- 
olution Will Not Be Televised” on the Pay- 
day/ffrr compilation Giant Steps). What’s 
more, when I listen to acid jazz, I hear the 
signpost trumpet and sax licks, the sam- 
pled bass and piano, but I find myself ask- 
ing, “When’s the jazz going to start?” 

Marsalis’s Buckshot LeFonque makes a 
noble effort. Branford has straddled the 
worlds of pop and jazz eagerly, touring 
and recording with Sting, jumping in for 
the Grateful Dead’s live shows, and now 
bringing the likes of Monk and Coltrane to 
the Tonight Show audience. 

Marsalis and Premier try everything 
here. There’s dancehall reggae and 
straight raps, both male and female. 
There’s an awful, Whitney-like ballad 
(“Ain’t I Funny,” sung by Tammy 
Townsend). There’s a nursery-rhyme hip- 
hop setting of Maya Angelou reciting “I 
Know Why the Caged Bird Sings” that’s at 
first cloying but eventually charms with its 
African-ized call-and-response back- 
ground male chorus. There’s a cover of 
Elton John’s “Mona Lisas (and Mad Hat- 
ters)” that includes a sample of Amharic 
vocalists from Ethiopia. Even the late blues 
guitarslinger Albert Collins, in his last ses- 
sion, gets off some good lines in the rock- 
guitar-based “No Pain, No Gain.” 

But the disc is overall a mish-mash. 
What’s intriguing are the impulses behind 
it. A drop-in cry of “Buckshot!” on the in- 
troductory cut sounds awfully familiar, 
and then you realize it’s a sample from 
N.W.A’s Straight Outta Compton, one of 
the most violent records in rap. 

What gives Buckshot LeFonque its edge 
is the dual impulse represented by that 
shout: is Branford a jazz artist or a pop 














musician, gangsta or Jay Leno’s musical 
director? The most compelling cut is the 
single “Breakfast at Denny’s.” A slice of 
Leno monologue introduces it, joking 
about the black Secret Service agents who 
were refused service at the restaurant 
(“Everybody sittin’ around eating that 
Grand Klan Breakfast!”). Marsalis follows 
Leno with scratching, a bitter, repeating 
piano figure, then a tenor solo that begins 
in relaxed bluesiness but ends in shrieking 
free-jazz fury, cut with sequenced vocals 
of a strangled cry of frustration. It’s un- 
derlined by a white MC who introduces 
“one of the greatest living masters 
of . . . jungle music.” Marsalis uses hip- 
hop techniques of samples and scratching 
to make a real jazz statement, questioning 
his own musical identity. 

There are other examples of real jazz in 
the midst of acid-jazz schmaltz. Some 
good surprises can be found on the 4th & 
B’Way/Island compilation Rebirth of the 
Cool. The disc starts out with an irrelevant 
cover of Herbie Hancock’s jazz-funk hit, 
“Chameleon,” by the Jazz Warriors. And 
along the way there’s Ronny Jordan doing 
his George Benson thing with those creepy 
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synth washes. But the big surprise comes 
with the La Funk Mob remix of Sene- 
galese rapper MC Solaar’s “Caroline.” 
(Michael Freedberg reviews Solaar’s Prose 
Combat on page 20 of this issue.) 

The song opens with a creepy guitar 
noise sample over a thudding beat, then 
shifts into a repeated rising piano arpeg- 
gio, minor-keyed and ominous. A synco- 
pated four-beat acoustic bass line enters, 
fat and fuzzy. There’s some spooky back- 
ground piano noodling, a ringing three- 
beat triangle in the foreground, and snake- 
rattle percussion. 

For all the specificity of the production, 
it’s still a minimalist soundscape, and So- 
laar’s French rap comes in flat and unin- 
flected. Between verses, the guitar noise 
returns over the vamp and then a tenor sax 
comes in. But it’s not the usual acid-jazz 
sax whipped cream on top of the chocolate 
sundae. A few smooth arpeggios break 
into percussive shrieks and honks. On one 
high, held shriek, everything drops out ex- 
cept some light percussion; the horn grad- 
ually works up some fast figures and be- 
comes more agitated. The background in- 
struments turn into a worrying chorus, 
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working the same slow riffs under the lead 
tenor’s anxiety. The mix clears, the tenor 
grapples for melody and shifts speeds, and 
the tune ends on its last dying notes. 

“Caroline” is a real jazz tune. However 
it was mixed, it provides breathing room 
for the soloist, and tenor and ensemble re- 
spond to each other. It’s a groove, but it’s 
more than a groove. The cyclical patterns 
of pop-song structure have been broken by 
variation. The tenor dramatizes Solaar’s 
waking nightmare, voicing what he can’t 
put into words. 

“Caroline” is followed by United Future 
Organization’s “Loud Minority,” and 
damned if it doesn’t start with a sample of 
the opening fanfare to George Russell’s 
“Ezz-thetic.” Samples don’t come any hip- 
per than that — a rarely played jazz classic 
by one of the music’s under-recognized 
master composers. On “Loud Minority,” a 
pinched trumpet riff follows the sample 
over popping rim shots. The bass line goes 
into a fast walk, an extended line over 
changes rather than a simple repeated riff. 
There’s some brief “one world” rapping 
and a piano solo break that — mid solo — 
leaps into a happy Latin montuno. 
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Any tune worth listening to more than 
once has to provide surprises — new 
events that unfold on every chorus. But 
“Caroline” and “Loud Minority” take a 
jazz musician’s approach to a tune. Like 
the rest of acid jazz, they don’t have much 
in terms of hooks. At the end of “Caro- 
line,” you’re not waiting for the chorus to 
come back; you’re waiting to see where 
the piece will go. 

Moments like these give hope that acid 
jazz will yet become an artistic break- 
through as well as a commercial one. Jazz 
needn’t be compromised by exposure to 
pop. After all,was Ellington compromised 
by playing for dancers at Harlem’s Cotton 
Club in 1928 or in Fargo, North Dakota, 
in 1940? Pop tunes were the food for be- 
bop invention. Miles Davis’s early fusion 
was some of the best music he ever made. 
In the ’70s, too, exciting jazz was coming 
from the funk fringes of New York’s “no 
wave” scene. Joseph Bowie’s Defunkt 
married contemporary funk rhythms to 
wailing free trombone solos and Hendrix 
guitar. When the groove is phat, anything 
is possible, and freedom abounds. Or 
should. QO

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JAMES BROWN: 
SOUL ON ICE 


The Godfather of Soul still has the 
moves. He can shimmy, slide, moon- 
walk, leap, spin — put more rhyth- 
mic savvy into a well-timed “Heh!” 
than most drummers can in a rim 
shot. But he can also coast, as he did 
a week ago Wednesday at the Har- 
borlights Pavilion. 

Brown’s was a long show, made 
longer by a 25-minute instrumental 
segment in which he proved his ability 
as director of his 14-piece band (in- 
cluding two bassists, two guitarists, 
and two kit drummers as well as a 
percussionist, and five horns) at the 
audience’s expense. What started as 
an interesting diversion into big-band 
bebop soon degenerated into empty- 
calorie riffing, with multiple bass-and- 
drums solos, endless squealing horn 
work, and lots of shtick. 

Shtick has always been part of 
James’s thing: the cape and the col- 
lapses as he leaves the stage, micro- 
phone-stand acrobatics, raps that ac- 
knowledge the cultural contributions 
of everyone from JFK and MLK to 
B.B. King stitched into his songs. 
And when he works, it works. He can 
turn a sudden drop to his knees into 
something as dramatic as the breaths 
he takes between the lines of his 
spell-binding delivery of “It’s a Man’s 
World,” or the plaintiveness in his 
voice when he sings “Try Me (I Need 
You).” 

“Try Me” was among the too many 
songs Brown didn’t quite get through 
last week. Time and again he inter- 
rupted his own spells with digressions. 
When we were mesmerized by “Try 
Me,” he cut his singing short for an 
on-stage waltz with his wife. “Man’s 
World” took on a surreal edge as Judy 
Kim, one of Brown’s half-dozen 
dancers, hovered behind him doing a 
stripper’s thrust-and-strut clad in a 
body stocking. “Papa’s Got a Brand 
New Bag” collapsed into a “Get down 
with James Brown” call-and-response 
with his five backing singers, prevent- 
ing us from doing just that. 

The show’s highs came when 
Brown and band got on the good foot 
and stayed there. After all, he’s the 
master architect of funk, and with 
this bottom-heavy band, “Make It 
Funky” and “Get Up Offa That 
Thing” felt driven by cannon shots. 
Plying the fat grooves, James shim- 
mied along in his red silk pants and 
shirt and sequined vest, sliding on the 
heels of his gleaming silver boots. 

For bottom-line funk, however, it 
wasn’t the big boom of the multiple 
drums-and-basses line-up that dis- 
played the wickedest edge. It was 
Brown himself. After opening with an 
energized tear through “Living in 
America,” Brown and His Soul Gen- 
erals, as his epaulet-wearing outfit 
are called, cracked into a version of 
“Cold Sweat” in which James’s asides 
and exhortations rang mighty as fire. 
His outbursts of “Uh, good God” 
and “Hit me, hit me” carry real 
rhythmic weight, slicing through the 
dense waves of funk like determined 
porpoises. Each cry pushed another 
of the audience’s buttons, adding grit 
and making “Get down!” seem an 
imperative. But the edge his verbal 
rhythmic histrionics established was 
blunted by the interminable instru- 
mental segment that followed, and by 
Brown’s chronic inability to stick to 
his tunes until he’d finished them. 
Which made the concert more drag 
than uplift. Good God.

FESTIVAL NEW ORLEANS: 
DOIN’ IT DIRTY 


Gregory Davis of the Dirty Dozen 
Brass Band was letting the crowd 
have it. “This is how we do it in New 
Orleans!” he said, exhorting people to 
get up and dance.

to feel bad when you go down there!” 

New Orleans music requires audi- 
ence participation — the same- 
sounding melodies of zydeco, Cajun, 
brass band, and other two-step off- 
shoots just don’t cut it as merely con- 
cert music. The Dirty Dozen were the 
brainiest band of this year’s touring 
Festival New Orleans, which stopped 
at Great Woods on July 3 and 4. 
Grounded in strong parade rhythms 
— pounded out on snare and bass 
drum, driven by the strong pulse of 
tuba — the Dirty Dozen nonetheless 
travel from Jelly Roll Morton to Duke 
Ellington, bebop, free jazz, and back. 
But even for them, the music isn’t 
complete unless people are moving. 
“Pretend you’re in your bathroom 
with the door closed and the mirror 
fogged up,” Davis told the crowd 
seated at picnic tables in the pine- 
grove-shaded Bayou Stage area at 
Great Woods (the transformed “Gar- 
den Café”). “Unfold your arms!” 
Then the band swung into “The Mon- 
key Speaks His Mind.” 

Davis’s cheerleading worked — to 
an extent. By the house’s count, 4000 
attended the July 3 show, and that 
spreads pretty thin among three stages 
plus multiple food and crafts booths at 
the 19,000-capacity venue. The festi- 
val is a miniature of its parent event, 
the unique New Orleans Jazz & Her- 
itage Festival, which is held every 
spring in the Crescent City. But for 
aficionados, the Heritage Festival is 
mecca, and the Festival New Orleans 
(making its second annual Great 
Woods stop) a necessary recharging. 
“We're starting to see a lot of people 
we know,” C.J. Chenier said back- 
stage. He was also willing to give the 
crowd more credit than Davis. “Once 
they start, they get loose.” 

True to the New Orleans spirit, all 
styles in the festival live side by side. 
Six bands did two shows each on dif- 
ferent stages, and the Soul Rebels 
Brass Band and Wild Magnolias led 
parades around the grounds. Wayne 
Toups & Zydecajun played guitar 
rock as well as Cajun two-steps and 


waltzes. Chenier’s Red Hot Louisiana 
Band sported three guitars in addition 
to the leader’s accordion. The feath- 
er-dressed Wild Magnolias Mardi 
Gras Indian tribe were fronted by 
Santana-style lead guitarist June Vic- 
tory. Charmaine Neville (of New Or- 
leans’s unofficial royal family) played 
a funky treatment of “Eleanor Rigby.” 

But self-proclaimed zydeco king 
Boozoo Chavis probably hewed clos- 
est to the roots. Chavis and his band 
the Magic Sounds also dug the deep- 
est grooves. In Boozoo’s band, every- 
thing plays rhythm, even Chavis’s hy- 
peractive accordion. (John Guidry’s 
trumpet gave harmonic breadth to 
Chavis’s melody lines.) At bottom 
was the deep pop of Percy Walker 
Jr.’s trap-drum snare. Add to that the 
electric guitar and bass and the es- 
sential rhythm and color of rubboard 
— the long steady scrape of the left 
hand over its corrugated-steel sur- 
face, the rapid syncopations of the 
right. On Sunday, rubboard player 
Curtis Harmon’s sinuous snake rat- 
tles became an airy afterbeat. 

Boozoo sang in his dog-call-style 
classics like “Paper in My Shoe” (be- 
cause that’s how he kept his feet 
warm growing up poor in Lake 
Charles, Louisiana) and a bowdler- 
ized “Uncle Bud,” in which he 
dropped the last words of lewd, un- 
PC couplets like “Uncle Bud’s got 
corn never been shucked/Uncle 
Bud’s got a daughter never been. . .” 
He sang them wearing his trademark 
white Stetson and the transparent 
plastic apron that protects his accor- 
dion from his sweat-soaked, fancy 
snap-button Western shirt with its 
Bud Light endorsement over the left 
breast pocket. He’d begin each tune 
with some sharp blasts from the ac- 
cordion, leaning into his instrument, 
puffing his cheeks. At 63, he never 
flagged. Listing his credits and en- 
dorsements, he told the crowd 
offhandedly, “I'll be 64 in October if 
I’m still here.” But on Sunday, there 
was no time like the present.

Heavy Stink

he tampon incident at the 
1992 Reading Festival is 
something people remember 
when L7’s name comes up. 
Reaching into her shorts, 
pulling out her tampon, and lobbing it at 
the audience was probably just a small step 
for singer/guitarist Donita Sparks. And in 
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all fairness it was just another small leap 
for rockkind, something along the lines of 
Jim Morrison dropping trou in Florida, ex- 
cept apparently there weren’t any local or- 
dinances against disposing of a tampon in 
that manner. Fortunately, L7 haven’t made 
that their calling card; as the original 
punks learned the hard way, if you spit on 
the audience, they’ll spit back. But, hell, 
even small rebel milestones are a big deal 
in the realm of rock and roll, an outlaw 
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ale rock band, or even the most outrageous... 


L7 carry big amps — not political baggage 


haven where most rules have already been 
broken dozens of times over. 

L7 aren’t the first all-female rock band, 
or even the most outrageous. And they 
don’t enjoy being held up as a symbol 
nearly as much as they like to rock. But 
they are, willing or not, pioneers in an era 
when separating the girls from the boys is 
beginning to make less and less sense. 
There may still be plenty of old-school, 
crotch-grabbing boyz out there, and a new 
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breed of reportedly separatist grrris 
emerging, but what with Kurt Cobain and 
Krist Novaselic kissing and cross-dressing, 
there’s been some serious reshuffling of 
the gender deck. And the suits don’t mean 
nearly as much as they used to. 

Six years and four albums into a record- 
ing career that began with the primitive 
punk of a homonymous disc on Bad Reli- 
gion’s Epitaph label, L7 are poised to de- 
liver the final blow to the myth that boys 
can rock harder than girls. And the hook- 
savvy, punk-inflected, metal-laced riff- 
rock of Hungry for Stink (Slash/Warner 
Bros.), which hits the stores on July 12 
just as the band hit the road as part of this 
year’s strong Lollapalooza line-up, is their 
ace in the hole. 

“What’s a beautiful girl like you doing in 
a race like this?”, a smug sportscaster asks 
amid the high-octane guitar roar of 
“Shirley,” Hungry for Stink’s ode to real- 
life auto racer Shirley Muldowney. “Win- 
ing,” is bassist Jennifer Finch’s answer. 
But the question might as well have ended 
“in a band like this?” In the past, even as 
recently as their 1992 alternative break- 
through Bricks Are Heavy (Slash/Warner 
Bros.), you could dismiss L7 as a novelty, 
a ’90s update of the badass, bad-girl cari- 
cature of the Runaways. But only if you 
weren’t listening too closely. 

With its rock-solid wall of pounding 
drums, rumbling bass lines, and molasses- 
thick rhythm guitars reinforced by a sec- 
ondary line of colorful lead-guitar textures, 
Hungry for Stink brings added dimensions 
to the slow-grind metallic punk of Bricks 
Are Heavy. The ominous creep-show vibe 
of Bricks’ “Pretend That We’re Dead” 
comes through in the spooky, low-end uni- 
son vocals of “Can I Run,” the ghoulish 
chord progression and horror-movie 
screams of “Baggage,” and the sleazy, slith- 
ering groove of “Questioning My Sanity.” 

L7 have found promising new haunts in 
the swirling psychedelia of “Talk Box” 
(which features Sparks singing a signature 
riff through a talk box a la Peter Frampton), 
in the seventh-chord acid blues of “Stuck 
Here Again,” and in the playful surf metal 
of “Riding with a Movie Star,” a hard-rock 
pop nugget embellished with keyboards, 
handclaps, and additional percussion. Their 
DIY, garage-punk roots are still visible in

the snarling frontal assault of “Fuel My 
Fire” and the humorous slur “Freak Mag- 
net” (“I’m a freak magnet/I’ve got jerk ap- 
peal”). Now, though, the band have other 
ways of getting their point across. 

Finch’s declarative “How many times 
must you be told/There’s nowhere that we 
don’t go” in “Shirley” may refer to the 
male-dominated world of auto racing, but 
it works as well for L7’s approach to the 
male-dominated realm of hard rock. Be- 
cause sectioning off women in rock as a 
self-contained subset, as if music were an 
Olympic sport and L7 were a basketball 
team, just doesn’t work anymore, even if 
there are still people out there who'd like 
to keep things that way. 

“Can I Run,” one of the best songs on 
Hungry for Stink, deals with the pervasive 
threat of male violence against women — 
“Unsensible shoes on my feet/I wear my 
shades so our eyes don’t meet/I’m scared 
every fucking day/I wear my headphones 
so I can’t hear what you say.” But that 
doesn’t make it exclusively for women, any 
more than the Clash’s “White Riot” was ex- 
clusively for Caucasians. And Sparks’s fear 
and loathing has more in common with 
Johnny Rotten’s sneer and Joe Strummer’s 
righteous anger than Helen Reddy’s roar. 

“That stuff isn’t a big issue anymore,” 
Sparks claims from a phone at Warner 
Bros.’ LA offices. “Most people are a bit 
more enlightened about that kind of sex- 
ism. There are still a bunch of dunder- 
heads who harp on the fact that we’re all 
women. When we first started, when there 
were indeed fewer women in bands, it 
happened 75 percent of the time. Now 
there’s so many women playing that it’s 
not really an issue, and it happens maybe 
25 percent of the time. I don’t know why 
it wouldn’t have been accepted in the first 
place, but I’m not an idiot, either. I just try 
not to waste too much time thinking about 
what goes on inside the heads of dullards.” 

L7 make a point of being a democratic 
band with no single spokesperson. Sparks 
handled the bulk of the songwriting for the 
latest disc, but Finch and guitarist Suzi 
Gardener are also represented in the cred- 
its. And all four members, including drum- 
mer Dee Plakas, sing. So when you ask 
one member of L7 a question, you often 
get a collective response like “We like to 
keep our eyes on things and make our own 
decisions. We’re a very hands-on band. If 
somebody wants our music in their movie, 
we all read the script, we all discuss the 
script, and we all turned down The Crow.” 

It doesn’t take long to deduce that 
they’ve all decided to deflect questions con- 
cerning the band’s position on the politics 
of gender in rock and roll. As Sparks some- 
what defensively explains, “J am a feminist 
and I have no problem with the word, but 
you don’t have to carry that baggage to be a 
listener of our music. You don’t even have 
to think about what we do with our spare 
time if you don’t want to. Just listen to the 
music, and if you like it, great. 

“It’s funny because a British journalist 
was asking me about “Can I Run,” and she 
said, ‘Oh but you’re so tough and you’re 
scared every day, really?’ Well, yeah, I am, 
I’m very afraid, and I think other people 
can connect with that. But that’s not the 
reason I wrote the song. I didn’t write it for 
other people to connect with. I wrote it for 
myself because I was feeling pissed off. I 
had to walk my dog one night because she 
had to go to the bathroom, and I was really 
fed up that I had to change the clothes I 
was wearing, put on my rape whistle, and 
put my hair under a hat. I was really tired 
and I wanted to walk my dog in my fuck- 


ing bathrobe, but you just can’t do that, 
and that pissed me off.” 

Take L7 too seriously and you’ll risk 
missing the humor of Hungry for Stink, 
because for every deadly serious song like 
“Can I Run,” there’s one that kicks back 
into the simple, raunchy joys of rocking 
out. The disc’s first single, “Andres,” is an 
infectious, three-chord schlock-rocker that 
Gardner and Sparks wrote as an apology 
to a friend. “We had written the music to 
the song and we were practicing it when 
he walked into the room and Suzi just 
started singing ‘Andres.’ It was right after 
this bad scene had happened between him 
and us, so I started singing ‘I’m sorry,’ 
and that was it.” 

Even the grisly, metal-on-metal grind of 
“Questioning My Sanity,” a song about 
the uplifting subject of depression, has a 
lighter side — you can’t sing a line like 
“I’m saving my piss in a jar/This depres- 
sion has gone too far” without a little 
smirk, and L7 deliver it with a big, sneer- 
ing grin. 

“That was one of the few songs that was 
actually fun to record,” Sparks recounts. 
“Suzi and I were in hysterics the whole 
time. I ripped the lead off from [War’s] 
‘Low Rider’ because I couldn’t think of 
anything to play. In ‘Low Rider’ there’s 
this great buried riff that runs through the 
entire track — I heard the song for years 
and it wasn’t until I heard it on a Walk- 
man that I heard that riff in my left ear. 
Anyway, I couldn’t think of anything to 
play, and I was totally in the hot seat to 
come up with a lead, so I just started play- 
ing the ‘Low Rider’ riff, and we were dou- 
bled over laughing. And all the feedback 
sounds on the song are from Suzi stomp- 
ing on this grunge pedal. We bought a 
pedal that’s actually called a grunge pedal 
just for the historical cheese factor of it. 
And then we recorded a track of me play- 
ing this kids’ toy I call a yoohoo stick. I 
was standing on one leg on a chair that 
was very wobbly playing it, and it seemed 
pretty funny at the time.” 

Sparks may play down her band’s issue- 
oriented side, but for L7 it’s a practical 
means of keeping rock and politics from 
compromising each other. “We’re not a 
political band, but we do volunteer our 
time and money to organizations that we 
feel we can help out. We’re citizens and we 
have the right to do that. We feel strongly 
about people getting fucked around and 
the environment getting fucked around and 
we’re fortunately in a position where we 
can help out an organization. 

“When we started Rock for Choice, we 
went to the Fund for the Feminist Majority 
with the idea of putting on a concert to 
raise money for abortion rights. They had 
no idea who the fuck we were or who Nir- 
vana were. They wanted Jackson Browne, 
and he’s not the way to reach the youth to- 
day. I have nothing against Jackson 
Browne. I think it’s very cool that he’s put 
a lot of time into good causes. But I used 
to go to rallies and be so bored by the folk 
music. I mean, when the Baby Boomers 
die, who’s going to be at the marches?” 

By confining rock and politics to sepa- 
rate spheres, L7 have already covered a lot 
of ground in both areas. Hungry for Stink 
marks another rock victory for the band. 
Slash president Bob Biggs recently told 
Billboard that he “looks at this record as 
the first step in getting Donita Sparks 
elected as the first woman president of the 
United States.” Sparks’s response: “Who 
wants to be president when you can be in 
a rock band.” Besides, she’d probably have 
trouble explaining the tampon incident. Q

album pledge allegiance to the joys of big, 
dumb guitar riffs. “Baby Break It Down” 
and “Suck on the Jugular” (the latter in- 
cluding the can’t-miss chorus of “All get 
together and feel all right/All get together 
and fuck all night”) are as insidiously 
catchy as, say, “Beast of Burden” or “She’s 
So Cold.” And when the band lock into a 
vintage three-chord stomp like “You Got 
Me Rockin’ ” (how’s that for an original ti- 
tle?) or “I Go Wild,” it explains why we’ve 
bothered keeping them around this long. 

In the end, the only thing keeping this 
album from being flat-out great is that 
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personality on Stones discs than on solo 
albums. But he’s also falling prey to the 
same fallacy that’s been dogging his friend 
Tina Turner’s recent albums — the idea 
that the only way to sound like a credible 
rocker as you get older is to keep remind- 
ing people how sexy you still are. 

On Voodoo Lounge, that means a lot of 
unintentional goofiness as he aims for 
shock value. The opening single, “Love Is 
Strong” (where Jagger drops his voice and 
announces “You make me hard”), kinda 
works because you wonder whether he’s 
sending himself up or not. But when you

But hold on before you suggest that’s al- 
ways been the case with the Stones. That 
would both be doing them a disservice and 
letting them off the hook, and forgetting 
about the depth, danger, and songwriting 
brilliance that started to evaporate after 
| Exile on Main Street. Some Girls (1978), 
| rightly considered the last great Stones al- 

bum, was heard as their response to punk 

rock, but in retrospect, that might have 
| been a lucky coincidence. More likely they 
| realized that they needed a hit, and that 
| playing it a little rougher never hurts. Ditto 

for Voodoo Lounge, which is indeed their 
| best album since then — and their first 
| recording without bassist Bill Wyman (for- 
mer Miles Davis sideman Darryl Jones 
plays on most of the songs). This CD 
could be the Stones’ response to Seattle 
and the Black Crowes; more likely it’s just 
their response to their last two singles’ 
having bombed (“Highwire” and “Sex 
Drive,” remember?). But after assembly- 
line product like Steel Wheels and Dirty 
Work, a much better piece of assembly-line 
product like Voodoo Lounge comes as a 
welcome relief. 

The album goes out of its way to give 





longtime fans what they probably want the 
most: a chance to be a fan one more time. 
Co-producer Don Was is making a career 
out of making old guys sound good, and 
he gets the mix right: lots of Keith, a loud 
but live Charlie Watts drum sound (re- 
placing the computerized Charlie that 
Steve Lillywhite used on Dirty Work), 
and a willingness to use the worn-out 
edges in Mick Jagger’s voice for dra- 
matic effect. (“New Faces” gets a sur- 
prising poignancy from Jagger’s 
sounding old for the first time on disc 
— bet he had to be talked into that 
one.) The swampy studio textures on 
“Moon Is Up” were also probably 
Was’s doing; with its spooky echoed 
accordion and harp, it’s a long-overdue 
raising of Brian Jones’s ghost.

ask the same question on five or six other 
songs, you start to worry. There’s always a

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SOWING AND REAPING: MC Solaar brings a poet’s complexity to his purring knife-blade tales. 


o judge by MC Solaar’s two 
CDs, Paris should now be the 
capital of rap. And now, three 
years after the release of his 
first CD, Qui séme le vent 
recolte le tempo (“Who sows the wind reaps 
| the tempo”), the US can find out why, be- 
cause Solaar’s second CD, Prose Combat 
(Island/Mango), has been released here. 
Solaar, who hails from Senegal, is rap’s 
most important mike man since L.L. Cool J 
was at the top of his game. Backed by the 
| beat work of DJs Jimmy Jay and Boom Bass 
— beats as fully orchestrated and aromatic 
as Europop — he drags his woozy whisper 
of a voice slowly forward, cool and sultry 
like a whiskey-voiced bistro singer, drawing 
you close to his intricate niceties. Schmooz- 
ing through the cowboy illusions in “Nou- 
veau western” and the name-dropping, 
Parisian gossip called “A la Claire 


Fontaine,” he seems like rap’s equivalent of 
Europop master Serge Gainsbourg. 

I don’t mean to suggest he’s a black-tie 
singer. I’ve never heard a rapper more 
streetwise or hardcore than Solaar rapping 
the CD’s title song in his “J’habite le 
Quartier Nord” mode (the Quartier Nord, 
where he resides, is Paris’s multi-racial, 
Arabic and African ghetto). And the song 
he calls “La concubine de I’hémoglobine” 
envisions the angel of death as fully as 
anything from Lou Reed or Enigma. 

Half the seductive power of Prose Com- 
bat is its sleazy, intricate rhythms. Jimmy 
Jay and Boom Bass have adapted the 
square-peg beats of hip-hop to the round- 
hole mixes of deep house music with fewer 
dents and bruises than any US DJ. Jimmy 
Jay’s deft sequencing and Boom Bass’s 
sensitivity to texture ensure that Solaar’s 
moodiness will feel entirely different from 


the sneer affected in most US raps. His 
sadness seems as light as air, like endlessly 
downsloping sighs. 

Jimmy Jay’s atmospherics suffuse even 
Solaar’s comic flights (for example, the 
fashion magazine and supermodel dialogue 
called “Dévotion”), so you can imagine 
what effect they have on his doomsday po- 
etry. Almost the entire CD takes place in 
what Solaar calls the death zone, a sure bet 
for tedium, except that his DJs’ strangely 
shifting drop-ins (and Solaar’s dropped 
names) leave the watermark of actual detail 
on every line. An uninspired rapper might 
find himself overwhelmed by music this ag- 
gressively pictorial. Not Solaar. His eyewit- 
nessing hangs on the music like mileposts 
and traffic lights. 

His sense of syncopation alternately 
squeezes and stretches the music (and his 
verses) as if he were playing baritone sax in 
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an awfully funky jazz band. Only when “La 
fin justifie les moyens” (“The end justifies 
the means”) opens with a Mississippi blues 
guitar lick that sounds like vintage Son 
House does the music threaten to outgun 
Solaar himself, but not for long. Solaar 
crunches his voice into blues shape as he 
boasts of his ability to do whatever it takes 
to get what he wants in what he whimsical- 
ly calls the game of “échec et mat, bravo 
Miss Kasparov” — whoever she is. 

Fans who understand French well 
enough to catch Solaar’s hip slang are to 
be envied, because his use of language, 
like US rapper Chubb Rock’s, is also un- 
expectedly bookish. He juggles imagery as 
if it were symbolist verse, and he uses allit- 
eration and internal rhyme as if he were a 
mediaeval troubadour, without sounding 
the least bit effete. Chubb Rock, too, mixes 
book learning and street knowledge, but 
he’s prolix, and he misses the mark as of- 
ten as he hits it. Solaar never misses. 

“Prose Combat” sends you on a rhyth- 
mic trip through a Paris that, as he nar- 
rates it, sounds like Henry Miller talking 
about living in the Villa Borghese. “Cette 
fois le ciel est beau,” says Solaar. “Je 
squatte en solo/Sur un banc public prés 
du Campo Formio/J’pense a I’SOS issu 
de mon esprit. ‘Allo papa tango charly.’ ” 
(“Today the weather is fine. I’m squatting 
alone on a public bench near the Campo 
Formio, thinking of the SOS my mind’s 
sending out: ‘Hello Papa Tango Char- 
ly.’ ”) It’s hard to capture the feel of lines 
from “Obsolete,” his most lyrical speech, 
without reading them out loud. Translated 
they read like another standard rapper’s 
brag: “French pop’s his target, Solaar the 
crossbow (Who sticks it to the banal 
bunch and makes the elite stay in bed).” 
But the French original, with its cascade 
of soft c, i, and z and hard p, q, and t 
sounds, is like the fast slash of knife 
blades past your ear. 

Troubadour poetry isn’t just unrequited 
lovers chirping like birds in trees — much 
of the earliest stuff (try Willhem Count of 
Provence) was violent, bloody, sexually 
boastful stuff. I can’t go back to Narbonne 
or Carcassonne and hear Willhem for my- 
self, but I can hear Solaar lyricize a knife 
fight to the beat of Jimmy Jay’s drum. And 
for me that’s good enough. Q 
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“Great fun...there’s 
no denying that this 
is a romp from start 
to finish.”

One tough Hood 


David Minehan keeps his 


eareer in rock on track 


by Brett Milano 


fter a tour with Paul West- 

erberg, a fill-in slot with 

Aerosmith, and local-insti- 

tution status with the 

Neighborhoods, David 
Minehan is about to do something he 
hasn’t done in more than 15 years. He’s 
about to play his first gig with a new band 
— the first he’s fronted since the Neigh- 
borhoods ended their decade-plus run in 
October ’92. 

The new combo, known as Stardarts, 
has the familiar line-up of two gui- 
tars/bass/drums, and a familiar face in 
bassist Darren Hill (from the Red Rockers, 
Raindogs, and the Westerberg tour). 
There’s also Kevin Shurtleff on drums and 
Allen Devine on guitar. And though most 
of the Neighborhoods songs are retired for 
the time being, Minehan hints that old fans 
should find the sound familiar as well. “I 
can’t wildly reinvent myself, so this will 
have some Hoods-like structures,” he ex- 
plains. “Hopefully it will be trend-free and 
just rely on the songs, like the Hoods did 
for a good part of their career. It’ll certain- 
ly be guitar-driven, we love good vocals, 
we like a lyric with a twist. It’s still a pop 
form, but with that jaded cynical opti- 
mism.” The band play their first show to- 
morrow night (Friday) at Lupo’s in Provi- 
dence; it’ll be followed by a Boston debut 
at the Middle East on Saturday. 

“I’m kind of nervous, because I 
haven’t done this in a while,” 
Minehan continues. “But I know 
it’s going to seem like I’ve never 
been off stage when I get up there. 
I’m not trying to draw too much 
attention yet, because nothing real- 


ly replaces live shows for working on 


all the kinks out. Hopefully this 
will be good. I mean, I know it'll be 
good, but hopefully it’ll be relevant 
as well.” 

The Neighborhoods had been 
through plenty of ups and downs 
before their break-up. A lot of 
old fans never got used to the 
flashier, metalized direction they 
adopted in the mid ’80s. (Their 
1990 album The Neighborhoods 
— a major-label debut recorded 
12 years after the band’s forma- 
tion — included some of their 
toughest and most fun tracks 
ever, but it also had a misguided 
remake of their 1979 single 
“Prettiest Girl.”) The band ap- 
peared to be hitting a songwrit- 
ing peak in their last year togeth- 
er, only to have Atlantic reject the 
last batch of demos. So they 
went out with a proper splash, doing a 
two-night finale at the Rat that was strong 
enough to blow away any memories of 
spotty gigs or records. 

“The end was a lot of fun,” Minehan re- 
calls. “It took everybody to lay their cards on 
the table, all their grievances and dissatisfac- 
tions, their needing to get on with life. Once 
that was verbalized and brought out in the 
open, we spent our last seven or eight 
months going for broke, having fun, a real 
healing kind of thing. We were lucky to get 
sent off with the warmest regard, because a 
lot of bands peter out miserably.” 

And Minehan landed on his feet as few 
former band members do. Within a year 
he’d scored the gig with Westerberg, be- 
coming part of a touring band who shook 
some action in a way that the Replace- 
ments hadn’t really done since Bob Stinson 
(or at least since Chris Mars) was kicked 
out. That band haven’t made it to the stu- 
dio yet, but Minehan says it’s likely to hap- 


pen when Westerberg finishes writing the 
next album. 

“We keep in touch; when the Minnesota 
Twins are kicking the shit out of the Red 
Sox, he calls me. He knows what the process 
is about now. Once you utter a word that 
you’re about to go in the studio, you’ve 
signed your life away for the next two years. 
But he’s jonesing to do something, and I’m 
all ears when the time comes.” 

Other sideman offers came in after the 
tour. He’s all over the forthcoming Jeffrey 
Gaines album; he’s signed on to augment 
Velvet Crush’s line-up when they play the 
Conan O’Brien show next month. And last 
month he got the ultimate plum of becoming 
a fill-in member of Aerosmith when an illness 
in Brad Whitford’s family kept him away 
from some Japanese shows. Minehan had 
played to stadium crowds before (the Neigh- 
borhoods once opened a Bowie show at 
Foxboro Stadium), and he’d jammed with 
some Aerosmith members after Whitford 
produced the last Hoods album. Whitford 
and Tom Hamilton even sat in at the Hoods’ 
final gig. Which doesn’t mean that he didn’t 
get more jitters than usual before going on 
stage in Japan. 

“It really was a dream come true. I 
mean, it was Aerosmith. I knew all the 
songs, and I had 24 hours on a plane to 
hear them on my Walkman and transpose 
them in my head to the right key. One of 
my rituals before going on stage is to brush 
my teeth and take a big swig of Listerine;

don’t ask why, but I always do it. So I re- 
member Steven [Tyler] coming over to me 
on stage, holding the mike up to sing 
something. He smelled my breath and said, 
“Hey man, what have you been drinking?’ I 
said, ‘It’s Listerine, and I didn’t even swal- 
low,’ and he said, ‘I know the feeling!’ ” 
(Like Westerberg and Aerosmith, Minehan 
kicked all his habits a few years back.) 

High-profile headline slots and profitable 
sideman gigs are clearly within Minehan’s 
reach, but he prefers to launch his new band 
the old-fashioned way. “People already want 
to book us sight unseen to do everything the 
Hoods were doing, but I don’t want to jump 
into the rigmarole yet. I love the low-pres- 
sure, more-fun quotient.” Is it more satisfy- 
ing this way? “Well, we'll see. But I'll cer- 
tainly sleep well at night having sung a whole 
set of my own material and partaking of that 
process again.”

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Tony Bennett’s MTV Unplugged special or 
listened the soundtrack album, you might 
have noticed that Evan Dando and J Mas- 
cis are nowhere to be heard. Both of these 
local heroes participated (on separate 
songs) in the show’s taping last month and 
had their segments wind up on the cutting- 
room floor. Rumors have since been flying 
that their performances simply didn’t hack 
it. But Mascis, whom I spoke with in New 
York last week, begs to differ. 

“I don’t even remember what I played 
because I was so nervous, but I didn’t 
think it was bad or anything. We did ‘St. 
James Infirmary,’ the old blues tune, and it 
totally bums me out that it was cut. I guess 
they [MTV’s producers] thought that Evan 
was out of tune, but I thought that every- 
body there was really surprised by how 
good Evan was singing. There were friends 
of mine there who weren’t Lemonheads 
fans, and they all thought Evan was doing 
really well. 

“I thought the whole point of the show 
was to have Tony Bennett play with people 
from different genres or weird people that 
you wouldn’t think would be into him, and 
then they cut it all out. They cut the show 
from 90 minutes to an hour, which is 
something they never do. I guess MTV 
was scared that some people wouldn’t like 
Tony Bennett — but of course they love 
Stone Temple Pilots.” This last with a dis- 
gusted roll of the eyes. 

MTV responds that the cuts were in 
compliance with Tony Bennett’s wishes. 
“We had only a limited amount of time,” 
says Tina Exarhos, an MTV publicist. 
“Tony Bennett had creative control over 
who gets what amount of time.” Exarhos 
adds that Bennett did not specify why he 
left Dando and Mascis on the cutting- 
room floor, concluding, “There were a 
number of other songs that were cut too.” 

Mascis, meanwhile, has completed the 
new Dinosaur Jr. album Without a Sound, 
which you'll hear more about when it’s re- 
leased in late August.

SOUNDCHEK. There was reason to 
cheer when the locally produced music 
show SoundChek appeared on Channel 56 
last month. Unless you count the occa- 
sional Boston bands on the Conan 
O’Brien show, it’s not often that anyone 
puts the sound and feel of the local scene 
on TV. After three episodes, the show is 
down but not out. Although it’s off the air 
for the time being, producer Roberto 
Mighty promises that it will be back by 
Labor Day and attributes the current hia- 
tus to the fact that it was initially slotted to 
follow the Arsenio Hall show, just before 
Arsenio bailed out. “Everybody loved the 
show, but that time slot was just killing us. 
We’re negotiating now for a better one.” 











At its best, SoundChek mg like py col- 
lege radio with pictures, and the first few 
episodes were spotty but promising. Both 
the band interviews and CD reviews were 
less than probing, and the show could use 
more live music. (Airing a band’s video in- 
stead of a live performance, as they did af- 
ter the third show’s Gigolo Aunts inter- 
view, doesn’t serve much purpose.) On 
the other hand, the interviews with be- 
hind-the-scenes types like Greg Hawkes 
(on keyboard technology) and producer 
Drew Townson were fun and informative, 
and the guitar-in-hand interview with 
Buddy Guy, though not really related to 
the local scene, was a kick. The already 
taped fourth installment includes the 
bands Seventh Veil and Notary Public, 
and Mighty says that the show is looking 
to expand its focus to a wider variety of 
music from all over New England. 


COMING UP. For the sake of diversity 
alone, next Wednesday (the 13th) promises 
to be one of the more interesting nights in 
memory, offering a choice among three id- 
iosyncratic acts that rarely tour these days. 
The Middle East has Peter Case, the for- 
mer pop wizard and Plimsouls leader (he 
wrote their hit “A Million Miles Away”), 
who’s lately been reborn as a convincing, 
acoustic folk-blues artist. Working a simi- 
lar-but-different territory is Dave Cousins, 
whose ’70s band the Strawbs were among 
the most intense of English prog-rock-folk 
bands, largely because of his powerful vo- 
cals. He hits Johnny D’s tonight for his first 
local show in a decade, with latter-day 
Strawbs guitarist Brian Willoughby. Over 
at Axis are the Godfathers, who were, for a 
short time in the late ’80s, one of the best 
live bands around. No telling how much 
they’ve changed since then, but a rousing 
version of “Birth, School, Work, Death” 
should still be in the cards. 

Otherwise: Jimmie Van Zant, who filled 
in for his late brother in Lynyrd Skynyrd, 
hits the Rat with Swinging Steaks and Cri- 
sis of Faith tonight (Thursday) . . . The 
unmissable Tsunami are at T.T. the Bear’s 
tomorrow with Half Japanese main man 
Jad Fair opening; Sam Black Church and 
6L6 hit Local 186 . . .

*x*x*x1/2 Charlies Mingus 
Quintet, JAZZ PORTRAITS (MIN- 
GUS IN WONDERLAND) (Blue 
Note). This live 1959 Mingus 
recording is among the late 
bassist’s most fully realized and 
highly charged. Alto-saxophonist 
John Handy gives one of his best 
performances on record, snaking 
over tempo changes and stop-time 
choruses in “Nostalgia in Times 
Square” with satiny ease, and 
adding an especially wistful sad- 
ness to “Alice’s Wonderland.” 
Booker Ervin, in his recording 
debut, startles with his wide, 
aggressive tone. His solo on “No 
Private Income Blues” seems to 
start at the climax, but it continues 
to build excitement. 

Mingus’s compositions — their 
bebop vocabulary expanded with 
devices from Jelly Roll Morton 
and his beloved Duke Ellington, 
gut-level gospel, and blues moans 
— made special technical and 
emotional demands; the ones on 
this album are among his most 
successful. His solos, fearsome 
emotional outbursts, are mesmer- 
izing displays of expressive tech- 
nique.

*x1/2 Bill Lowe/Philippe Crett- 
jen Quintet, SUNDAY TRAIN 
(Konnex). This is a good set for 
those who like their acoustic jazz 
straight-ahead. Most of the familiar 
bases are touched — blues, bal- 
lads, Monkiana, an intimation of 
jolly pre-bop — and everybody 
plays well. But everybody's a virtu- 
oso nowadays, whether it comes 
to threading his own line or inter- 
acting with a combo. What's in 
short supply here are those sparks 
of derring-do that lift a set above 
the general excellence. 

There are some inspired mo- 
ments, mostly from pianist John 
Medeski, whose “Meta,” a slow- 
walking lament with a deceptively 
melodramatic intro, is the disc’s 
centerpiece. Lowe plays tuba and 
bass trombone, and on the tuba 
he tries to defy the horn’s limita- 
tions by adapting an expressive, 
scrabbling style. It’s an interesting 
sound, but the big brass’s mono- 
color just doesn’t go anywhere. 
He’s more declarative on ‘bone, 
even fat and sassy on his original 
“Gentle Force.” Saxist Crettien 
sounds anonymous, coming to life 
for one hot stretch on his “Miles 
Magic.” This album could use a 
few more liftoffs like that.

**x*1/2 Tsunami, THE HEART'S 
TREMOLO (Simple Machines). If 
you equate “growing up” with writ- 
ing darker and more ambitious 
songs, toning down your pop effer- 
vescence and getting a little cyni- 
cal... then yeah, Tsunami have 
grown up. But the band’s second 
album only brings out the moodi- 
ness that was lurking in the cor- 
ners of last year’s delightful Deep 
End. 

It’s likely that Tsunami could 
write songs as between-the-eyes 
catchy as their old friends Velocity 
Girl are doing nowadays, but their 


mood swings seem too tangled for 
that. This is one of those 
disillusionment albums with a 
strong strain of melancholy beauty 
running through it. Singer/guitarist 
Jenny Toomey has one of the 
lovelier voices in underground 
pop, but the prettiest songs are 
the ones with the trickiest changes 
and the meanest guitar snarls. 
She also tends to pack her lyrics 
with images (10 points for rhyming 
“period” with “dreary id”), but failed 
connections appear to be this 
album’s theme. Two consecutive 
songs (separated by a drony 
instrumental) vent grudges against 
the indie-rock star system; “Fits & 
Starts” is a despairing acoustic 
finale recalling Throwing Muses’ 
“Delicate Cutters.” Score one for 
sadness and depth:

*x*1/2 Chainsaw Kittens, POP 
HEIRESS (Mammoth). Oklaho- 
ma’s Chainsaw Kittens were way- 
ward punks awkwardly brandish- 
ing a metallic edge on their Butch 
Vig—guided trip to grungeville, 
1992’s Flipped Out in Singapore. 
It might have been the tour they 
did with Smashing Pumpkins, but 
something rekindled singer/song- 
writer Tyson Meade’s interest in 
overdriven melody, because Pop 
Heiress, the band’s third release, 
charts a promising course 
through classic, guitar-driven 
power pop. 

A pummeling, near-thrash 
tempo ignites the disc’s first tune, 
“Sore on the Floor,” but that 
doesn’t stop guitarist Trent J. Bell 
from carving thick textured lines 
into an already formidable wail of 
guitars. The disc wavers on the 
unfocused T Rex-riffing of “I Ride 
Free” and dated punk ranting of 
“Media Star Hymn.” But Meade’s 
drunken, glam-punk sneer-and- 
shriek routine keeps even gentle 
rock-ballads like “Loneliest China 
Place” from sounding too refined, 
and his off-kilter croon gives a 
tragic beauty to the disc’s hooky 
single, “Pop Heiress Song.”

What stands out most are their 
pastiches — guest Alex Chilton 
doing his Big Star guitar thing 
fronted by singer Joe McAlinden’s 
soothing warble makes for a 
smooth, pleasant ride. Sometimes 
they go so soft as to resemble Air 
Supply, with an string 
section and a high falsetto (“Don't 
Wanna Die”). But most of the time 
Superstar walk the fine line

What’s also 
incredible is the range of perform- 
ers embraced by this festival —

**1/2 Born Jamericans, Kids 
from Foreign (Delicious Viny)). 
The American-born sons of Ja- 
maican parents, Born Jamericans 
are the DC-based reggae duo that 
made some big noise last spring 
with their smooth, lilting hit “Boom 
Shack-A-Tack.” Headley Shine 
DJs in a rugged Buju Banton style, 
and the impressive Natch sings 
pure niceness. With a measured 
delivery and straight-ahead lyrics, 
the Jamericans are easier to 
understand than most Jamaican 
DJs, giving novices all the dance- 
hall flavor without the fuss of 
translation. 

The Jamericans’ winning strate- 
gy is to redo classic reggae 
melodies over dancehali-flavored 
hip-hop béats. “Boom Shak-A- 
Tack” lifted Ronnie Twait’s signa- 
ture, “Mr. Luxury.” On the new 
disc, “Warning Sign” recycles 
Willie Williams’s seminal “Arma- 
gideon Time,” and the Pinchers 
knockoff “Ain’t No Stoppin’ ” has 
undeniable radio potential. Even 
“Oh Gosh” features a Super Cat 
sound-alike. The current single, 
“Cease & Seckle,” is an infectious 
call to “simmer down” and end the 
bad-mind business in the dance- 
hall.

(Sugar Hill). We can tell that 
Mollie and her fiddier/mandolinist 
brother Tim have been singing 
together all their lives: her big, rich 
alto and his clear tenor entwine 
like one voice. Sibling acts like the 
O’Briens, Rowans, and Sweet- 
hearts of the Rodeo are a retro 
trend these days — bluegrass, 
country, folk, and gospel all get 
cozy together in weather-worn 
back-porch singing. Traditional 
songs like Leadbelly’s “When | 
Was a Cowboy” and Jimmie 
Rodgers’s title track wink in .whim- 
sy.

** Youssou N’Dour, THE 
GUIDE (WOMMAT) (Chaos/Co- 
lumbia). Senegal’s most celebrat- 
ed pop singer shows signs of wear 
on his fifth album created for an 
international audience. Ever since 
he met Peter Gabriel in the mid 
*80s, N’Dour has struggled to 
expand his country’s fiercely 
polyrhythmic mbalax music into 
the realm of global pop rock. 
These tracks display those 
rhythms, and N’Dour’s spectacular 
horn-like voice. But dreamy layers 
of keyboard haze hang over the 
music like a gauzy cloud muting 
the raw force of N’Dour’s talent. 
The live synergy of his crack 
band, the Super Etoile de Dakar, 
gets lost in studio artifice, so 
hooks don’t grab and grooves 
don’t jell the way they should. 
“Leaving (Dem)” starts things off 
with promising, guitar-driven mbal- 
ax. But the following “Old Man 
(Gorgui)” drifts into dreaminess, 
and “Without a Smile (Same)” is a 
syrupy baliad that even a troupe of 
sabar drummers and N’Dour’s dra- 
matically paced vocal can’t res- 
cue. “7 Seconds,” a dreary duet 
with Neneh Cherry, marks the low 
point. The voices offer an intrigu- 
ing blend, but the song’s dirge 
rhythm and generic hook drag it 
down. Fans may want to skip this 
one and go after two of N’Dour’s 
rollicking "70s releases, Super 
Etoile de Dakar, Volume 1: Absa 
Gueye and Super Etoile de Dakar, 
Volume 2: Thiapathioly, both new- 
ly available on CD from Sterm’s.

The main 
plot concerns a young school- 
teacher’s search for his best 
friend, which leads him to the 
home of a young woman whose 
love holds the lost man captive.

on their way to the rock quarry. Or 
that Elizabeth Perkins and Rosie 
O'Donnell don’t need to do more 
than sport one-shouldered dress- 
es and plum-sized pearis to imper- 
sonate Wilma and Betty. If nothing 
else, the film is a triumph of goofy 
production design, thanks to

This original Disney tale tells the 
story of Mufasa (James Earl 
Jones), king of the Pride Lands, 
and his cub, Simba (Matthew 
Broderick), who must grow up and 
prove himself. it’s a confusing pro- 
cess that has the Disney folks 
groping everywhere in their 
attempt to become hip for the ’90s. 
Simba looks like Macaulay Culkin, 
and indeed the piot is right out of 
those 50s Disney TV shows. But 
Simba’s pals — a meerkat named 
Timon and a warthog named 
Pumbaa — are obviously modeled 
on Ren and Stimpy. It’s to their 
credit that the Disney people have 
melded these incompatible inspi- 
rations into a pretty good movie, 
parts of which reprise that old-time 
Disney magic. Best of all is 
Jeremy Irons, who plays Simba’s 
wicked uncle Scar: his sly treach- 
ery is worthy of Shakespeare’s 
Richard Ill. On the down side, 
Simba gets stuck with clichés like 
“This is my kingdom. If | don’t fight 
for it, who will?”; the three hyenas 
— Shenzi, Banzai, and Ed — who 
become Scar’s stooges conjure 
unpleasant black stereotypes 
(Shenzi’s voice is Whoopi Gold- 
berg); and in contrast to Beauty 
and the Beast and Aladdin, 
females don’t figure much. The 
soundtrack offers both okay white- 
bread pop by Tim Rice and Elton 
John and an exhilarating original 
score by Hans Zimmer with 
African choruses.

Billed as a comedy, this movie imi- 
tates the plodding pace of the 
game that inspired it and does lit- 
tle else. Luke Edwards plays Billy, 
a precocious 11-year-old whose 
grandpa owns the Minnesota 
Twins. When Gramps dies, Billy 
inherits the team, installs himself 
as the manager, and spurs the 
struggling Twins into the pennant 
race. Director Andrew Scheinman 
eschews the sentimental approach 
of traditional baseball movies, but 
he replaces it with unceasing 
shots of the sulky and stupid 
Twins coached by young Billy. By 
the time major-leaguers Randy 
Johnson and Ken Griffey Jr.

After the arid pageantry of The 
Last Emperor and The Sheltering 
Sky, Bernardo Bertolucci comes 
up with something simple, gentle, 
and rewarding in Little Buddha, 
which is set largely in Bhutan and 
Nepal but takes place within the 
awakening soul of a small boy. 
Young Jesse (Alex Wiesendanger) 
lives in a sterile Seattle apartment 
with his sterile parents (Bridget 
Fonda and Chris Isaak). An exiled 
Tibetan (Ying Ruocheng) telis 
them that Jesse may be the rein- 
carnation of a prominent lama. He 
introduces them to Buddhism 
through the tale of Prince 
Siddhartha (Keanu Reeves), 
whose own journey to enlighten- 
ment parallels Jesse’s. Eventually, 
Jesse must go to Bhutan to deter- 
mine whether he is, in fact, the 
reincarnated lama. Bertolucci’s 
Storytelling here is full of surprises, 
and if the ending is improbably 
tidy, there is still much gentle wis- 
dom here, for spiritually hungry 
Western adults as well as their 
interested children.

Wry, 
breezy, and painless, this Holly- 
wood adaptation of another 
Boomer-era TV chestnut is full of 
pleasant surprises. Director Rich- 
ard Donner keeps a deceptively 
free-seeming rein on the unexpect- 
ed elements — plot twists, sly 
cameos, boffo stunts, and most 
important, the deadpan comic per- 
formances of its three leads.

Gable (who died 
of a heart attack shortly after the 
filming ended) gives a strained 
performance as an aging cowboy 
who now works capturing mus- 
tangs to sell for dog food; Monroe 
is at her most flamboyant and 
soul-searching as the woman 
Gable loves. As an amiable itiner- 
ant cowboy, Clift shows a pen- 
chant for broad comedy, and 
Huston indulges his sweetness 
and amiability.

with a spare and jolting wit.

*1/2 RENAISSANCE MAN 
(1994). Penny Marshall takes the 
cause of individualism and demon- 
strates that to be all you can be 
you need to put on a uniform. 
Danny DeVito’s Bill Drago is a go- 
getter in advertising whose life has 
unraveled. If this were a different 
kind of reactionary movie — say, 
Joel Schumacher’s Falling Down 
— Bill would be out gunning down 
minorities. Here he works to reha- 
bilitate them. He gets a job at an 
Army base teaching “Basic 
Comprehension” to slow recruits; 
to get to the heart of their problem, 
Bill teaches them Hamiet, which 
he does by hammering the subtle 
poetry of the greatest play in the 
English language into platitudes. 
In the end the whole play is 
reduced to a marching song. It’s a 
pity, because these kids deserve 
better. indeed, the film is done 
with such good-humored, senti- 
mental sleight-of-hand that by the 
end you’re apt to find yourself 
humming “The caissons go rolling 
along,” even as you perceive that 
your principles have been twisted 
beyond recognition.

PAPAYA (1993). Vietnam’s first 
Academy Award nominee (for

year-old while working as a ser- 
vant in a middle-class home, and it 
introduces an astonishingly ma- 
ture new director, Vietnamese 
expatriate Tran Anh Hung. Tran 
diverges from conventional narra- 
tive in several ways. For one, 
there is the delicious cinematogra- 
phy-of Benoit Delhomme depicting 
the lush atmosphere of the home 
through which Mui leads us like a 
household sprite. (She’s an ever- 
curious template for experience 
who seemingly wants nothing for 
herself.) It’s a place of ripe fruit 
and green leaves filled with the 
sounds of the father’s guitar play- 
ing but also with strange silences. 
The family’s quiet calm turns tragic 
when the father runs off with the 
household savings, but the revela- 
tions this precipitates and the fate 
that awaits Mui are not what make 
this film fascinating. Rather it’s the 
way Tran explores the universe of 
the home through its microcli- 
mates.

**x*xxSCHINDLER’S LIST 
(1993). Steven Spielberg has put 
aside childish things — fantasy, 
sentimentality, special effects — 
and confronted the demons and 
desires that have lingered beneath 
some of the slickest and most suc- 
cessful entertainments in cinema. 
Here he does not pose salvation in 
the heavens or evil in the depths; 
he’s located both in the human 
heart and in a historical reality. 
The screenplay, an adaptation by 
Steven Zaillian of Thomas Keneal- 
ly’s book, is the true story of Oskar 
Schindler (Liam Neeson), the 
opportunistic capitalist and Nazi 
Party member who metamor- 
phosed into one of the greatest 
humanitarian heroes of World War 
Il: his “list” is a compilation of the 
names of 1100 Jewish laborers 
ransomed from Hitler’s Final 
Solution. Beside Schindler for 
much of the film are either Itzhak 
Stern (Ben Kingsley), his financial 
and spiritual accountant, or Amon 
Goeth (Ralph Fiennes), a genial 
monster who rules his labor camp 
with a cruelty that is both capri- 
cious and methodical; Goeth 
allows Schindler to come to grips 
with his inner beast, even as Stern 
evokes his inner angel. The devel- 
opment of these three is coordi- 
nated with the terrifying trials of 
the Jewish prisoners. “The list is 
life,” says Stern. “Beyond the list is 
the void.” This film reckons with 
both those enormities, life and the 
void, examining with unearthly 
restraint, detachment, pathos, and

Each film is a perfect 
fragment with its own twist of mys- 
tery; yet it’s linked to its neighbors. 
The first is “Aria,” in which a tiny 
black spot on the horizon slowly 
nears the camera.

Nicholson) into a predator, we 
learn that a werewolf is only as 
bad as the man he’s possessed — 
and that Randall is inherently 
good.
